According to the Foreword, the Ency- 
clopedia of World Travel “is not a guide- 
book, but the first comprehensive com- 
pilation of facts about all areas of the 
globe, intended to serve the traveler as 
well as those who do their touring in the 
comfort of their armchairs.” It “offers a 
concise and authoritative description of 
each country, its people, its history, cul- 
ture and traditions.” 

The four-volume set is divided as: fol~ 
lows: v.1, United States and Canada; v.2, 
Mexico, Central America, the Caribbean, 


` and South America; v.3, Europe; v.4, Af- 


rica, The Middle East, Asia and the Pa- 
cific. Each volume consists of approxi- 
mately 350 pages. 

Volume 1, United States and Canada, is 
divided into nine regions (New England, 
Mid-Atlantic States, Mid-South States, the 
South, Mid-West States, the Plains States, 
the Rocky Mountain States, the South- 
west and the Far West) and Canada. 
States are treated individually within each 
region. 

Forming an introduction to each region 
are a few paragraphs of general data about 
the region. These range fram as many as 
seven introductory pages on New Eng- 
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land to slightly more than two pages on 
the, Mid-South. The introductory pages 
give first a general characterization of the 
region with brief references to its history 
and a definition of its boundaries. Descrip- 
tions follow which may cover, as in the 
case of New England, Land, Climate, Peo- 
ple, Products of Land and Waters, Prod- 
ucts of Mills and Factories, Towns and 
Cities, Sights and Diversions, and Dining 
and Shopping. In the case of the Mid- 
South, only People and Sights and Di- 
versions are covered, Use of these hedd- 
ings varies with regions. In some regions 
industry and agriculture are described 
also. 

Individual states are described under 
each region usually with an opening sec- 
tion presenting the general character of 
thestate and facts about its history, land, 
climate, and people. Important cities with- 
in a state are then described in detail, e.g., 
under Massachusetts Boston, Cambridge, 
Lexington, Concord, Salem, Gloucester, 
Plymouth, New Bedford, Worcester, 
Springfield, and Pittsfield are discussed. 

Fifty-two of the 383 pages in volume 1 
are devoted to Canada. These are intro- 
duced by a section giving facts about the 
area, boundaries, climate, and general 
character followed by paragraphs titled: 
How Canada Happened (archaeology and 
history), The People, How Canadians 
Play, Entertainment, and What to Buy. 
The provinces are covered individually 
with an opening section on each setting 
forth facts about its general character, 
history, geography, and people followed 
by data on principal cities and points of 
interest. 

Volume 2 is devoted to Mexico, Central 
America, Bermuda, the Bahama Islands, 
the Caribbean, British West Indies, Neth- 
erlands West Indies, French West Indies, 
and South America. Volume 3 includes

Great Britain, Ireland, Isle of Man and the 
Channel Islands, Northern Europe, West- 
ern Europe, Southern Europe, and East- 
ern Europe. Volume 4 covers North Af- 
rica, the Middle East, East Africa, West 
and Central Africa, Southern Africa, In- 
dian Ocean Islands, South Asia, Southeast 
Asia, East Asia, and the Pacific, the Phil- 
ippines, Australia, New Zealand, and the 
South Sea Islands. 

Following the arrangement in volume 1 
where each state of the United States and 
each province of Canada is introduced by 
a section of background data, volumes 2, 
3, and 4 preface treatment of each country 
or group of countries with introductory 
facts extended to include such information 
of interest to the traveler as the govern- 
ment and currency of the nation. 

According to the Foreword, “the En- 
cyclopedia of World Travel is the product 
of many contributors—men and women 
who have journeyed far and wide in the 
capacity of travel reporters and whose 
professional qualifications are acknowl- 
edged in the tourist industry.” 

The work is edited by Nelson Double- 
day, publisher and world traveler, and C. 
Earl Cooley, photographic director of the 
American Geographical Society’s Around 
the World Program. 

Twenty contributors are listed on pages 
vii-x of volume 1. The particular qualifi- 
cations and specific backgrounds of each 
contributor are listed after each name.

The indexes at the end of each volume 
facilitate the use of the set as a reference 
tool in libraries for brief information on 
world places. 

A spot check of the background infor- 
mation introducing each state, province, 
and country, i.e., the land, the people, and 
the climate, reveals these sections to be 
concise, accurate, and interestingly writ- 
ten. The same information, however, is 
readily available in general encyclopedias 
and in the Worldmark Encyclopedia of the 
Nations (New York: Harper, 1960). The 
sections that follow on the principal cities 
and places of interest are confined to a 
brief mention of the principal tourist at- 
tractions. Space limitations prevent the 
inclusion of all points of interest, and some 
items are covered rather briefly. Though 
this inevitably leads to some superficial 
treatment, it cannot be considered a major 
objection to a work of this scope. 

In the case of Mexico City, for example, 
although many interesting sights which 
are indeed highlights of a tour are listed, 
other sights of importance are ‘omitted. 
These include the House of Tiles, an im- 
portant landmark for most travelers, the 
Alameda Park with its impressive Juárez 
monument, and the Hotel del Prado with 
the famous Diego Rivera mural in its lob- 
by. The Torre Latino-Americano is not 
mentioned by name, nor is there mention 
of the fabulous view of Mexico City from 
its top. Among the sites near Mexico City 
there is no mention of Toluca, famous for 
its picturesque market and its periphery 
of handcraft villages. 

The paragraph on the resort at Fortin 
fails to mention the beautiful views of the 
Orizaba Volcano on the skyline and the 
estate of Ruiz Galindo, which are first- 
rate tourist fare. The short sketch of Tax- 
co fails to convey the charm of the city. 
There is no reference to the lovely views 
from the hills or the characteristic red-tile 
roefs. The paragraphs on Oaxaca fail to 


mention the Tule Tree which some author- 
ities claim to be the oldest living thing. 
The paragraph on Puebla mentions its 
pottery and tile but omits reference to its 
onyx, which is equally famous. 

In contrast tc, the concise and abridged 
three-column coverage of Mexico City, a 
large metropolis with many fascinating at- 
tractions, is the more thorough and de- 
tailed treatment of San Juan, Puerto Rico 
in five columns. All of the places of pri- 
mary interest are mentioned together with 
historical tales about them. 

Libraries will find value in the inclusion 
of some material on countries not general- 
ly contained in other travel guides. For 
example, most European travel guides ig- 
nore the Iron Curtain countries. Though 
brief, the material on Rumania, Bulgaria, 
Hungary, Albania, Czechoslovakia, East 
Germany, and Poland and the summaries 
of the highlights there will be welcomed 
by readers and librarians who have diffi- 
culty finding such up-to-date material. 
Vast areas of the Soviet Union are not 
covered. This is, no doubt, a necessary 
omission because these areas are closed to 
travelers. Most of the new nations as well 


.as the principal colonies of Africa have re- 


ceived at least a few paragraphs. 

A high degree of accuracy and up-to- 
dateness was revealed where checking was 
done. 

There are maps of many cities showing 
the principal thoroughfares and line draw- 
ings of points of interest. Of these, most 
would be useful to a traveler. The selec- 
tion, however, is somewhat haphazard and 
uneven. Volume 1, United States and 
Canada, has 14 city maps. These include 
many major cities and also Gettysburg, 
Las Vegas, and Hollywood. It omits maps 
for Los Angeles, San Francisco, Seattle, 
and Atlanta and has none for Canada. 

Careful examination of a particular map, 
Manhattan, reveals the inclusion of 
enough streets to give the general layout 
of the city and the location of more than 
20 points of interest. Volume 2, Mexico, 
Central America, the Caribbean, and 
South America, has only three city maps, 
all of them rather poor. Only one of the

Volume 4, Africa, The Middle East, Aia 
the Pacific, contains 13 excellent maps of 
the large cities of Africa and Asia. The 
city maps in volumes 1, 3, and 4 will þe 
of interest and use to individuals who are 
fortunate enough to find the cities they 
want; the inclusion of the maps in the in- 
dexes would have added to the sets use- 
fulness. 

Each volume includes several sections 
of black-and-white photographs with bled 
edges. The pictures are clear and sharp, 
and there are from one to six to a page. 
They are a representative cross section of 
the sights of the world. Individuals may 
miss illustrations of favorite or well- 
known places, but every country and im- 
portant locale seems to be represented by 
at least one picture. There is no index to 
illustrations, but locating a given country 
is not difficult because of the set’s ar- 
rangement. Although different colors are 
used for each volume’s binding trim, the 
scope unfortunately is stamped on the 
front cover rather than on the spine so 
that the set without dust jackets is not 
easily consulted. 

Boldface type is used throughout to set 
forth place names and tourist sights. This 
facilitates quick reference use. 

The title Encyclopedia of World Travel 
might lead a prospective purchaser to ex- 
pect some types of information which are 
excluded in this work. Since it is not a 
guidebook it should be pointed out that it 
does not contain such features as hotel 


accommodations, restaurants, local. trans- 
portation, local tours available, and ad- 
dresses of sources of additional informa- 
tien. 

The format is satisfactory and the bind- 
ing durable. Except for the background in- 
troductions, the text of the encyclopedia is 
printed with two columns to a page. The 
bled photographs would be trimmed if the 
set were to be rebound. 

The Encyclopedia of World Travel fur- 
nishes an accurate, compact, well-present- 
ed, and well-organized compilation of in- 
formation for the person seeking concise 
and lively information on selected points 
of tourist interest throughout the world. 
The sections introducing each state, prov- 
ince, or country are a valuable feature. 
Much of the information can be found in 
encyclopedias and general descriptions of 
countries contained elsewhere, particular- 
ly in more detailed travel series on indi- 
vidual countries. Despite this duplication 
and some unevenness in city maps and ir- 
regularity of inclusions—inevitable in a 
work of such scope-—it is recommended 
for public and home libraries with a need 
for this type of brief and condensed world 


. travel information. It will be particularly 


useful in small libraries which cannot af- 
ford numerous guidebooks covering indi- 
vidual countries.

ume has been prepared to fill the “need 
for a comprehensive guide and source 
book containing the what and how of 
modern education. This book is an at- 
tempt to present a clear and concise view 
of the most significant aspects of Ameri- 
can education as embodied today in the 
elementary and secondary schools of our 
nation.” 

The intended use of the volume as a 
“comprehensive guide and source book,” 
emphasizing materials pertinent to ele- 
mentary and secondary levels of instruc-. 
tion, is further indicated by the author’s 
statement, again quoting from the Intro- 
duction, that “through the use of this 
encyclopedia, school workers will be able 
to gain insight and to acquire.information 
and techniques to help them deal with 
problems connected with teaching, ad- 
ministration, and organization in public 
schools” and “that interested citizens and 
professional educators alike will find guid- 
ance and utilitarian value.” 

- A search of standard biographical ref- 
erence tools failed to reveal any informa-: ` 
tion concerning the three authors of this 
work, who are listed on the ‘title page as 
Edward W. Smith, formerly Elementary 
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Curriculum Coordinator, Levittown Public 
Schools, L&vittown, New York; Stanley 
W. Krouse, Jr., ' Principal, Associação 
Escola Graduada de Sao Paulo, American 
@mior-Senior High School, São Paulo, 
Brazil; ‘and Mark M. Atkinson, Director of 
Instruction and Curriculum, Harborfields 
Central School District, Town of Hunting- 
ton, New York. 

The Educator’s Encyclopedia is organ- 
ized around 15 major divisions: Philoso- 
phy and Objectives, School Organization, 
Staff Organization, Professional Growth, 
Curricular Areas, Instructional Improve- 
ment, Evaluation and Measurement, Stu- 
dents, Pupil Personnel Services, Child 
Growth and Development, Teaching, 
Classroom Management, Materials and 
Resources, Student Activities, Communi- 
ty-School Relations. Each division encom- 
passes many related subject sections, 
which appear alphabetically within the 
division, “except in those instances where 
two or more sections are so closely inter- 
related that they are grouped together.” 

A Table of Contents lists the divisions 
and their subject sections; and, for the 
purpose of facilitating further the locating 
of divisions, a plastic tab with division 
number and complete division title ex- 
tends one-half inch from the fore edge of 
the heavy page divider marking the be- 
ginning of each division. Since the casing 
of the book must thus extend beyond 
these green plastic tabs, a volume some- 
what awkward in appearance has been 
produced. The division titles give small 
clue to just what subject sections will be 
discussed in what division, and it is doubt- 
ful that any great utilitarian purpose has 
been served by supplying the tabs. 

The body of the book is followed by a 
22-page Appendix containing a Bibliogra- 
phy divided into the appropriate 15 divi- 
sions, a glossary of Educational Terms, 





and an Index of Publishers. A 42-page 
Index completes the volume. 

An attempt has been made to include 
material concerning all aspects of ele- 
mentary and secondary education in the 
United States, but an examination of sev- 


‘ eral topics of special current interest re- 


veals serious omissions and an almost 
complete lack of cited authorities. Teach- 
ing Machines are inadequately considered 
in little more than two pages of text, with 
almost one whole column of those two 
pages devoted to a discussion ofesjmédtt 
Strip Viewers as Teaching Machines.” 
Only three types of real teaching machines 
are described very briefly, five advantages 
claimed are listed, three programs under 
way are mentioned, and one 1960 publica- 
tion cited for further information. The 
E lopedia of Educational Research, 
thi | edition (New York: Macmillan, 
19° , devotes six considerably larger 
pigds to teaching machines, under the 
entry Training Devices, includes a history 
of their development, the “Functional De- 
scription of Training Devices,” “Designing 
a Training Device,” “Research Possibili- 
ties,” and concludes the article with 37 
references for further information. 
Almost two pages in The Educator’s En- 
cyclopedia are devoted to Team Teaching 
but no references are cited and only two 


related topics, Classroom Management andy 


Grouping, are noted. Three pages of the 
five devoted to Testing Program are taken 
by replicas of a “Test Review and Rating 
Scale” and a “Testing Schedule,” which 
may be useful from a purely utilitarian 
standpoint to the administrator but which 
add little to his understanding of the topic 
as an educator. Five pages of discussion 
of Salary Schedules contain a sample 
schedule, a “Guide for Developing Salary 
Schedule,” a “Suggested Minimum Salary

leave policy, but no source and no dates. 
The only néte is to the National Education 
Association statement on principles of 
professional salary scheduling, but this 
without specific citation. The discussion 
of Physical Education tells nothing of how 
to organize a program but consists largely 
of aims and objectives, followed by a six- 
page tabulation by grades of activities, 
including many group games cited by 
names such as “Boiler Burst,” “Midnight,” 
and “Queen Ball,” with no indication of 
where directions for these games under 
these names can be found. Thus, the dis- 
cussion of the physical education program 
falls short as a guide. Foreign Languages 
in the Elementary School contains in its 
five pages some directions on how to start 
such a program and some dangers and 
drawbacks involved are noted, but no 
authorities or references are cited. Mathe- 
matics Program concludes seven and one- 
half pages of discussion with a listing of 
six sources of further information “for 
the teachers of mathematics, both ele- 
, mentary and secondary.” The Science 
Program discussion does not fare so well, 
as no authorities and no references of 
any sort are noted in its not quite six 
pages. 

Reading, that subject of considerable 
current controversy, receives much space 
but under so many widely scattered en- 
tries as to be confusing and misleading. 
Developmental Reading Programs, Indi- 
vidualized Reading Programs, Language 
Arts, and Phonics are separate sections of 
Division v, Curricular Areas, but are 
widely separated because of the alphabeti- 
cal arrangement of sections within divi- 
sions. Readability Formulas, Reading 
Levels, and Readiness are discussed in 
other parts of the book, not in the Cur- 
ricular Area division at all. Discussions 
of the various segments of the subject of 
reading are characterized by generaliza- 
tions without specific references or de- 


tailed explanations. The closely related ' 


topic, School Library, comes in for only 
negligible treatment, with more space 
given to Field Trips and almost as much to 
Puppets and Marionettes. 


Coverage for the subjects noted above 
(e.g, Reading, School Library) is more 
scholarly, more authoritative, and more 
within the framework of an encyclopedia 
of education in the Encyclopedia of Edu- 
cational Research, third edition, than in 
the volume under review. 

It is impossible to discover what criteria 
have been used to determine which sub- 
jects shall be given separate section con- 
sideration in each division. For example, 
Rhythm Bands is given a section in Cur- 
ricular Area Division v as are altes 
Education, Handwriting, and Safety Edu- 
cation; but “Homemaking Education.” 
“Business Education,” and “Industrial Arts 
Education” are considered together in one 
section, Vocational Subject Areas. Dewey 
Decimal Classification is given a section in 
Division xm, Materials and Resources, in 
which division appears also School Library 
as a section. 

The basis for determining into what di- 
vision each section will fall also seems ob- 
scure. For example, although for the most 
part Division xm, Materials and Re- 
sources, discusses instructional matertals 
and/or equipment and their maintenance, 
the section Requisitions appears there also, 
even though, since it discusses a syste- 
matic method for dispensing supplies and 
materials, it would seem to belong more 
logically in the 
division. 

It is likewise impossible to discover the 
reason for separation of the materials into 
15 major divisions. For example, why is 
Division vr, Instructional Improvement, 
with such section entries as Master Teach- 
er, considered as a division separate from 
Division x1, Teaching, with such section as 
Team Teaching? Since only by the use of 
the Index can the reader locate specific 
material desired, the cumbersome division 
organization seems meaningless. Even the 
see also references which appear at the 
ends of the numerous sections throughout 
the book under the caption For related in- 
formation, see necessitate the use of the 
Index, since no pagination is given and the 
related materials frequently appear in 
other divisions, with the Index the only 
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` practical guftde as to which one. 

Fortunately the Index is quite compre- 
hensive and reasonably accurate, with 
minor inconsistencies and inaccuracies. 
Extenbive use is made of subtopics, alpha- 
betized under main entries in the Index; 
and in most instances, those same sub- 
topics appear also as main entries in the 
Index. Adequate use is made throughout 
the Index of see and see also references. 
Significant omissions from the Index would 
seem, for the most part, to be omissions 
from the book itself rather than omissions 
from the Index only. Titles of books, peri- 
odicals, and pamphlets appearing as main 
entries in the Index are identified by the 
use of italics. Charts, sample forms, and 
diagrams are indicated by the use of Fig. 
following the subject entry in the Index 
but with inclusive rather than specific 
pagination and no indication of the exact 
nature of the graphic material. 

Of some use to the school administrator, 
and occasionally to the teacher, are the 
many sample forms, charts, and tables 
dealing not only with such truly educa- 
tional material as readability formulas, 
sociograms, and testing schedules but also 
with such mundane routines as permission 
slips for field trips, registration record 
forms, suggested graduation programs, 
and diagrams of puppets and puppet 
stages. These materials—though rather 
difficult to locate as noted above—add 
somewhat to the usefulness of the book 
for teachers and administrators at the 
elementary or secondary level. 

The Bibliography, contained in the first 
section of the Appendix, lists 375 publica- 
tions of the past five years for the most 
part and ranging in number from only 10 
for Division m1, Staff Organization, to 46 
for Division v, Curricular Areas. The 
bibliography loses much of its potential 
usefulness because there are no descrip- 
tive or evaluative notes indicating the na- 
ture and scope of the works cited. Nor are 
there references to the subject sections to 
which each title pertains. Thus, although 
the Bibliography contains much useful 
material, this difficulty of access makes it 


less usable than the bibliographies found 
at the ends of individual articles in the 
Encyclopedia of Educational Research, 
The second Appendix section of three 
and one-half pages, devoted to ‘definitions 
of Educational Terms, has 80 entries, many 
of which are so obvious in meaning as to 
si unnecessary inclusions and others 
m ie repetitions of definitions contained 
at he beginning of the article on that 
wyect. The Index of Publishers, which 
concludes the Appendix, contains 58 
and addresses of publishers “from whom 
educators may desire to obtain materials 
for instructional purposes.” Since the list 


contains publishers of trade books, of text ` 


books, of one encyclopedia, and of pam- 
phlets with no identification, it is difficult 
to see any great usefulness for, the list, 
which is much less comprehensive than 
many other lists of publishers readily 
available. No basis for inclusion could be 
determined. 

The book, bound in dark gray cloth, 
with silver lettering on the spine and front 
cover, lies conventiently flat when open at 
any page of print. Outer margins are 
pleasingly wide; but inner margins, wide 
enough for ease in reading, are not ade- 
quate to permit rebinding. The weight of 
the volume makes it doubtful that the 
book would withstand heavy use. The 
print is pleasing, well leaded, and most 
attractively spaced on a two-column page. 

The Educator's Encyclopedia contains 
some materials that would be helpful to 
an administrator or teacher in an elemen- 
tary or a secondary school. Important 
problems of school and staff organization, 
of teaching, and of administration are 
covered with varying degrees of efficiency, 
in sometimes practical but never scholarly 
fashion. The failure to cite authorities, ex- 
cept in rare instances, and the superficial 
treatment of certain subjects of vital edu- 
cational interest, together with a decided 
lack of scholarly style, identifies the book 
as a handbook, with little or no encyclo- 
pedic stature. It does not fulfill the stated 
aims of its authors and is therefore not 
recommended.

five volumes. The first four volumes cover 
the physical and biological sciences from 
A to Z, and the fifth volume will cover the 
social and behavioral sciences. This new 
arrangement was recommended by the 
Advisory Committee appointed by the Na- 
tional Academy of Sciences and the Na- 
tional Association for the Advancement of 
Science, sponsors of American Men of 
Science. This Advisory Committee under 
the chairmanship of Dr. Paul E. Klopsteg 
helps determine general policy for the 
books, 

The criteria for inclusion are given in 
the Editors’ Preface to the fourth volume. 
These are rather lengthy and somewhat 
.. indefinite, but they will be helpful to the 
user. 

Information supplied by the publishers 
states that this directory contains biog- 
raphies of “living Americans (including 
Canadians) who are actively contributing 
to the advancement of science.” There are 
some entries which appear to come from 
beyond these geographic limits. Accord- 
ing to the publishers, names used in so- 
liciting biographical data were compiled 
with the aid of various professional organi- 
zations, academic institutions, industrial 
laboratories, and governmental research 
groups. 

The overlapping of many scientific dis- 
ciplines today makes the combination of 
the physical and biological sciences in 
a four-volume set a logical step and a 
considerable time-saver for the user. This 
is one of the ways in which the tenth edi- 
tion shows improvement over its immedi- 
ate predecessor. 

A typical entry consists of the biog- 
raphee’s full name (in capitals), his title 
(Dr., Prof.), and, by means of parentheses, 
an indication of the form of his name he 
prefers; present address, either home or 
business; subject field (in capitals); place 





and date of birth; year of marriage and 
number of children; degrees, with name ôf 
institution and year (subject is usually 
given for Ph.D. degree); history of posi- 
tions held (with present subject field, 
title, and institution in capitals); if the 
person has retired this is noted in capitals; 
list of other activities and honors; military 
record; memberships in societies; brief 
descriptions of special subject interests. 
In some cases more material is given here 
than in the specific subject directories. 

If there has been no major change since 
the earlier edition was prepared the entry 
in the tenth edition will consist solely of 
the name, subject field, and a see refer- 
ence to the ninth edition. If the only 
change was the death of the person listed, 
the subject field is omitted and the word 
deceased added. The insertion of the sub- 
ject field in this type of see reference is 
a new helpful guide to the user. A sample 
of ten consecutive pages in each of the 
four volumes of the tenth edition showed 
49 references to the ninth edition. The 
only other cross-references that appeared 
in this sample were two to the fifth volume 
and one to a woman’s married name. 

The entries are arranged alphabetically, 
with two columns per page. The second, 
third, and fourth volumes have a section 
at the back for late or changed informa- 
tion. This is noted on the verso of the title 
page. 

Lists of the abbreviations used are 
given at the beginning of the first and 
fourth volumes. These will answer most 
of the questions raised by the telegraphic 
form of the entries. 

The type is legible, and ample spacing 
has been used. The binding seems to be 
durable. The volumes are all of convenient 
size, and this is a marked improvement 
over volume 1 of the ninth edition.

which appeared in 1956 under the title 

Cram’s New Modern World Atlas. It is a 

Jess expensive version of Cram’s Unrivaled 

Atlas which was first published in 1880; 

the sixty-fourth edition was reviewed in 

Subscription Books Bulletin, January 1954. 
There is no introductory statement de- 

scribing the history and purpose of the 

work. Advertising on the jacket states 
that it is an “atlas of popular size and 
price” and describes it as an “atlas of 

world affairs maps.” f 
No editor’s name appears in the volume. 

The maps were prepared by Cram cartog- 

raphers, according to a statement from the 

publisher. The only individuals to whom 
credit is given are Dr. T. D. Clark of the 

University of Kentucky, who is identified 

as editor and consultant for the World His- 

tory section, and Dr. J. Hartt Walsh, Dean 
of the College of Education at Butler Uni- 
versity to whom acknowledgment is given 
for editorial research for the section on 

Earth Science and Outer Space. 

The subtitle of the atlas thdicates its 
major divisions. Section r is much the 
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largest, taking up almost 300 of the 368 
pages. In addition to the maps, indexes, 
and. gazetteers it includes much miscel- 
laneous textual and tabular information: 
a condensed world gazetteer, the Polar 
` Regions story, tables of comparative geo- 
graphical data (Largest World Cities, 
World’s Oceans and Seas, Principal Moun- 
tains of the World, and similar informa- 
tion), glossaries of the “language of maps” 
and of geographical terms, a list of United 
States National Parks with brief descrip- 
tions, tables showing estimated member- 
ship of the world’s major religions, and 
figures on world population growth. 

The first section contains 111 maps, most 
of them political maps in color. It is in- 
troduced by double-page World and Pa- 
cific Ocean Area maps and maps of the 
Arctic Regions and of Antarctica which 
show the routes of polar flights and voy- 
ages. The world maps are arranged by 
continent, and each continent is introduced 
by a relief map in gray as well as by a 
political map in color. The number of 
maps for each continent varies consider- 
ably, with Africa and South America re- 
ceiving the least attention; while there are 
17 maps for areas within Europe (in- 
cluding a large scale map of Berlin) and 
12 maps for Asia, there are only 4 for 
South America and only 3 for Africa. 
Island areas are particularly poorly rep- 
resented; for example, New Zealand, In- 
donesia, and New Guinea are shown only 
on the small scale world or Pacific area 
maps. 

Maps of the states of the United States, 
arranged in alphabetical order, and of 
United States possessions follow the world 
maps. Most state maps cover one page, 
but there are double-page maps for New 
York, Pennsylvania, and Texas. The Dela- 
ware, Maryland, and District of Columbia 
map is repeated, appearing in its alpha- 
betical place in the D’s and also in the 


{ 

Ms. There are map insets showing some 
metropolitan areas on a somewhat larger 
scale, but the principle by which these 
areas were chosen is not clear; the metro- 
politan areas of Boston, Chicago, and St. 
Louis, for example, are shown, but not 
those of New York, Los Angeles, or Phila- 
delphia. Because of their small size, the 
value of these insets is doubtful. 

The approximate size of the areas 
mapped is indicated on each map by means 
of a graphic scale. Varying scales are 
used; the maps of the continents are 
shown in scales ranging from approxi- 


mately 250 miles per inch for Europe to 


approximately 600 miles per inch for 
Asia; the scale for the Netherlands is 15 
times that used for Basutoland, which is 
approximately the same size; Rhode Island 
is mapped at a scale which is ten times the 
size of the one used for California. 
Emphasis is placed on showing political 
entities on the maps, but there is no ap- 
parent standard by which these were 
selected. The face of the map of Switzer- 
land, for example, is crowded with names, 
while there are relatively few on the map 
of Belgium which has a much higher 
population density. So many place names 
are printed on the state maps that it is 
very difficult to read them. Railroad 
routes are traced on the state maps by 
means of a thin black line, but they are 
not easy to follow because the maps are 
so crowded. The legend on each of these 
maps calls attention to the means used to 
indicate the routes. Railroads and roads 
are traced, but not consistently, on maps 
for other areas of the world. For example, 
no railroads are traced on the maps of 
Canada, Brazil, or Sweden, and no roads 
are traced on the maps of Canada, Cuba, 
or Thailand. On the world maps railroads 
are identified by a feathered line, roads 
by a thin black line, and some major 
canals by a double line (the Suez Canal

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and the Panama Canal are shown, but not 
the Moscow-Volga Canal). There is no 
legend on the world maps calling atten- 
tion to any of this information (with the 
exception of the map of Korea, which 
identifies the feathered line used for rail- 
roads), 

The amount of physical detail shown 
also varies considerably from map to map. 
Caterpillar maps (maps using simplified 
hachures) are used for most states and for 
many countries to indicate mountains. But 
there are no hachures to indicate moun- 
tains in north Georgia or in any European 
country except Switzerland. In some 
cases the height of peaks is printed on the 
map in figures, but in only one instance 
(on the map of Korea) does the map 
legend call attention to this. Relief is 
shown by color layer on one map, that of 
Formosa. Rivers are traced by wavy 
black lines, wadis by broken wavy black 
lines; lakes and other bodies of water are 
shown in blue, and symbols are some- 
times used to indicate other natural fea- 
tures such as swamps, Nowhere are any 
of these devices explained. Names of 
physical features are printed on the maps. 

Vivid colors distinguish major political 
divisions. The state maps are uniformly 
colored in a bright yellow with county 
boundaries outlined in green. Outlines of 
the republics of the U.S.S.R. and of the 
states of Mexico and Australia are shown, 
but not those of the counties of England 
or the departments of France. 

The maps of the 1961 edition are mostly 
the same as those used in the first edition. 
A map of Cuba, the Dominican Republic, 
and Haiti and one of the Mediterranean 
and the Near East have been added, and 
the maps of Africa have been redrawn to 
show political changes which have taken 
place in the interval. Many of the maps 
are also the same as those used in the 
1952 Unrivaled Atlas; for example, the 
maps of Hawaii, Puerto Rico, and the 
Canal Zone are exactly the same, while 
those of Poland, Germany, Italy, and some 
others appear to be the same except that 
they have been reduced in size. There are 
no copyright dates on any of the maps. 

The Index of the United States, the 


Descriptive Gazetteer of the United States, 
the Foreign Index, Descriptive Gazetteer 
of the World, and tables of Geographical 
Data follow the maps in the order named. 

The Index of the United States (pages 
138-195) is arranged alphabetically by 
states, with possessions listed at the end. 
The publisher states that it contains 37,000 
place names. Location symbols are keyed 
to letters and numbers used on margins of 
the maps. Population figures are given for 
each place listed; where population was 
not reported in the 1960 census, the pub- 
lisher states that “figures were obtained 
direct or from reliable sources.” 

There are 6,500 place names in the For- 
eign Index, according to the publisher. 
Location is indicated by country in which 
the place is found and by approximate 
latitude and longitude (given to within 
half a degree). Directions for locating 
places and a discussion of the meaning of 
latitude and longitude introduce the Index. 
To find a place listed in the Index it is 
necessary to turn to the name of the coun- 
try in the Detailed Index to Contents at 
the front of the volume, find the map page 
for that country, and then turn to the map 
and check the latitude and longitude. 
Some place names on the maps are not 
listed in the Index, and the contrary is 
also true. In keeping with the emphasis 
on political entities there are no index 
entries for natural features such as rivers, 
mountains, lakes, or deserts, even though 
these are shown on the maps. Place names 
are given in the vernacular on the maps 
with former or conventional names in 
parentheses; there are entries for both 
forms in the Index. 

The descriptive gazetteers are intended 
to give “a comprehensive story of every 
state, country and island, with capitals, 
areas, populations, and locations.” (Sepa- 
rate descriptions of the provinces of Can- 
ada are given, but not of the republics of 
the U.S.S.R.) The account of each of 
these areas typically includes brief infor- 
mation on history, physical features, agri- 
culture and industry, educational system, 
and places of tourist interest. It is fuller 
than that found in the gazetteer section of 
Hammond’s Ambassador World Atlas

A feature of the gazetteer is the informa- 
tion on colonies and former colonies; this 
section includes a double-page black-and- 
white map showing territories now con- 
trolled and those recently freed by various 
nations. A comparison of the text of the 
gazetteer with that of the 1956 edition and 
of the Unrivaled Atlas shows that the in- 
formation included is basically the same, 
although numerous changes have been 
made to bring the descriptions up to date. 
Some omissions were noted; there are no 
listings in the gazetteer for Crete or for 
Tibet, for example. 

The second section of the atlas, World 
History, covers pages 303-336 (also num- 
bered H1-H34). The title of this section is 
misleading, since almost all of the maps 
relate to Europe; the only exceptions are 
eight maps of the ancient world, a map 
showing the Pacific Theater in World War 
m, and Voyages and Discoveries, 861-1685 
A.D. Apart from the last-named map, there 
is none that relates to American history. 
Many of these maps appear to be the same 
as those used in the first edition, but they 
have been filled in with color. There are 
11 new maps. The relief map of ancient 
Greece was used in the Unrivaled Atlas. 
Advertising matter on the jacket lists re- 
ligious maps as one of the features of the 
atlas, but there is none in the 1961 edition. 
On the whole, the maps that are included 
seem to be adequate, but in some cases 
they lack sufficient detail and explanatory 
matter, For example, General Reference 
Map of the Roman World is dated only 
“at the height of Rome’s power.” The 
maps are prefaced by an alphabetical list 
and by a table of World History Map De- 
scriptions. The names of four former edi- 
tors and the name of the present editor 
appear on many of the maps. 

The third section, comprising pages 337- 
368 (also numbered $3-S34) and entitled 
Earth Science and Outer Space, is entirely 
new. It contains 11 pages of black-and- 
white maps of the United States, of the 
world, and of the continents, showing the 
distribution of population, vegetation, and 
agricultural and mineral products, and 
seven colored double-page physical-poli- 


tical maps of the United States and the 
world and temperature and rainfall maps 
of the continents. The black-and-white 
maps are not entirely satisfactory since 
there are not enough of them to carry all 
the information selected for presentation. 
For example, all agricultural products are 
shown on one map for each of the geo- 
graphical divisions, and 23 different sym- 
bols are used. There is no indication of 
the livestock industry in Georgia, although 
the gazetteer points out that more than a 
million swine and almost as many cattle 
are raised yearly. 

The final ten pages of this section are 
devoted primarily to text and illustrations 
relating to outer space; they include a de- 
scription of outer space, an account of the 
American and Russian space explorations, 
diagrams of the solar system and of the 
relationship of the moon to the earth, and 
a few photographs. In addition, the first 
few pages contain brief information on 
potential resources from the oceans, the 
population problem, and certain products 
such as plastics and light metals which are 
important in the modern world. The mis- 
cellaneous nature of the information con- 
tained on these pages makes them of 
dubious reference value. 

A Detailed Index to Contents at the 
front of the volume is employed to provide 
access to the material contained in the 
atlas. The Index includes entries for ma- 
jor geographical and political divisions 
(giving references to map and gazetteer 
pages and to latitude and longitude in the 
case of the world maps), for geographical 
data in the tables, and for the subjects of 
maps, charts, and text. The page refer- 
ences are not always as specific as they 
might be; for example, the entry for Tem- 
perature and Rainfall Maps gives a refer- 
ence to pages 337-358, whereas the maps 
are actually printed on pages 339, 346, 
348-49, 352-58, and 356-57. A few mislead- 
ing references and a few errors were 
noted. 

The volume is bound in green cloth and 
appears to be sturdy enough to withstand 
wear. There is no inner margin on the 
double-page maps; portions of these maps 
overlap and are fitted together badly. The 
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type used on most of the world maps is 
legible, but it is not delicate enough to 
give as precise a location as would be de- 
sirable. The type on the state maps is 
much too small. The paper has an enamel 
finish which causes glare under artificial 
light. 

The Cram Modern World Atlas is pri- 
marily a political atlas combined with a 
gazetteer, although some historical, eco- 
nomic, and physical maps are included. 
The publisher’s claim that it is an “atlas 
of world affairs maps” is not justified in 
view of the fact that the United States is 
heavily emphasized in both map and index 
coverage. In general, the maps are not of 
high quality, and the maps of the states of 
the United States, because they are small 
and crowded, are unsatisfactory. The in- 
formation included on the maps, in the 
gazetteers and elsewhere appears to be 
reasonably up to date and accurate. But 
lack .of sufficient explanatory matter, ex- 
treme variations in the scale of the maps, 
lack of balance in representing all areas 
of the world, and inconsistency in select- 
ing the information and in the means used 
to present it on the maps are all evidences 
of poor editing. The Cram Modern World 
Atlas is not recommended.

Economic Areas of the United States is 

a comprehensive statistical and descriptive 

analysis of socioeconomic characteristics 

by regions of the United States. It is the 
final monograph in the series, Studies in 

Population Distribution. Dr. Bogue is As- 

sociate Professor of Sociology at the Uni- 

versity of Chicago and Associate Director 
of the Scripps Foundation, Miami Univer- 
sity (Ohio); he has served as consultant 
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Ten years in preparation, this mag- 
nificent work traces in one meticu- 
lously documented, monumental 
volume the development of art 
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to the U.S. Bureau of the Census. He is 
the author of Population of the United 
States (New York: The Free Press of 
Glencoe, 1959) and many research studies 
pertaining to population and environment. 
Beale is an analytical statistician in the 
Economic Research Service of the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture. He was for- 
merly on the staff of the U.S. Bureau of 
the Census and has written on various 
aspects of population trends and human 
geography, 

Because precise information about the 
economy or population of a particular 
region of the United States has been 
“lengthy, tedious and costly to obtain,” 
the authors felt that a system of area 
classification especially designed to recog- 
nize the boundaries of the major regions 
and subregions of the country was 
needed, Thus, the System of Economic 


Areas was developed both for the average . 


citizen and for the specialist. 

This book is a comprehensive descrip- 
tion of this system of area classification 
and of each of the areas in it. According 
to the Preface the intention “has been to 
give an objective picture of the charac- 
teristics, conditions, and prospects of the 
areas without glossing over the serious 
difficulties that face some areas or suc- 
cumbing to the enthusiastic boosterism of 
more thriving ones.” 

The book is divided into an Introduc- 
tion to the System of Economic Areas, 
Part 1: The Economic Regions and Sub- 
regions; Part ou: The State Economic 
Areas of Each State, and Part m: Basic 
Statistics for Economic Regions, Subre- 
gions, and State Economic Areas. 

The Introduction explains the need for 
a system of area classification and the 
method of delineating the areas. These 
procedures are described in Appendix A, 
and Appendix B explains the use of eco- 
nomic areas in statistical analysis. The 
four types of economic areas with the 
explanation and number of economic 
provinces and economic regions, divisions 
which government agencies have not yet 
endorsed, and economic subregions and 
state econotmic areas which have been of- 
ficially adopted by the government, met- 


ropolitan and nonmetropolitan areas, state 
economic areas, and the changes to the 
system of economic areas made necessary 
by the 1960 census are depicted. 

Fifty-four maps clarify such topics as 
rainfall, temperature, and physical re- 
sources, and agriculture are included in 
ume and assist in forming a unified picture 
of how the various parts of the book are 
located with reference to one another. 
Maps showing the economic provinces, 
economic regions and subregions, state 
economic areas, population, manufactur- 
ing, transportation, climate, natural re- 
sources, and agriculture are included in 
this collection. Population figures are 
based on the 1960 census; agriculture fig- 
ures are for 1954, and forest land distribu- 
tion figures are for 1953. Figures for phys- 
ical formations of each economic region 
are dated 1950 on the map, but no date is 
given in the Index. The remaining maps 
have no dates. 

Tables of statistics for economic regions 
and subregions and state economic areas 
of population in 1960 and percentage of 
change 1950-60 follow as the last material 
in the preliminary section.

Although this work has never been re- 
viewed in Subscription Books Bulletin, it 
has gone through many reprintings and 
some revisions. Its publishers claim this is 


“the “first fully revised, rewritten and ex- 


panded edition” to appear since it was first 
published in 1897. 

The biographical dictionaries reveal 
nothing about the single editor, J. O. 
Thorne (M.A.), although the trade cata- 
logs list him in 1955 as editor of Cham- 
bers’s World Gazetteer and Geographical 
Dictionary and in 1957 as editor of the re- 
vised editions of three other Chambers’s 
publications, The British Isles, The British 
Commonwealth, and Europe. 

The anonymity of contributors, so char- 
acteristic of the British tradition, is main- 
tained by omitting any list of those con- 
sulted. Only in his Preface does the 
editor thank his assistants, the “acknowl- 
edged experts in many fields, who have 
contributed articles or supplied informa- 
tion, members of university staffs, librari- 
ans, colleagues on the editorial staff of 
W. & R. Chambers Ltd. and others.” 

A general biographical dictionary in- 
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tended for the writer, journalist, and lec- 
turer and purporting to be essential for 
schools and libraries, it covers all nations 
and all ages but is addressed primarily to 
an English-speaking audience, with British 
and American names predominating. 

The new edition is based on more than 
half a century of previous work, in which 
“the hard core of established notabilities 
provides an uncontroversial nucleus,” but 
the present editor’s real problem was who 
else to include. Refusing to be bound by 
categories of worth or prestige, his method 
has been to ask, “‘Is he (or she) likely 
to be looked up?’ ” Thus film directors, jazz 
musicians, forgers, war criminals, and 
murderers mingle with geneticists, radio 
astronomers, nuclear scientists, film stars, 


genocides, action painters, and “Angry 
Young Men.” 

Preceded by a brief Preface and a Key 

to Pronunciation, the body of the work 
consists of 1,397 pages of biographies fol- 
lowed by a 34-page subject Index under 
such divisions as Art and Architecture, 
Cinema, Exploration and Geography, His- 
tory, Literature and Drama, Music, Nick- 
names and Personalities, Philosophy and 
Theology, and Science and Industry. This 
Index “will be an invaluable aid for 
devotees of quiz games and crosswords, 
for settling arguments, or for the idle pur- 
suit of general knowledge.” 
- Instead of the haphazard arrangement 
of former editions, this one presents the 
basic information in a systematic order— 
surnames, Christian names, and titles, pro~- 
nunciation, dates, designation, and birth- 
place if known. By effective use of varied 
type sizes, indentions, and numbering, 
persons of the same surname are quickly 
located and relationship, if any, indicated. 
The basic information at the beginning 
never includes information on wives, chil- 
dren, religion, or politics. Usually a brief 
bibliography is appended. 

A check of the 1961 edition with that 
of 1956 substantiates, on the whole, the 
claims for revision or deletion in the light 
of modern scholarship or current interests. 
For example, Eugene O’Neill’s biography 
has been rewritten and expanded from 5 
to 3344 lines; Sean O’Casey’s from 5 to 
over 18 lines; Auguste Piccard’s from 5 to 
16 lines, and Kierkegaard’s from 5 to 40 
lines. A comparison of the letter O re- 
vealed 23 sketches in the 1956 edition 
which were deleted in 1961. 

New biographies include such names as 
Sean O’Faolain, Aristotle Onassis, Karl 
Adolf Eichmann, Janos Kadar, Patrice 
Lumumba, Wolf Mankowitz, Iwasa Mata- 
hei, Hendrik Freusch Verwoerd, and Ben 
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Shahn, 

The most obvious comparable work is 
the Webster’s Biographical Dictionary 
(Springfield, Mass.: Merriam, 1961), which 
has 1,627 pages of biographies against 
1,397 in Chambers’s, 40,000 names against 
15,000, and costs $8.50 compared with $15. 
Both contain a preponderance of names 
from the English-speaking world and a 
strong emphasis on nineteenth- and twen- 
tieth-century names compared with earli- 
er ages. Webster’s indicates pronunciation 
for every name, while Chambers’s gives it 
only for those the editor considers to be 
difficult, 

The most apparent difference is the 
length of the articles. Webster’s contains 
many short, highly condensed, factual 
biographies, contrasted with the fewer but 
longer ones in Chambers’s. A random 
sample of 135 names scattered throughout 
the alphabet revealed only one article 
(Napoleon 1) with more than one thousand 
and two ever two thousand words in 
Chambers’s. The latter had only 4 with 


40 or fewer words, but the former had 60 
in the same category. For example, Jus- 
tinian 1 rates 434 words in Chambers’s but 
only 259 in Webster’s; Abraham Lincoln, 
868 versus 350; Rimsky-Korsakov, 546 
versus 77; Beethoven, 1,064 versus 287; 
and Einstein, 686 versus 168. Moreover, 
unlike Webster's, the Chambers’s articles 
nearly always end with suggestions for 
further reading, 

These short bibliographies, which give 
only author’s name, title, and date of 
publication, are selective and frequently 
critical Useful to the journalist, not the 
scholar, to the average undergraduate, not 
the honors student, these bibliographies 
provide a few references, most of them 
standard, some of them popular, and many 
published as recently as 19860. 

The greatest difference is probably one 
of intent. The Webster’s Biographical Dic- 
tionary provides an unparalleled reference 
tool for quick consultation of biographical 
facts. But the Chambers’s work “owes 
much to the policy of clothing the bare 
facts with human interest and critical ob- 
servation. ... We have not been as ex- 
travagant as Curll, whose blographies ... 
‘added a new terror to death’, nor have we 
sought to emulate the pious eulogies which 
prompted Carlyle to write ‘How delicate, 
how decent is English biography, bless its 
mealy mouth.’” The editor has tried— 
and succeeded—in producing a book which 
may be read as well as consulted. 

The style is lucid, the factual informa- 
tion seems to be accurate, but sometimes 
the interpretation of a poet’s work may be 
debatable. The format is attractive. En- 
tries stand out clearly through the use of 
large and small bold capitals of a legible 
type. The gray buckram binding is sewn 
securely with first and last signatures rein- 
forced and sufficient, if not generous, mar- 
gins for rebinding. 

Because this dictionary supplies in one 
volume a large number of fairly substan- 
tial biographical sketches of people likely 
to be asked about today, because it is 
informative and sufficiently interesting to 
create a thirst for more information abdut 
these people, and because it has short bib-

Hammond's Diplomat World Atlas. Maple- 
wood, N.J., C. S. Hammond & Co, c1961.

‘The title is explained by the publisher: 
“Just as a diplomat is a representative 
from one government to another, the Dip- 
lomat World Atlas may be considered a 
` representative from all countries of the 
world to the reader, bringing knowledge of 
the world’s lands and peoples.” Actually, 
it contains much the same sort of informa- 
tion as former Hammond atlases published 
under various titles such as Hammond’s 
Standard World Atlas (Garden City, N.Y.: 
1952) and Hammond’s New World Atlas 
(Garden City, N.Y.: Garden City Pub. 
Co., 1947) reviewed in Subscription Books 
Bulletin, April 1948. 

Hammond’s Diplomat World Atlas con- 
tains 241 maps of the world, and in addi- 
tion, there are 85 insets which give wider 
coverage of the most important cities and 
developed areas of the world. About one 
third of the atlas is devoted to the United 
States. For each continent there is a physi- 
cal, a political, and a resource~-relief map, 
as well as maps showing vegetation, popu- 
lation distribution, temperature, and rain- 
fall. These are followed by maps of the 
individual countries of the continent. 

There are also polar projection, political, 
physical, and global maps of the world, 
and maps which show climates, vegetation, 
agriculture, population distribution, lan- 
guages, and religions. The political maps 
use brown shading to indicate relief. 
Physical maps of each continent and of 
the hemispheres show relief of both land 
and water by layer tints. 

Railroads are indicated by red lines on 
the political maps. Map scales are given 
in miles and frequently in kilometers, The 
projections used are shown in the lower 
margin of each map. 

In the Diplomat Atlas distinctive colors 
have been added to the individual maps 


of the United States which were in black 
and white in the 1952 Standard World 
Atlas. This makes them more attractive 
and easier to read. 

The political maps are clear, well 
printed, and easily read. They have had 
considerable revision since Hammond’s 
Standard World Atlas, 1952. The map of 
Africa shows names of countries changed 
—such as Ghana from Gold Coast and 
Malgache Republic (given as Malagasy in 
other atlases) from Madagascar. New 
countries formed from French West Africa 
and French Equatorial Africa have their 
boundaries indicated and names shown but 
are not colored as separate political enti- 
ties. These countries cannot be found 
through the Index of the World, as it does 
not include countries, but can be found 
through the Gazetteer of Countries and 
List of Maps on page 6. All of the listings 
however, are not up to date. Somalia, 
Somaliland Protectorate, and French 
Somaliland are listed, but Mali is still 
named on the map as the Sudanese Re- 
public; it is not indexed. The Cameroons 
are listed and shown on the map, but 
Cameroun is not. These countries are 
listed accurately in the index to The Rand 
McNally Goode's World Atlas which is 
the same price as the Diplomat Atlas and 
was published in 1960. 

The map showing commercial airways of 
the United States is, as might be expected, 
considerably revised from the 1952 Ham- 
mond atlas and shows more airlines. It is 
also more attractive, with airlines outlined 
in red against a colored background. 

The population figures given in the In- 
dex to the United States have been revised 
to include those of the 1960 census. 

The colored resource-relief maps are not 
detailed enough to be of much help in 
answering questions on resources. The 
map of North America, for example, shows 
in the United States cattle only in the 
Nebraska area, sheep only in Texas, and 
manufacturing only near New York and 
Los Angeles. $ 

There are three separate indexes cover- 
ing the world, the United States, and 
Canada. The Index of the United States is 
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arranged alphabetically by states, the 
Index of Canada by provinces. The Index 
of the World includes names of the prin- 
cipal cities, towns, and geographical fea- 
tures of the world and the larger cities 
and major physical features of Canada. 
Cities of the United States are included, 
but the larger Canadian cities are not. 
There is, however, a Gazetteer of Coun- 
tries and List of Maps on page 6 which 
includes area, population, and national 
capital and gives the index reference to 
and the plate number of the map where 
the country can be found. This gazetteer 
is called to the attention of the user of 
the atlas in the instructions How to Use 
This Atlas which face the table of contents. 
The arrangement and sequence of maps 
are explained. The instructions on the use 
of the atlas are helpful, but they do not 
take the place of a general index. 

The indexes are not complete. The Index 
of the World lists only a small number of 
the places shown on the maps. On the 
map of Cuba for example, there are many 
more place names than can be found in 
the Index. It is true that this Index, as 
noted above, claims to list only the princi- 
pal cities and towns, but the atlas would 
be more useful if more were listed. A con- 
siderable random sampling of the indexes 
found no inaccuracies. 

There is also a 27-page section called 
Wustrated Geography and Gazetteer of 
the World. It is very attractively illus- 
trated in black and white. The term 
“gazetteer” as generally used to mean a 
geographical dictionary is misused, and 
countries are grouped by continent, but 
not even alphabetically under continent, 
e.g, South American countries are dis- 
cussed in this order: Chile, Peru, Ecuador, 
Bolivia, Brazil, Uruguay, Paraguay, the 
Argentine Republic, Colombia, Venezuela, 
and the Guianas. This is not useful for 
reference. Most of the information given 
is of a very general nature easily avail- 
able elsewhere. 

The next section is called Races of Man- 
kind and is practically identical with 
that in Hammond’s Standard World Atlas, 
1952. There are also two pages explaining

As an opening, maps, animated drawings, and 
explanatory captions, against a background 
of authentic Turkish music, provide a brief 
introduction to the history of Turkey. The 
remainder of the film utilizes live photog- 
raphy and narration to describe the modern 
state of Turkey as a nation of tradition but 
today the most Western of the Moslem states. 
Stressing people and their activities the film 
catches striking close-ups of dock workers, 
businessmen, and artisans in bustling, color- 
ful cities and of farmers living in isolated 
small villages in much the same fashion as 
their ancestors did in Biblical times. While a 
majority of the people of Turkey are still il- 
literate it ig shown that since the administra- 
tion of Ataturk in 1925 strides forward have 
been made in the areas of industry, agrarian 
husbandry, transportation, and the sciences 
and in social and political reforms.

Foundation, Miami University (Obio) and 
has served as consultant to the U.S. Bu- 
reau of the Census. He was assisted by 
experts in the Bureau of the Census, the 
Bureau of the Budget, and the National 
Office of. Vital Statistics. 

Wilson Grabill, Chief of Fertility Sta- 
tistics, Bureau of the Census, contributed 
the entire special chapter on fertility. 
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The intention, as stated by the author 
in the Preface, was to update and expand 
Warren S. Thompson and P. K. Whelp- 
ton’s Population Trends in the United 
States (New York: McGraw-Hill, 1933) 
and “to place greater emphasis on popula- 
tion distribution—to point out the great 
population diversity between regions, be- 
tween urban and rural areas, and between 
metropolitan and nonmetropolitan areas 
and to explain this diversity.” 

As the years passed and the “original 
ambition to interpret the 1950 census in

Part I contains 
information on the size and growth of the 
population of the United States, its distri- 
bution in urban-rural, metropolitan and 
nonmetropolitan areas, states, regions, and 
geographic divisions, by economic regions, 
subregions, and state economic areas. Part 
U contains information on the age, sex, 
color-nativity-race, occupational, labor 
force, and industrial composition of the 
population. Material on marital and fam- 


ily status, educational attainment, interna— 
tional and internal migration, character- 
istics of the unemployed, mortality, and 
causes of death is supplied. 

Part HI contains information on the 
population in institutions, on illness, on 
religious affiliation, and on housing and 
population. A short chapter on Hawaii 
and Alaska is included as well as a chap- 
ter on implications of the potential parox- 
ysm of growth of future population. 

The Appendix consists of 68 pages of 
detailed statistical tables which describe 
and summarize population knowledge. 
These statistics complement the text and 
increase its usefulness. 

Each part of the book is subdivided into 
chapters which vary in size and in cover- 
age partly because of the quantity of 
available material. 

The contents of the book may be de- 
seribed and interpreted using as an exam- 
ple Chapter 6, Age Composition of the 
Population (28 pages). It begins with a 
discussion of aging as a process and in- 


cludes an analysis of age composition -im—<"" 


all its aspects: the change since 1950, the 
dependency ratio, changes in urban and 
rural areas from 1910 to 1950, a compari- 
son with that of other nations, by states, 
by geographic regions, and by size of 
place.

Atlas of Modern Geography. [By] John

First published in 1950 as an academic 
aid under the title Advanced Atlas of 
Modern Geography, in 1954 an enlarged 
edition was published under the current 
title for library and general reference pur- 
poses. The name of John Bartholomew, 
CBE., M.C., LL.D., F RSE, andFRGS, 
Head of the Edinburgh Geographical In- 
stitute- for the past 50 years and of the 
famous Scottish map-making firm of Bar- 
tholomew & Son Lid., as editor, goes a 
long way towards establishing its author- 
ity and status. i 

The work, which includes all types of 
maps, shows a good balance in the number 
allotted to different parts of the globe. 

-The main ones are politico-physical, but 
economic, geological, physiographic, tem- 
perature and air movements, rainfall 
and oceanography, ethnology, commercial 
routes, polar regions, vegetation, popula- 
tion, and routes of exploration maps for 
both old and new worlds are included. 

This is a true atlas which ‘consists of 
maps and a 51-page general location index 
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with little extra textual material. Twen- 
ty-seven pages of world distribution maps 
precede the series depicting the continents, 
regions, and specialized area maps, such 
as vegetation and population. The latter 
are on a larger scale than is usual in a 
one-volume world atlas. The arrangement, 
which makes comparisons easy, is a strong 
point. There is also more attention de- 
voted to map projection than normal, for 
example, three pages as contrasted with 
two in Goode’s World Atlas (Chicago: 
Rand McNally & Co., 1930). Two pages of 
geographical terms, an explanation of the 
geographical coordinates—the means by 
which places are located on each map— 
a page of climatic tables, and a page list- 
ing states, their area, and population, com- 
prise the text. 

A valuable feature is the attention paid 
throughout to the oceans, shown particu- 
larly by maps of the Atlantic, the Pacific, 
and the Indian Oceans. Undoubtedly these 
reflect our growing interest in and knowl- 
edge of the seas. The ocean-surface tem- 
peratures and ocean currents (p.18-19) 
are in general correct, although an ocean- 
ographer would certainly be a good deal 
more tentative about some of the cur- 
rents. The inclusion of surface salinity 
and the indication of depths on all maps 
in meters as well as feet is an advance. 
On the whole the maps seem to embody 
fairly recent information, e.g., Lomonosov 
Ridge (p.26). Yellow as a color for any 
part of the sea is unique but is effective, 
e.g, maps of the polar regions and the 
Atlantic and Pacific Oceans. 

Another response to current interests 
is the inclusion of an ethnology map and 
a cephalic-index map, although the latter 
is far too small. 

On the other hand, and regrettably, less 
attention is paid to economic development 
than in Goode. For example, there is 


nothing which corresponds to the latter’s 
exceedingly useful “Predominant Econo- 
mies” of the world with the accompany- 
ing graphs. Quoting 1950 figures for rub- 
ber and mineral resources (p.20) is not 
satisfactory in 1962. 

Relief is shown by color layers. As 
many as 17 variations give really beauti- 
ful maps which are an aesthetic delight. 
Virtually every page has the appropriate 
keys at the bottom and, except for small 
insert maps, scales and projections are 
clearly indicated. Boundaries, rivers, and 
railroads are clearly differentiated, but 
canals are only visible if you know where 
to look for them, e.g., canals in England, 
those on the Seine, Rhine, Meuse, and the 
Moscow “Five seas” canal connections. 
Names are printed legibly in the vernacu- 
lar with English following in parentheses 
for those better-known in English, e.g., 
Alger (Algiers), Kriti (Crete). The map 
source is, of course, Bartholomew, but 
like most maps, the plates are undated. 
So far as could be discovered by „spot 
checks, the maps are accurate and up to 
date. 

The table listing states, area, and popu- 
lation gives neither date nor source, so 
essential for comparative population fig- 
ures. However up to date and accurate 
such figures may be, if taken from various 
private unlisted sources, they are definite- 
ly inferior for reference purposes to those 
from an internationally recognized stand- 
ard source such as the Demographic 
Yearbook. 

The Index lists 24,000 place names. 
Where both English and vernacular forms 
of the name are given, the English, e.g., 
Bangkok (Krung Thep), Siam, followed 
by the vernacular is given with location as 
well as a reference under the latter. En- 
tries are under the English form of the 
name only when really necessary, e.g.,

The binding is adequate, the type clear, 
and color printing of the maps really 
beautiful. The endpapers consist of repro- 
ductions of two famous world maps, the 
1508 Ruysch and the 1599 Wright. 

Although it is weaker than Goode in the 
economic field, this is an admirable gener- 
al world atlas at a modest price. Because 
it contains a well-balanced collection of 
accurate, up-to-date maps, with some ma- 
terial not readily found in similar one- 
volume world atlases and is a distin- 
guished example of fine color printing,

The Child’s World. Editorial Advisory 
Board: Marvin L. Berge, Chairman...

The Child’s World provides for children 
in grades four through six recreational 
material which aims to “awaken and en- 
courage [the child’s] curiosity about the 
world around him, and to enrich his ex- 
perience at home and at school.” Anne 
Neigoff, managing editor for the set, states 
that the information in the books corre- 
lates with school programs by providing 
supplementary material. First published 
about 12 years ago, The Child’s World 
was reviewed in Subscription Books Bul- 
letin, October 1950. The earlier edition 
aimed to cover the interests of the pre- 
school and pre-encyclopedia child in 
school during the first ten years. The 
newly published set is the result of the 
research and recommendations of six edu- 
cators who make up the Editorial Advis- 
ory Board for The Child’s World. The 
board began work in 1952 to revise and 
examine critically the set as a source of 
recreational materials for school children 
in grades four through six. As a result of 
this examination one volume on literature 
has been completely reorganized and a 
guidance volume for mothers eliminated. 
This review will compare the 1947-to-1950 
edition with the new 1961 edition? 

There are six volumes to a set in both 
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the old and new editions of The Child’s 
World. The old edition had a volume of 
stories for the preschool child, a biography 
volume, a volume on plants and animals, 
a volume on the world, a volume on coun- 
tries, and a guidance volume for mothers. 
In the new edition a literature volume for 
school children has been substituted for 
the stories for preschool children. A new 
volume on the arts, which intends to 
arouse the creativity of youngsters, takes 
the place of the mothers’ volume. The 
remaining four volumes have been revised 
as deemed necessary by the editors and 
advisory board. Each volume of The 
Childs World covers a separate field of 
knowledge and has its own title: The 
Story World, People and Great Deeds, 
Plant and Animal Ways, The World and 
Its Wonders, Countries and Their Chil- 
dren, and The World of the Arts. 

The revised set omits volume numbers, 
but except for volumes 1 and 6 comparison 
by title is possible. The index formerly in 
the last volume has been added to indi- 
vidual volumes in all but two cases. 

The volume entitled The Story World is 
edited by Ruth Tooze, specialist in chil- 
dren’s literature and author of Literature 
and Music and Your Children Want to 
Read. Miss Tooze’s special advisory com- 
mittee, all from the state of New Jersey, are 
Mary E. Ferguson, Elementary Supervisor, 
Atlantic City Public Schools; Julia Weber 
Gordon, Director of the Office of Child and 
Youth Study, and Anne S. Hoppock, Di- 
rector of Elementary Education for the 
state. The Story World replaces volume 1, 
Storics of Childhood, a selection of Mother 
Goose and nursery tales. In keeping with 
the purpose of interesting children in 
grades four through six The Story World 
is an anthology of 26 selections from ju- 
venile fiction and poetry. Representative 
authors are Laura Ingalls Wilder, Eleanor 





Farjeon, Christina Rossetti, Ruth Sawyer, 


Eleanor Estes, Walter De La Mare, and 
Beverly Cleary. Each selection is intro- 
duced by a title (not that of the original 
book), the author, illustrator, and a brief 
paragraph with the background necessary 
to the understanding of the selection 
chosen. The collection of stories is a fine 
one that would stimulate a child’s interest 
to read further except for the difficulty of 
locating the original titles. The only place 
the original titles are found is in the ac- 


knowledgments on the back of the tiie- 


page for the volume. But even that ref- 


erence takes searching, because it is an. 


alphabetical arrangement by publisher. 
Since the value of such a collection is to 
lead a child on to the books, the lack of 
easy access to the titles is a drawback. 
The illustrations are in most cases re- 
printed from the original book. 

People and Great'Deeds, the second vol- 
ume, retains Esther M. Bjoland, teacher 
and author, as its editor. There are 21 
signed sketches of world figures who haye 
become famous. David, St. Francis, Gali- 
leo, Thomas Jefferson, George Washington 
Carver, and Franklin Delano Roosevelt 
are presented. Sketches of seven of the 
figures included in the 1948 edition have 
been omitted. All the legendary heroes 
have been deleted, Added to the new edi- 
tion are biographies of Gandhi, John 
James Audubon, Mark Twain, Clara Bar- 
ton, Lou Gehrig, and Albert Schweitzer. 
According to the editor, biographies from 
the earlier edition have been reevaluated 
and in a few cases rewritten, though on 
the whole little change is noted in the in- 
formation presented. Since the emphasis 
in this set is on added information, the 
biographies present, in narrative style, 
material that attempts to enhance the 
factual presentation of the usual reference 
book.

larity. Occasionally the year of birth or 
death or a date considered important ap- 
pears, but on the whole, precedence is 
given to the personality and development 
of the biographee. The aim to stimulate 
interest is better served with this kind of 
presentation, but it does limit the volume’s 
worth for use as a reference tool. Tus- 
trations show only slight changes from the 
earlier volume. 

Plant and Animal Ways also retains its 
earlier editor, Ila Podendorf, well-known 
author of several juvenile books of science. 
This volume has had little revision. The 
articles cover animals, birds, reptiles, in- 
sects, and plants. For example, under the 
section Living Things are descriptions of 
the habitat and life of the beaver, lion, 
elephant, camel, starfish, ant, and bee. The 
second section, Parade of Plants, includes 
ferns and mushrooms as well as flowers 
and trees. There are also short chapters 
entitled “How Seeds Travel” and “How 
Plants and ‘Animals Help Each Other.” 
The information presented is brief though 
accurate and would lead an interested 
child to look for further material. Most 
of the material is given factual presenta- 
tion, but a few chapters in story form still 
remain. The addition of the Index adds to 
the usefulness of this volume. Illustrations 
except for the frontispiece, which has been 
redesigned, are unchanged. They consist 
of drawings and photographs in black and 
white and in color. 

The World and Its Wonders, by Dr. Paul 
E. Blackwood, Richard E. Etter, Dr. Robert 
M. Garrels, and Margaret McKown Ste- 
phens, corresponds to volume 4 of the 
earlier edition. The new edition has Etter 
and Garrels as added authors. None of the 
articles is signed, so it is not possible to 
know what their contribution has been. 
The book consists of brief informational 
articles on earth and sky, the earth’s sur- 
face, weather, everyday wonders (heat, 
light, electricity), commerce and industry 
(shelter, food, transportation), and space 
exploration. The information presented is 
pertinent, and in a check of tables the 
facts and figures were found to be accu- 
rate. The diagrams used are simple and 


clear. Since so many subjects are intro- 
duced, the explanations are concise. The 
inclusion of bibliographies of books for 
would-be scientists in grades four through 
six would have been useful. The last sec- 
tion replaces the division called Other 
Interesting Wonders in the older edition. 
It consists of a very brief section of six 
pages and includes a description of a 
rocket, a rocket suit illustrated, and space 
travel. The other change of note is in the 
addition to the section on weather which 
explains heat, sunlight, and climate. The 
illustrations and diagrams show little 
change. The Index now included in the 
book is most useful. 

Countries and Their Children is by Nelle 
E. Moore and Dorothy Reed. Miss Moore 
was the author of the 1948 volume of the - 
same title. This volume too shows little 
change except for the deletion of the sec- 
tion on China and the addition of a chapter 
on Japan and of an Index. General de- 
scription of 12 areas of the world including 
the Americas, Canada, Alaska, the’ How 
Countries, the Mediterranean, and Africa 
is presented, about half the descriptions in 
story form. The section on Alaska, which 
is mainly about Eskimo life, does not men- 
tion until the last page that Alaska is now 
a state. The revision in this article con- 
sists of rewriting the first and last pages. 
So general are the descriptions, giving no 
figures of any kind, that even the section 
on Africa has not been changed. The fact 
that there is so little revision in this vol- 
ume does not detract from its use in 
introducing a child, especially a fourth 
grader, to the social background of these 
lands. The illustrations are not really dis- 
tinctive. There are five black-and-white 
and two full-page colored maps in this 
volume. They are mostly decorative. No 
latitude or longitude is given, and aside 
from naming important cities the maps 
are of little value. 

The final volume, The World of the Arts, 
replaces The Mothers Guide and Index, 
volume 6 of the 1950 edition. This new 
volume is a most unusual and fine intro- 
duction for the child (and many adults) 
to the worlds of art, music, drama, and 
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industrial design. According to the man- 
aging editor for the set, on the advice of 
the Editorial Advisory Board specialists 
were selected to write and coordinate this 
most important volume. Fred Logan, Pro- 
fessor of Art Education, University of Wis- 
consin, served as chairman and selected 
Dr. Paul Gauger, Professor of Speech, 
Wisconsin State College, for the drama 
section and Marcella O’Leary, Music Su- 
pervisor, Racine Public Schools, for the 
music section. Special musical arrange- 
ments were made for the music section by 
Helen Wing, pianist and composer. I- 
lustrations were done by several artists 
and include black-and-white and color 
sketches, color reproduction, and photo- 
graphs. The purpose of this volume, to 
“introduce children to art, musie and 
* drama and to help them understand that 
the arts are not a thing apart, not found 
only in museums and at concerts or in the 
theater, but a vital part of their daily 
lives,” is admirably carried out. The pages 
on industrial design are fascinating, point- 
ing out among other things the art and 
beauty to be found in bridges and even 
cloverleaf intersections. The volume is 
well-indexed and has very useful bibliog- 
raphies of suggested reading. These pre- 
cede the Index in the back of the book. 
The books suggested are on the subjects 
of art, music, drama and handicrafts and 
are suitable reading for children in grades 
four through six. This volume would be 
a valuable addition to any collection for 
use by parents and teachers with children. 

The white binding is washable and 
sturdy. Though the front and back covers 
open and lie flat, the sewing does not allow 
the pages to stay open unless held. 

The Child’s World is a browsing set with 
material ranging from literature to biog-' 
raphy, nature study, science, geography, 
art, and music. While it is not a reference 


tool, it does fulfill its purpose of arousing 
and stimulating a child’s interest in the 
world around him. On the whole, the il- 
lustrations in the set are mediocre and 
certainly not to be compared with the fine 
illustrations expected in children’s books 
today. 

The Child’s World, though well suited to 
children in grades four through six, can- 
not be recommended for first purchase as 
a reference tool in public library chil- 
dren’s rooms or in elementary school li- 
braries. The set would have use in a large 
library as added circulating material, clas- 
sified and shelved with the books in each 
subject field covered. It would also be 
useful in a home for browsing and to some 
extent for school assignments.

Many of these names are preceded by 
an asterisk in the Marquis National Biog- 
raphee Reference File, Women’s Section, 
on pages 1103-1114, to indicate that biog- 
raphies may be found in the “current”

Whos Who of American Women is 


-unique in its comprehensiveness. In the 
letter O, the second edition contains 307 


sketches with 83 additional names in the 
Marquis Biographee File, whereas Cur- 
rent Biography, 1940 to September, 1962, 
has 11 American women and Who’s Who 
in America, 1960-61, has 29, and the 1962- 


- 63 volume, 33. 


A check of the same letter reveals that 
all but one of the names in Current Biog- 
raphy are in the second edition of Who’s 
Who of American Women and all but one 


t 


of those in Who’s Who in America, 1960- _ 
61, are represented by a sketch in either .. 


the first or second edition or by a name ~ » 


in the File and that biographies of all 
found in the 1962-63 Who’s Who in Amer- 
ica appear in one or the other edition. 

Probably not all users would agree on . 
the omissions and inclusions. No striking 
examples of either were found, except in 
the File where the name of Margaret Rose, 
The Princess, appears. 

Included in the body of the work are 
biographies of some women for whom. | 
sketches appear in Who’s Who in America. 
According to the Preface these are women 
who hold positions of such prominence as 
to make them most likely to be inquired 
about, eg., Eleanor Roosevelt, or who 
have supplied more extensive data than 
could be published in the larger work, 
e.g., Frances Lander Spain. 

Biographies of foreign women in Who’s 
Who in America appear in Who’s Who of 
American Women only if they have be- 
come American residents or citizens, The 
publisher states that no one was included 
because of wealth, social standing, or 
physical prowess alone, and, while some 
elderly women, no longer active, are in- 
cluded, no effort was made to give com- 
plete coverage to famous women of the 
recent past. 

The statistical analysis of vocational 
distribution reveals that club, civic, and 
religious leaders account for 14.4 per cent, 
physicians and writers for 7.2 per cent 
each, and artists and college educators for 
6 and 6.5 per cent respectively. It is not 
always possible to determine the editors’ 
criteria for inclusion of certain women 
holding important positions in a particular 
field. 

The kind of information given in the 
biographies is the same as that in Who’s 
Who in America: the basic facts of birth, 
education, marriage, career, membership

The format is of good quality. The type 
is easy to read, and legibility is aided by 
the opaque paper which is of pleasing tex- 
ture.

The vol- 
ume is securely sewn, and the gray cloth 
covers are attractively lettered in gold. 
The binding is sturdy. 

Because of its comprehensiveness and 
value as the only reference tool of its 
kind, Who’s Who of American Women is 
recommended as a supplement to Who’s 
Who in America.

An unusually straightforward informational 
film on the important aspects of East Africa. 
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It rapidly reviews topography from the Indian 
Ocean to Mount Kilinianjaro; life among the 
African peoples such as the Masai; cities, with 
emphasis on Nairobi; European, Indian, and 
Arab racial minorities; agricultural activities; 
and commerce, especially in the ports of Dar 
es Salaam and Mombasa. Written and nar- 
rated by Dr. Paul Bohannan, professor of 
anthropology and chairman of the Center for 
Social Science Research in African Affairs, 
Northwestern University, who delivers his 
commentary with dignity and restraint and 
without musical accompaniment. The photog- 
raphy and color quality are uniformly good 
throughout. The can serve as an excellent 
introduction to East Africa for adult discus- 
sion groups. 


A child’s Christmas in Wales. Marvin

mon recording of Dylan Thomas’ reading of 
his memoir A childs Christmas in Wales 
(New Directions, $1), the producer has skill- 
fully overcome one of the problems inherent 
in adapting a work of literature to the screen, 
Although the film utilizes the now familiar 
techniques of animating still photographs, the 
concept is unusual in that the photographs 
were taken specifically in Wales for this film. 
A motion picture of the same scenes of 
Thomas’ childhood re-enacted would most 
likely have seemed too literal and too con- 
trived; the use instead of brilliantly casual 
stills adds a mystic quality that parallels the 
nostalgic note of reminiscence that is in- 
digenous to the story. In all respects a highly 
successful reconciliation of seemingly exclu- 
sive materials that fully captures the highly 
personal flavor of the original. 


The flute and the arrow. Arne Siicksdorff.

The expert, artistic photography of Arne 
Sticksdorff records the life of the ancient 
Muria tribe living in a remote jungle area of 
central India. Home life, religious customs 
of animal sacrifice, ritual dancing and thanks- 
giving ceremonies, prejudices against mar~ 
riage outside the tribe, and the market which 
provides almost the only contact with the 
outside world are poetically documented. 
Siicksdorff’s artistry as a nature photographer 
is evident in views of fruits, flowers, fierce 
and gentle animals of the jungle, and colorful, 
exotic birds of the region. The color quality, 
however, is somewhat disappointing coming 
from a photographer of such renown. A dra~ 
matic episode involving a hunt for a leopard 
which preys on man and beast provides the 
theme around which Muria life is depicted. 
The flute represents the belief that it is man’s 
duty to be loving and tender; the arrow, the 
need for protection against jungle dangers. 
Filmed in Agascope, a wide-screen process, 
the image does not quite fill a 16mm screen

The second edition describes almost one 
thousand current programs of universities, 
religious and educational organizations, 
foundations, museums and libraries, scien- 
tific and professional societies, and other 
groups which are engaged in activities 
dealing with Asia. All information is said 


“to be current as of the end of 1960. 


Not included are business firms, inter- 
national organizations, agencies primarily 
or exclusively concerned with servicing the 
needs of American personnel in Asia or 
Americans of Asian descent in the United 
States, trade and commercial associations, 
groups which are essentially local in the 
scope of their program or constituency, 
governmental agencies, and organizations 
and institutions only indirectly concerned 
with Asia. . 

The Preface warns that the directory 
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makes no evaluationg and that “inclusion 
of any organization or institution does not 
constitute a guarantee of accuracy of in- 
formation or an endorsement by the So- 
ciety.” 

The body of the work is arranged al- 
phabetically by the first word of the name 
ef the organization or institution (other 


than definite articles) except for univer-° 


sities, organizations named after individ- 
uals, and American branches or commit- 
tees of international organizations or for- 
eign institutions, which are listed under 
the key word, e.g, William Hood Dun- 
woody Industrial Institute is listed under 
D. The Alphabetical Index, however, has 
entries under both William and Dunwoody. 

Information given for each institution 
or organization normally includes name 
and address; name and title of principal 
staff officer; organization (except for col- 
leges and universities), including date of 
founding, affiliations and membership; ac- 
tivities relating to Asia (giving various 
details and descriptive paragraphs about 
programs and projects in the Asian field); 
publications, including films, filmstrips, 
recordings, and/or circulating exhibitions. 

Two appendixes list diplomatic and con- 
sular offices and information services of 
the Asian countries and of the United 
States. 

The Summary of Activities described in 
the directory is more useful than the 
somewhat cumbersome Subject Index 
found in the first edition. This new sum- 
mary, one of the outstanding features of 
this new edition, lists at the end of the 
directory institutions and organizations by 
their principal interests or activities and 
by the Asian countries in which their pro- 
grams are conducted or to which they re- 
late, The countries covered are the same 
as in the first edition and include Asia as 
a whole with the addition of Bhutan, Goa, 
Kashmir, and Sikkim, for each of which 





there are a few references. 

Much additional information is included 
in this edition justifying the publisher’s 
claim that whereas the first edition.de- 
scribed more than six hundred programs, 
the second describes almost one thousand. 
(Of the 71 additional pages, 45 are in the 
body of the work itself.) For example, the 
letters A, E, and M in the first edition 
listed 103 organizations and institutions 
and described 61 specific programs; the 
second edition for the same letters has 
entries for 150 organizations and instjtu- 
tions and describes 80 specific programs, 
some newly established, others which, al- 
though in existence at the time, were not 
included in the first edition. Programs 
listed in the first edition, which appear to 
have been completed in the years between

editions have been dropped from the sec- ~ 


ond edition. In addition, many of the de- 
scriptions of activities have been rewritten 
and expanded with names and addresses 
updated. 

According to the compiler, the ‘index 
contains the following types of entries: 
institutions and organizations listed in the 
Directory (under their present, as well as, 
former names); departments, committees, 
or programs of the listed institutions and 
organizations when these are widely 
known under their own names or their 
separate inclusion may aid in identifica- 
tion; and all non-listed organizations cited 
in the body of the Directory.” This policy 
seems to have been inconsistently fol- 
lowed, at least as it applies to separate in- 
clusion as an “aid in identification.” 

The prefatory note to the Index also 
states that “In case of possible uncertainty 
regarding alphabetical arrangement, listed 
institutions and organizations are given 
more than once.” This policy is not con- 
sistently observed in all cases.

The format of the book is satisfactory. 
The type used in the Index and the great- 
er leading between the lines is a distinct 
improvement over the first edition. Also 
because of a change in type face it is easler 
to distinguish in the directory proper be- 
tween listed organizations and the pro- 
grams and projects which they sponsor. 

Because this source of much informa- 
tion not readily available elsewhere gives 
ample evidence of having been enlarged 
and brought up to date, with its added 
summary of activities, and in spite of cer- 
tain inadequacies in-its index, it is recom- 
mended for public, college, university, and 
special libraries. 


The Opera Directory. Ed. by Anne Ross. 
New York, Sterling Publishing Co., Inc.

In her Foreword, the editor states that 
this directory is a “functional book .... 
The aim has been to assemble within one 
volume some information helpful to those 
in search of current operatic facts and 
figures.” She hopes “that in time it will 
_ find its place among works of reference 
indispensable to anyone whose hobby or 
main occupation lies within the world of 
vopera.... This first edition is only a pro- 
totype,” and she hopes further “that the 
response to its appearance ... will en- 
courage us to improve and enlarge it in 
the future.” 

. The book was copyrighted by John Cal- 

der of London. The editor, Anne Ross, 

was born in England in 1928 and has had 

a varied career connected with opera. 

From 1955 to 1959 she was secretary and 

personal assistant to Rafael Kubelik at 

Covent Garden. On several occasions she 

has been production manager and has had 

various translations published in Opera 

Magazine and Opera Annual. 

In Acknowledgments, she expresses ap- 
preciation to Harold Rosenthal (editor of 
Opera Annual, 1956 to date, London: Cal- 
der) “for his wise advice and practical as-

sistance” and to almost a score of other 
individuals, most of whom are connected 
with various agencies and organizations 
such as U.S.I.S., Czech Composers’ Guild, 
and British~Hungarian Friendship Socie- 
ty, and to “representatives of many lega- 
tions and embassies in London.” In addi- 
tion to Harold Rosenthal, only Alfred 
Frankenstein (for information about Is- 
rael) and Joseph Wechsberg (for help on 
Austria) will be familiar to American 
readers, 

Not included in the paging, as given,in 
the collation, are 104 pages of photographs 
and advertising material from individuals 
such as singers, producers, and composers 
and organizations such as music publish- 
ers, opera~producing and festival com- 
panies, and manufacturers of musical in- 
struments. These advertising pages, al- 
though germane to the work, are difficult 
to use because the book has no index. 
They also serve to complicate the book 
for the user, because groups of them are 
scattered throughout disregarding chapter 
organization. 

Headnotes and explanatory notes are in 
six languages, English, French, German, 
Spanish, Italian, and Russian, since the 
subject matter and the public for whom 
the book is intended are world-wide in 
scope. 

The material is divided into 13 sections 
preceded by a Table of Contents and an 
explanatory note. Categories covered are 
Opera Singers, Operetta Singers and Oth- 
ers with Unspecified Voices, Conductors 
and Musical Staff Including Repetiteurs 
and Chorus Masters, Producers and De- 
Administrative and Technical 
Staff, Theatres and Opera-Producing Or- 
ganizations, Festivals, Living Composers 
of Opera, Works by Living Composers, 
Musical Organizations, Librettists of Op- 
eras by Living Composers, Colleges and 
Schools of Music, and Casting Index. In 
addition there is a glossary in two parts. 

Seven of the main sections (about half 
of the book) give brief information in 
abbreviated forms for persons engaged in 
opera. Because these lists are all organ- 
ized in a similar manner, the first section

Opera 
singers are subdivided into four separate 
lists according to type of voice: sopranos, 
mezzo-sopranos and contraltos, tenors, 
and baritones and basses, with the names 
of the singers in boldface type. Informa- 
tion includes the type of voice (abbrevi- 
ated “Lyr-Sop.” for lyric-soprano; “Bf- 
Ten.” for buffo-tenor) and the city in 
which the singer is currently engaged, 
though a few longer entries give birthdate, 
date of debut, a list of roles which the 
_ singer has performed, with address and 
telephone number, or the name of agent. 
Blanche Thebom has six lines; Risé 
Stevens, three. Only two singers, Dorothea 
von Stein and Stěpánka Stěpánová, ap- 
parently better known in Europe than in 
this country, receive more than six lines. 
On one page 17 different countries are 
represented, evidence of wide geographi- 
cal coverage. 

From the titles of the sections as given 
in the contents, it can be seen that the 
work covers a wide variety of professional 
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As timely as tomorrow’s news, this

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workers engaged in opera. In many cases 
the information is very general. For ex- 
ample, “TICOZZI, Ebe. Mz, Princ. pts., It. 
Ths.” Transcribed according to the glos- 
sary of abbreviations this means thdt Ebe 
Ticozzi is a mezzo-soprano and sings 
principal parts in Italian theaters. How- 
ever, depending on the length and type of 
experience of the subject, longer entries 
do appear, and it would not be easy to 
locate elsewhere names of so many pro- 
fessionals engaged in different phases of 
opera. i 

The liberal use of abbreviations neces- 
sitates constant reference to the glossary 
which lists abbreviations and foreign 
terms with their equivalents in six lan- 
guages. A second section lists cities in 
which opera houses are located. 

Theaters and opera-producing organiza- ~ 
tions are listed for cities in 40 countries 
having regular opera seasons. Included 
are addresses, telephone numbers, date 
when theater was built, seating capacity, 
length of season, names of directors, pro- 
ducers, managers, and orchestral and 
choral groups, and other miscellaneous in- 
formation in English. Population figures 
for cities include many which are out of 
date, 

Although cross-references do appear, 
some difficulty will be experienced in the 
use of this and other sections in the book 
because of the lack of adequate running 
titles, For example, 19 of the 58 pages in 
this section are devoted to theaters in 
about one hundred German cities, But 
since these are in two separate lists, one 
for East Germany and the other for West 
Germany, and the running title is Thea- 
tres and Opera-Producing Organizations 
(alternately in six languages) one can 
have difficulty finding a theater in a par- 
ticular German city. 

The section on festivals, arranged under 
54 cities, gives addresses and often tele- 
phone number and cable address with 
dates and programs for the 1960 season. 
No consistent practice in use of language 
has been followed in the names of the 
administrative organizations. They -are

The section devoted to living composers 
is “restricted to those composers who have 
had at least one work professionally per- 
formed or published” and contains about 
five hundred names, giving for most of 
them nationality, date and place of birth, 
present address, telephone number, and 
name of agent. Although Japanese names 
were to be found in several of the lists 
devoted to various types of operatic per- 
sonnel, no names of Orientals could be 
found among living composers. 

Details about the works by these com- 
posers are given in the section entitled 
Works By Living Composers under four 
categories: Full-length Operas, containing 
about 700 titles; Shorter Operas, about 
350; Operettas, almost 100; and Works in 
Preparation, 42, They are listed by title 
in the original language of the libretto 
with references from translated titles 
when necessary. Information for each 
title includes name of composer, date of 
composition, language of original libretto 
and- translations, name of librettist with 
source, nature of the opera (comedy, 
tragedy), number of acts, scenes, and sets, 
duration of performance in hours and 
minutes, publisher, date and place of first 
performance, cast required, and orchestra- 
tion. s 

The first part of the section Musical Or- 
ganizations lists national organizations 
and state-controlled publishers and agen- 
cies in 23 countries in Europe and North 
America. No Central or South American 
country is included, nor any from Asia. 
The second part is devoted to about three 


‘hundred independent publishers and 


agents with street addresses, cable ad- 
dresses, and telephone numbers. Itis nat- 
urally top-heavy with European and New 
York firms, but at least one was included 
from Australia, South Africa, and Argen- 
tina. 

The list of Colleges and Schools of Music 
is restricted to those mentioned elsewhere 
in the book. Departments of music at 
universities are not listed. It is arranged 
by city, and the information varies from 
mere mention, such as “Bern. Conserva- 


tory,” to a fuller entry with address and 
name of director. This list is inadequate 
because of its incompleteness and the 
brevity of many of the entries. . 

A unique feature is the Casting Index, 
a list of interpreters of principal operatic 
roles, Over three hundred works from the 
modern and classic repertoire from ones 
having a single performance or season to 
such frequently performed works as 
Madama Butterfly and La Traviata are 
entered under their original titles in 
heavy capitals. For each the main charac- 
ters or roles are listed with names of those 
who sing the roles. The lists for such 
standard roles become overly long and 
unwieldy. Those for Pinkerton, Violetta, 
or Germont, for example, are followed by 
a whole column of solid print, listing more 
than one hundred singers. No source of 
information is cited in the prefatory ex- 
planation. 

According to the publisher, the first 
printing of the American edition of The 
Opera Directory was recalled because of 
the poor binding. The replaced review 
copy is stronger. The pages are securely 
sewed not pasted to a backing as in the 
first copy, and the end-papers and rein- 
forcing at the hinges are adequate. Al- 
though the illustrations and the printed 
pages tend to be a little faded, the general 
physical makeup of the December 1, 1962 
printing has been improved. 

Persons whose “main occupation lies in 
the world of opera” will find more use for 
this directory than the average hobbyist. 
To achieve the editor’s stated purpose of 
furnishing current facts about the world 
of opera, frequent revision will be neces- 
sary. This 1961 edition is already dated. 
The Opera Directory is unique in its field. 
With the previously cited reservations to 
its up-to-dateness and usefulness it is rec- 
ommended only to music departments in 
large libraries.

This work was compiled by the staff of 
the British magazine, the Connoisseur, 
under the direction of its editor, L. G. G. 
Ramsey, from material selected from the 
five volumes of The Concise Encyclopedia 
of Antiques (New York: Hawthorn Books, 
1955-61), edited by L. G. G. Ramsey, and 
the two volumes of The Concise Encyclo- 
pedia of American Antiques (New York: 
Hawthorn Books, 1958), edited by Helen 
Comstock and no longer in print. Both 
titles were also published in London by 
the Connoisseur. Although these seven 
volumes contain a total of 3,248 pages, 
skillful adaptation of the material and its

Guides to the Houses, Decoration, Fur-

ods (London: The Connoisseur, 1956-58). 

The title Complete Encyclopedia is 
something of a misnomer. The material is, 
perforce, even more concise than it was 
in the concise encyclopedias from which 
itis drawn. The volume is encyclopedic in 

_ scope, though not in arrangement. The 
title might also give the impression that 
the work is somewhat more popular in 
tone than is actually the case. Although 
the Introduction states that the volume “is 
intended to help the inexperienced,” it is 
_ obviously directed to the serious collector 
seeking basic information about his par- 
ticular specialty and uses a scholarly ap- 
proach and a technical vocabulary. The 
work should aid the collector in placing 
his special interest in its proper historical 
perspective and in finding sources of fur- 
ther information in his field. As aids to 
the beginner, many warnings are given 
concerning fakes and forgeries, sugges- 
tions are made regarding specialization in 
collecting, and some indications of avail- 
ability and price range are given. 

The several sections of the volume vary 
in fullness of treatment. For example, the 
sections Furniture and Pottery and Por- 
celain are quite. detailed, but the section 
Painting is very sketchy, considered as a 
history of painting. It mentions only a 
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few outstanding artists and concentrates 
rather on those types of paintings which 
are still collectable and within the price 
range of the private collector, such as 
works by minor Dutch masters, marine 
paintings, sporting pictures, water ‘colors, 
and Persian miniatures. The discussion of 
British silver consists entirely of advice 
to the collector, with no historical infor- 
mation or names of silversmiths. 

Because the arts of the eighteenth cen- 
tury offer greatest opportunities for to- 
day’s collector, this period is emphasized 
in each section of the volume. This work 
reflects British tastes and interests in 
collecting, and emphasis is on British an- 
tiques; for example, the discussion of Eng- 
lish furniture occupies 38 pages, American 
furniture 15 pages, French furniture 8 
pages. The same relative proportions ob- 
tain in the other sections of the volume. 
British spelling is used throughout. 

The volume is divided into 17 alphabet- 
ically arranged sections, as follows: 
Arms and Armour; Barometers, Clocks, 
and Watches; Books and Bookbintings; 
Carpets and Rugs; Coins and Medals; 


Furniture; Glass; Jewellery; Metalwork; - 


Mirrors; Needlework and Embroidery; 
Painting; Pottery and Porcelain; Prints 
and Drawings; Scientific Instruments; 
Sculpture and Carving; Silver. Each sec- 
tion consists of a brief introduction fol- 
lowed by an accurate, concise discussion 
of the subject from the points of view of 
national origins and special types and a 
glossary. (There is no glossary for the 
section Painting.) The glossaries include 
definitions of technical terms, biographi- 
cal material, and names of factories; they 
should be particularly useful to the 
novice. Since many of the names and 
terms are of foreign origin, indication of 
pronunciation would have been a useful 
aid to the prospective collector in con- 
versing intelligently with dealers and with

The Contents lists the sectjons with 
their subdivisions, the begi se page 
numbers of the glossaries, and the inclu- 
sive plate numbers for each section. The 
use of the subdivision titles as running 
heads would have facilitated the location 
of topics in the text. 

Clear, well-placed line drawings in the 
text, particularly in the glossaries, illus- 
trate marks on silver and pottery (includ- 
ing the reign marks of the Ch’ing and 
Ming dynasties), French cabinetmakers’ 
stamps, shapes of armor, metalwork, 
glassware and pottery (especially the pot- 
tery shapes peculiar to each Chinese 
dynasty), and details of furniture con- 
struction and decoration. The principal 
illustrations of the volume consist of 512 
monochrome plates of excellent quality. 
In the discussion of Persian painting the 
statement is made that, wherever possible, 
the illustrations are of examples obtained 
from dealers’ shops and auction rooms, 
‘and this statement may well apply to the 
other plates, many of which ‘illustrate 
pieces in the hands of dealers or in priv- 
ate collections, rather than in museums. 
The prospective collector should be en- 
couraged by the realization that objects 
of such quality are still on the market. 
The arrangement of the plates in groups 
which do not correspond to the main 
sections of the volume is somewhat un- 
fortunate in that the text is frequently 
interrupted, sometimes in mid-sentence, 
by a group of plates belonging to another 
section. Some confusion may result from 
the fact that the plates are included in 
the page numbering as well as having 
their own numbers, and reference is made 
to them by plate number in the text and 
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the Contents and by page number in the 
Index. However, ‘there is a note of this 
at the head of the Index. The plates have 
the section titles as running heads and 
are arranged in the order in which they 
are discussed in the text. Colored plates: 
would have been éspecially helpful for 
such subjects as Carpets and Rugs and 
Pottery and Porcelain. Interesting illus- 
trations of traditional crafts and processes, 
reproduced, from Diderot’s Encyclopédie 
and Jost Amman’s Stände und Hand- 
werker, appear at the end of most sections 
of the volume. 

The text contains references to the 
plates and see references to the glossaries. 
The glossaries contain see references from 
entries not used to others where informa- 
tion may be found, and q.v. references to 
entries under which additional informa- 
tion may be found. These q.v. references 
are not always to the exact form of the 
entry -under which material appears, but 
the correct heading can be located with a 
minimum of difficulty in most cases. 
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Although a note indicates tbat the In- 
dex does not contaiti purely glossarial 
matter, many of the glossary entries are 
indexed. An artist’s name is followed by 
a parenthetical indication of the field in 
which he worked; for example, (clock- 
maker), (painter), (goldsmith). A few 
minor inconsistencies were noted in the 
Index, On the whole, the Index is ade- 
quate and accurate. 

Basic sources of information for each 
topic in the text are listed in For Further 
Reading, which includes some 538 titles, 
periodical articles as well as monographs, 
in English and foreign languages, ranging 
in publication date from 1803 to 1960. 
They are arranged in the same order as 
the text. This list is supplemented by text 
references to magazine articles which con- 
tain fuller discussion of the topics under 
consideration, by bibliographical footnotes 
in the sections on silver filigree and on 
'- British alabaster carving, and by material 
on sources of information in the section 
Scientific Instruments. 

A List of Museums and Galleries is ar- 
ranged in the order of the main sections 
of the volume and lists museums in Great 
- Britain, Europe, and the United States 

which have major collections in the vari- 

ous fields. The list emphasizes British 
museums but does include the chief col- 
-lections elsewhere. 

The gray cloth binding appears durable, 
despite the weight of the volume. The 
text is legible, printed two columns to a 
page. Margins are adequate. The matte- 
finish paper makes for ease in reading. 

The Complete Encyclopedia of An- 
tiques is useful for reference and pleasant 

' for browsing and gathers otherwise wide- 
. ly scattered information into an accurate, 
attractive, and stimulating volume. It is 
recommended for purchase by those pub- 
lic and academic libraries which do not 
have or need the concise encyclopedias 
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from which the material is drawn and for 
home use by persons interested in collect- 
ing.

Publication of Collier’s Encyclopedia 

was begun in 1949 and completed in 1951. 

A preliminary review, based on the first 

six volumes, appeared in Subscription 

Books Bulletin in July 1950. A review of 

the complete 20-volume set followed in 

July 1952. A corrected set was issued in 

1952, and since that time the publishers 

have followed a policy of continuous re- 

vision. A review of the 1959 copyright 
revision appeared in The Booklist and 

Subscription Books Bulletin December 15, 

1959. This review is based primarily on a 

comparison of the 1962 edition with that of 

1959. 

According to the publishers of Collier’s 
Encyclopedia, the 1962 edition represents 
a “thorough revision of the Encyclopedia’s 
entire contents” begun in 1959 and carried 
on in addition to the annual program of 
continuous revision. Physically the change 
is obvious in the fact that there are now 
24 volumes instead of 20. 

In his Preface to the 1962 edition, Louis 
Shores states: “Colliers Encyclopedia is 
a scholarly, systematic, continuously re- 
vised summary of the knowledge that is 
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most significarit to mankind.” The 1959 
edition was described as “planned, written, 
continuously revised and kept up to date 
for the general public, the student, the’ 
scientist, and the scholar, for young and 
old from the upper grade level through 
high school and college to the most ad- 
vanced levels.” The slight change in 
wording in these statements seems to in- 
dicate a somewhat greater emphasis on 
the scholarly quality of the work. 

. The editorial director of the 1962 
edition, William D. Halsey, was coauthor 
of the New Century Cyclopedia of Names 
and editor of various Thorndike-Barnhart 
dictionaries before coming to Collier’s in 
.1960. William T. Couch, listed as editor 
in chief in 1959, is no longer associated 
with Collier’s, Louis Shores, Dean of the 
Florida State University Library School,‘ 
is now editor in chief. Robert H. Black- 
burn, Chief Librarian, University of 
Toronto, continues to serve as consultant 
for Canada while Sir Frank Francis, Di- 
rector and Principal Librarian of the 
British Museum, has been added as con- 
sultant for Great Britain. Thirteen men, 
including John Gassner, Allan Nevins, 
Hugh Odishaw, and L. S. Rowse, are 
listed as advisers and consultants. Some 
of those on this list also appeared among 
the 11 departmental advisers in the 1959 
edition. There is an advisory board of 
librarians and one in the field of curricu- 
lum as well as a Classified List of Senior 
Editors and Advisers. 

The publishers state that there are now 
“more than 4,400” contributors to Collier’s, 
of whom more than 2,000 are new. Most 

“articles, especially the longer ones, are 
signed, and in the 1962 edition full names 
are used rather than initials as in the 
1961 edition. The list of contributors ap- 
pears only in the first volume of the set, 
is arranged by surnames instead of by

initials, and occupies 71 pages in the 1962 
edition in contrast to 52 pages in the 1959 
edition. Academic degrees, current po- 
sition, and publications are given for each 
person, but the specific articles written 
for Colliers are no longer listed. Con- 
‘tributors have been drawn from colleges 
and universities, museums, libraries, ob- 
servatories, business and industry, gov- 
ernment, and other fields. In the 1962 
edition many more contributors are people 
working outside the United States. At 
least seven Nobel prize winners were 
noted. 

Many articles in the 1962 edition have 
different authors from articles on the 
same topics in the 1959 edition. It was 
noted that in the case of biographical 
sketches the authors in the 1962 edition 
were more likely to have written full- 
length biographies of the persons con- 
cerned or studies of the related field or 
historical period. These changes in au- 
thorship account for some of the increase 
in the number of contributors and often 
result in a changed viewpoint or a dif- 
ferent interpretation in the new article. 

Articles in the 1962 edition range in 
length from 2 lines (Eurus) to 74 pages 
(Architecture). In comparing specific sec- 
tions of the two editions, many articles 
were found to be longer in the new edi- 
tion, some only a few lines, others, sever- 
al pages. Sometimes previously scattered 
material has been brought together in one 
place. For example, in the 1959 edition 
various dances such as the habanera were 
entered and briefly described in their 
alphabetical places; in the new edition 
these are gathered together in a “Glossary 
of Dances” following the article Dance. 
See references lead the user to this 
article. Brief descriptions of an author’s 
major works now more frequently follow 
his biographical sketch instead of being

Following the 
article Space Medicine are brief sketches 
of six American and Russian astronauts; 
Glenn’s flight on February 20, 1962 and 
Carpenter’s on May 24, 1962 are men- 
tioned here. A photograph of the New 
York Yankees, “1961 world champions,” 
accompanies the- article Baseball, but 
some statistics given in the same article 
end with 1959 and 1960.

Fair. The 1962 edition contains at least 
ten references under the Index entry seg- 
regation in contrast to two in the 1959 
edition. There are some ten references 
under the Index entry integration (U.S.); 


` one of these leads to a one-column dis- 


- cussion of school integration in the article 
Education in the U.S. An article on Mar- 
tin Luther King has been added, and the 
Index entry Freedom Riders leads to a 
paragraph in the article on the Negro. 
Not all the new articles are devoted to 
new subject matter; examples are the 
long articles Eskimo, Grammar in Use, 
and Monsters and Mythical Beasts. 
_ The 1960 census figures for population 
have been used for places in the United 
States, and the 1961 census figures are 
used for places in Canada and Great 
Britain. In the case of other countries, 
population figures given with the color 
maps are sometimes census figures and 
sometimes estimates; more recent esti- 
mates for at least the larger cities may 
often be found in the text of the article 
when the last census was taken several 
years ago. In keeping with the widely 
varying practices of different countries 
in regard to census taking, population 
figures given range from 1947 through 
1961. It was noted that in articles on 
cities and provinces occasionally figures 
from differerrtt years are given for places 





within the same country. 

The statistical tables which have been 
added to the articles on states of the 
United States and provinces of Canada 
include figures for 1958, 1959, or 1960. 
The Institution or government depart- 
ment supplying statistics is generally 
given but without detailed citations. 

Some useful new features were noted in 
the 1962 edition. In the articles on states 
of the United States and provinces of 
Canada, a list of all governors or pre- 
miers, from the earliest through 1959 or 
1960, is given as well as a section of brief 
sketches of persons from that state or 
province who have been prominent but 
who do not have biographical sketches 
elsewhere in Collier’s. Similar groups of 
biographical sketches have been added to 
other articles such as Baseball, Dance, 
Football, and Tennis. Lists of champions 
(including those for 1960 or 1961) have 
been added to such sports articles as 
Archery, Basketball, Bowling, Fencing, 
Field Trials, and Tennis. Glossaries _ of 
terms accompany still more articles in 
this edition; examples are those for 
Archaeology, Archery, Astronomy, Golf, 
and Tennis. The article Academic Degrees 
now includes a long list of abbreviations 
for such degrees. 

As can be seen, articles have been added 
or revised in the 1962 edition in most 
fields of knowledge. Similarly, articles 
which need revision can be found in a 
variety of fields. The addition of glossaries, 
résumés of an author’s works, and lists of 
various kinds seems to be a continuing 
process, not yet completed. 

The publisher’s statement that there are 
150 color maps of which 22 appear for the 
first time in the 1962 edition of Collier’s 
is correct. Nine of the new color maps are 
geophysical maps of Africa, Asia, Aus- 
tralia, Canada, Central America, Europe, 
North America, South America, and the 
United States. These maps, prepared, by 
Rand McNally, show relief and natural 
summer vegetation and give names of 
countries, their capitals, names of major 
rivers, mountain ranges, and deserts. The 
eight historical color maps are also new. 
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There are now” seven maps instead of 
three of sections of Africa and a map of 
Southeast Asia. A color map of the At- 
lantic Ocean has been added. 

The maps of individual countries, 
oceans, Canadian provinces, and of the 
. United States belong to the Rand McNally 
Cosmo Series, and each is accompanied by 
an “Index to Physical Features and Points 
of Interest” as well as by an index to 
cities and towns. These maps show rail- 
roads but not highways; the latter might 
be more useful today. The print on the 
maps is small but readable, and county 
names and boundaries are clearly shown. 
The boundaries of the states of Mexico 
are shown, but boundaries of political sub- 
divisions of European countries are not. 
The scale and projection of each map is 
stated, and these vary. 

In the case of long articles, it would be 
helpful if the map were located near the 
beginning of the article or if there were 
more frequently a reference at the’ be- 
ginning of the article to the exact location 
of the color map. Most of the maps are 
double page, but unfortunately, some of 
the volumes are so thick that it is difficult 
to read the central part of such a map 
(see England and Wales). 

The publishers claim that in the 1962 
edition there is an Index entry for “every 
place name and geographic feature ap- 
pearing on the color maps and... for all 
important places on the black-and-white 
maps.” Spot checking makes it appear 
that this claim does not yet apply to the 
color maps just added to this edition. A 
disadvantage of the placing of maps with 
appropriate articles is the necessity of 
handling two volumes to locate a place 
about which the user knows nothing. 

The publishers state that many new 
black-and-white maps have been added, 
making a total of some 1,600 maps in the 
1962 edition. These are noticeable in com- 
paring the two editions. Many articles on 
geographical areas and features are now 
accompanied by small locator maps which 
relate the area or feature described to its 
country or continent. Many articles on 
plants and animals are now accompanied

by small maps which show the geograph- 
ical distribution of the form of life dis- 
cussed. Each state and province now has 
individual maps showing location in the 
United States or Canada, average annual 
rainfall, growing season, natural regions, 
and economy and agriculture as well as a 
color map. Similar maps are provided for 
many countries. The article Europe— 
History has three color and twelve black- 
arid-white historical maps of varying 
sizes; in the 1959 edition six black-and- 
white maps accompanied this article. 
Maps of large or well-known cities such 
as Paris, Peking, Venice, and Washington, 
D.C. have been added. Most of the black- 
and-white maps carry the Rand McNally 
imprint, but some are credited to other 
sources, and for some no source is given. 

According to the publishers, 84 new 
color plates have been added to this edi- 
tion of Collier’s. The list of color ilustra- 
tions by volume and’ subject which ap- 
peared in volume 20 of the 1959 edition 
has not been included in the 1962 edition, 
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but a check ‘of the entire set revealed 


more than 150 color plates. These are 
generally well located in relation to the 
article on the subject matter of the plates 
and are also indexed. The color is pleas- 
ing. The color plates of birds, dogs, and 
insects and those accompanying geograph-~ 
ical articles add to the interest of the 
articles but perhaps can never be wholly 
` satisfying in an encyclopedia because of 
limitations of space. The article Fashion 
and Clothing is accompanied by a port- 
folio of new color plates, “The History of 
Western Dress.” This consists of 12 plates 
having about 12 figures each and showing 
the clothing of both men and women from 
ancient Egypt to 1961. A key lists the 
paintings, sculpture, and other historical 
sources on which the drawings are based. 
Other new color plates are those accom- 
panying the articles Advertising, Interior 
. Design and Decoration, and Military Uni- 

forms. Two plates showing the flags of 
the 50 states, Puerto Rico, and Virgin 
Islands have been added to the series on 
flags. See references in the state articles 
lead the user to these plates. The flags of 
many new nations have also been added, 
The color plates which accompanied the 
articles Orchids and Pacific Islands in the 
1959 edition no longer appear. 

Besides the familiar type of color plate, 
the 1962 edition has three sets of the color 
transparencies which are becoming a fea- 
ture of the major encyclopedias. These 
sets accompany the articles Anatomy of 
Man (T plates showing male anatomy), 
Engine (8 plates showing the internal 
combustion automobile engine), and Frog 
(8 plates showing the anatomy of the 
frog). These plastic plates are well 
‘adapted to showing complicated, three- 
dimensional subjects in detail. The sub- 
jects chosen are well suited to this pres- 
entation and are in demand for school 
assignments. 

Black-and-white illustrations have been 
added, dropped, enlarged or reduced in 
size, or changed in many cases. In gen- 
eral they are carefully chosen to illustrate 
the content of the articles they accompany. 
Many are photographs, but drawings and 


diagrams are freely used, especially with 
articles on scientific subjects. Most of the 
jllustrations are clear and show up well 
on the new dull-finish paper. ‘In at least 
one case it was noted that a full-bled 
illustration had lost part of the object 
pictured. í 

As in the past, Colliers continues to 
place all bibliographies together in the 
index volume of the set. The bibliographic 
staff has remained the same as in 1959. 
This edition continues the practice begun 
in 1959 of numbering the titles under each 
broad subject and using these numbers 
for reference purposes in the Index. In 
the 1959 edition the Bibliography occupied 
178 pages; in the 1962 edition it occupies 
200 pages. An innovation is the inclusion 
of some 16 millimeter sound films where 
appropriate in the bibliographies. Films 
on architecture, Africa, Japan, South 
America, and various sports were noted. 

As might be expected, 44 titles on Rus- 
sian history are now listed instead of 30; 
38 titles on African history instead of 21; 
30 titles on Chinese history instead of 22. 
Of the 38 titles on African history, 12 are. 
1960 or 1961 publications and three are 
films. In other areas the proportion of 
new titles is not so high or the increase 
in numbers so great. However, the bibli- 
ographies give evidence of considerable 
revision and continue to stress recent and 
available books; all are in the English 
language. 

A new feature of the 1962 edition of 
Collier’s is the Study Guide located be- 
tween the Bibliography and the Index in 
volume 24. This 14-page guide is divided 
into some 22 sections “corresponding to 
the broad areas of study taught by most 
American colleges and universities, Un- 
der each subject heading are listed the 
articles in Collier’s Encyclopedia which 
the editors consider fundamental to a 
thorough understanding of that subject. 
These articles are listed progressively in 
order of difficulty or complexity.” For 
example, under Mathematics, the first 
paragraph lists 5 basic articles which 
should be read; this is followed by a list 
of 19 articles on the various branches of

The pronunciation system used in the 
1962 edition of Collier’s is based on the 
alphabet of the International Phonetic 
Association as in previous editions. A 
brief explanation of the system and the 
key to the symbols appear at the front 
and back of each volume. There is a 
slightly longer “Note on the Pronuncia- 
tion System” in volume 24. There have 
been some slight changes in the symbols 
used. Pronunciation is not given for every 
entry but for those which the editors deem 
necessary. : 

The Index in the 1962 edition has a very 
different appearance from that in the 1959 
edition. Subheadings under each entry 
are listed one to a line in a column in- 
„Stead of in paragraph form; this is a help- 
ful change. The use of an asterisk to 
indicate an illustrated article and a dagger 
to indicate that a map accompanies an ar- 
ticle has been dropped, and this informa- 
tion is given following the appropriate 
abbreviation after other subheadings un- 
der the entry. There are five columns to 
‘the page in the Index instead of four; 
columns are separated by a single black 
line instead of by white space, and mar- 
gins are narrower. The Index now occu- 
pies 784 pages instead of 777. A new 
feature in the 1962 edition is the listing 
between heavy black lines under United 
States states and Canadian provinces of 
prominent people connected with the state 
or province who have separate sketches. 
Occasionally an explanation of the ar- 
rangement used has been given where 
many entries begin with the same word 
(i.e., George and Henry). 

In the course of the checking noted, 
only one apparent error was found in the 
Index: two see also references to Archi- 
tectural styles although no such entry 


` appears in the 1962 edition; the closest is 


Architectural Style (Rom. art). In a work 
of such size, some errors are bound to 
appear. One which might be typograph- 
ical was noted in the new article Oxford 
(Ohio). Oxford is indeed the seat of 
Miami University and Western College, ` 
but the latter is not a college for men. 

The 1962 edition of Collier’s retains its 
familiar appearance with the black bind- 
ing stamped in gold and red. However, 
the gold stamping of the inclusive letter- 
ing and volume numbers does not seem as 
bright and clear as on the 1959 edition. 
The complete first and last entry of each 
volume is stamped on the spine instead 
of the first three letters of the first and 
last entry in larger type with the com- 
plete entry in smaller type underneath as 
was done on the 1959 edition. A script 
number which is not as readable as the 
block style formerly used has been 
adopted for the volume numbers. A script 
monogram on the spine between the in- 
clusive lettering and the volume number 
is somewhat confusing to the user. Never- 
theless, the set is well and attractively 
bound. 

A dull-finish paper has been used for 
the text pages in the 1962 edition instead 
of the coated paper formerly used. This 
provides a welcome reduction in glare. 
The headings at the top of the pages are 
now placed to the left and right rather 
than centered and indicate only the first 
entry on the left-hand page and the last 
entry on the right-hand page. Both head- 
ings and entries stand out clearly in black 
capitals. Margins seem slightly narrower, 
especially at the top of pages. The layout 
of the pages is attractive. 

The 1962 edition of Colliers Encyclo- 
pedia contains more material and a variety 
of new features and gives evidence of 
substantial revision throughout in com- 
parison with the 1959 edition. It continues 
to be a major general encyclopedia pre- 
senting in an attractive form, clearly and 
accurately, information on the subjects 
most likely to be of interest to young 
people and adults in school, home, and 
work situations. Its very increase in size 
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may make it less -likely to be used as a 
quick reference source and less appealing 
to children in the upper grades and junior 
high school than previous editions were. 
It is recommended for purchase for use in 
homes and public, senior high school, and 
college libraries. It is recommended for 
junior high school libraries as a supple- 
mentary set for the use of superior stu- 


dents. Libraries having the 1959 or earlier . 


editions will wish to consider the 1962 
edition for purchase.

In their prefatory statement, the editors 
of The New Jewish Encyclopedia sum- 
marize the character of their work, which 
“hopes to extend and make available Jew- 
ish knowledge to Jews.” Its purpose is to 
provide “the facts of Jewish religion, his- 
tory, ethics, literature and national life... 
in ‘a practical and comprehensive digest.” 
While The New Jewish Encyclopedia is not 
intended as a substitute for a large set of 
encyclopedias, it aims to provide “,.. a 
single-volume, handy guide for all those 
who would like to have the basic and pre- 
cise information about Judaism close at 
hand.” The Preface also states that “style 
and presentation are made to conform to 
the need for a concise encyclopedia which 
would distill the wealth of information and 
concentrate on the major Jewish national, 
political, economic and cultural contribu- 
tions.” 

The editor, Dr. David Bridger, presently 
with the Bureau of Jewish Education in 
Los Angeles, is the author of several text- 


books of Hebrew language and Jewish Mis- 
tory. The associate editor, Samuel Wolk, 
is a distinguished rabbi, Jewish historian, 
and one of the editors of the Univegal | 


Jewish Encyclopedia. Dr. Stephen Kayser, + 


art editor, is Curator of the Jewish Mu- - 
seum in New York and Associate Profes- 
sor at the Jewish Theological Seminary. 
The consulting editor, Harold Hayes, is 
managing editor of Esquire magazine, and 
Dr. Abraham Rothberg, editor of the pop- 
ular Bar Mitzvah Companion, is a former 
university teacher. 

The Foreword is a six-page scholarly 
essay entitled The Jewish Heritage. Writ- 
ten by Abba Eban, Israeli Minister of Edu- 
cation and former Ambassador to the 
United States, it is somewhat less popular 
in tone than the body of the work, which 
is well-suited to the reading level of 
young adults. 

The richly illustrated text is alphabeti- 
cally arranged with two columns to a 
page. There aré no bibliographies or maps. 
Most of the articles are short, averaging 
about two thirds of a column in length, 
but a number of them which cover broad 
topies such as Archaeology, Palestine, 
Zionism, and United States occupy ap- 
proximately four columns each. Articles 
are unsigned. 

The editors have used a standardized 
scheme for handling transliterations from 
Hebrew into English, explained in a sim- 
plified chart at the beginning of the volume. 
Words from Hebrew, Yiddish, and other 
foreign languages, as well as “, . . ancient 
geographical place names have been given 
modern, anglicised forms so that they 
would be familiar to and easily located by 
the modern reader.” A second chart gives 
a key to the pronunciation of transliterated 
terms but is not an adequate substitute for 
actual phonetic pronunciations needed by 
persons unfamiliar with Hebrew or Jewish 
terms. : : 

Numerous cross-references assist the 
reader by bringing together scattered top- 
ics to form more unified, broad subject 
articles. A few more in key places, how- 
ever, would be useful to the inexperienced. 
For example, the extensive article Cere- 
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nial: Objects, Jewish notes that a num- 


bet, of the items described are also covered 
by Vendor articles in the text. These, 
however, do not contain cross-references 
tothe larger. article, thus making it pos- 
sible for the new researcher to overlook 
' its provision of fine photographs and a 
helpful classification of these objects, The 
same situation exists for Festivals and for 
Hebrew Language, which does'not refer to 
the article or chart under Alphabet, 
Hebrew. 

It would be inappropriate to try to com- 
‘pare The New Jewish Encyclopedia with 
any of the major encyclopedias in its field, 
but for evaluation purposes, a more realis- 
tic comparison may be made with the 
larger and more expensive, but one-vol- 
ume The Standard Jewish Encyclopedia 
(New York: Doubleday, 1959. $25) which 


was reviewed in The Booklist and Sub- | 


scription Books Bulletin September 15, 
1959. The style of The New Jewish En- 
cyclopedia is less academic, and while it 
does survey the same information about 
Jewish life, history, and culture, coverage 
of most subjects is less detailed; not nearly 
so many personal, place, or proper names 
are given. The New Jewish Encyclopedia 
does, however, give the essentials of these 
subjects. The article Population, Jewish 
gives the statistical background of world 
Jewry in summary form. Accurate figures, 
dated as recently as 1961, also appear in 
the articles on major cities and nations of 
the world which have some significance in 
the history of the Jewish people. Concise 
biographies are given for personalities of 
major importance in ancient and modern 
Jewish history, and considerable space is 
devoted to events of recent times, particu- 
larly the Nazi holocaust, the development 
of Zionism, and the State of Israel. 
Hundreds of excellent black-and-white 
halftone photographs, including full-page 
portraits with the longer biographies, are 
the outstanding feature of this volume. An 
extensive list of picture credits is given, 
though there is no index to the illustra- 
tions which are well dispersed throughout 
the book and often apply to more than the 
articles to which they are appended.

The second edition of Hammond’s Am- 
bassader World Atlas is an attractive and 
informative atlas and gazetteer. There are 
some improvements over the first edition 
of 1954, which was reviewed in Subscrip- 
tion Books Bulletin January 1955. The 
present edition is 84 pages longer than the 
first; it has 75 more city maps and new, 
revised, and larger scale maps in the main 
body of the atlas. There are two other new 
features: a section on space and an illus- 
trated geography in which countries are 
described in words and pictures. 

The heart of the atlas consists of 160 
pages of maps in color. The other sections 
include Gazetteer of Countries and List of 
Maps (3 pages), Space—A New Frontier 
(11 pages), World Index and Gazetteer of 
Cities (278 pages), Tables of Social and 
Economic Data (10 pages), Glossary of 
Geographical Terms (1 page), Ilustrated 
Geography and Gazetteer (27 pages), and 
Hammond’s International Map of the 
World, a wall map approximately three by 
four feet. 

Of the 160 pages of maps, 89 treat Latin 
America, Eurasia, Australia, Africa, and 
the islands of the Pacific. Canada is cov- 
ered in 13 pages and the United States in

tive. Except for three insets, such as the _ 
one showing the provinces of prerevolu- 
tionary France, the atlas deals with pres- 
ent-day conditions. 

After the section of world maps, the 
continents are presented as units with a 
political map of a continent on the left- 
hand page and a physical map opposite. 
These political maps are the ones where 
railroads are shown. The physical map 
shows land elevations and ocean depths in 
considerable detail by the use of contrast- 
ing colors. Values of the colors are given 
both in feet and meters. 

Single countries or sometimes groups of 
smaller countries are next shown in full- 
page maps with insets for important cities 
and environs. Another small inset locates 
the country on a continent. The scale is 
given in miles and kilometers. National 
and provincial capitals are shown by sym- 
bols explained in the legend. Approximate 
population of cities is shown by the size of 
type used. English-language forms are 
used for major geographic features and for 
towns and topographic features for which 
English forms exist. Such names usually 
are followed by the local official spelling 
in parentheses. Canals and rivers stand 
out clearly. Roads and highways are not 
shown except for the United States, Can- 
ada, and the Panama Canal Zone. The 
maps do not have notes as to source, date, 
or authority, but where checks have been 
made they were found to be accurate. Most 
of the maps can be easily read. 

The maps of most of the states of the 
United States appear on a full page. A 
large map of the world ‘is found in a 
pocket inside the front cover. Using the 
familiar Mercator projection and showing 
the newly formed nations of the world, it 
would be useful at home or in school. 
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The: largest section of the atlas is the 
World Index and Gazetteer of Cities (278 
pages). Its more than 100,000 entries give 
location of city, town, village, river, lake, 
“or any other topographic feature by letters 
. and numbers which represent lines of 
longitude and latitude. According to the 
introduction “only the most recent and 
authoritative foreign and domestic data 
were consulted,” but none are cited. The 
1960 census figures have been used for 
American cities but have not been cited as 
such. There was a reasonably close agree- 
ment between population figures for for- 
eign cities and those found’ in the United 
Nations Demographic Yearbook 1960. 

This index section contains 157 maps of 
the downtown areas of important cities 
and brief paragraphs describing the eco- 
nomic life, tourist attractions, and history 
of more than 2,500 cities. Though arranged 
alphabetically, most of the maps do not 
appear on the same page as the descrip- 
tion of the city. 

The Gazetteer of Countries and List of 
- Maps lists the countries, capitals and other 
important cities, and the states and prov- 
inces of the United States and Canada. It 
serves as an alphabetical table of contents 
to the maps of both countries and cities 
and gives the area and population of the 
countries. No date or authority is given 
for the information found here, or for that 
matter for any statistics in the volume. 
Most of the national population data, how- 
ever, seem to have been drawn from latest 
' censuses as reported in the United Nations 
Statistical Yearbook 1960. These were 
conducted in the various countries be- 
tween 1950 and 1956 for the most part. 

Space—A New Frontier describes in 
‘ words and brilliantly colored pictures the 
earth in relation to the solar system and 
present and future space equipment. The 
text is oversimplified and rected to very 
uninformed readers. 

A new section in this edition, the Ius- 
trated Geography and Gazetteer, consists 
of 27 pages of pictures and simply written 
text intended to give the general reader 
“a grand tour of the world.” A very brief 
description. of each continent is followed

The editor should be 
congratulated for arranging the pagination 
in one continuous sequence of Arabic 
numbers. 

Despite such flaws as the absence of 
sources and dates for maps and statistics, 
the separation of city maps from descrip- 
tive text, the difficulty of reading a few 
overcrowded maps, and the oversimplified 
space section, Hammond’s Ambassador 
World Atlas has mostly excellent, up-to- 
date, satisfactorily indexed maps. It is 
recommended for use in homes and in 
high school, college, and public libraries.

The first six volumes of this series, those 
on Bruegel, Leonardo, Giorgione, Jan Van 
Eyck, Piero della Francesca, and Masac- 
cio have been examined as the basis for 
this review. Each bears a common title 
All the Paintings of . . . and aims to re- 
produce all the known works of the artist, 
as well as to list lost and attributed works 
and locations, This group of six books 
consists of translations of Italian mono- 
graphs on painters published under the 
similar title Tutta la Pittura di... by the 
Biblioteca d’Arte Rizzoli in Milan, of 
which one of the editors, Dr. Lecaldano, is 
director. The other three editors, Rothen- 
stein, director of the Tate Gallery, Lon- 
don; Dell ’Acqua, director of the Brera 
Gallery, Milan; and Van Derpool, former- 
ly librarian of the Avery Library and 
currently associate dean of the School of 
Architecture, Columbia University, are 
competent authorities in their respective 
fields. 

There is a considerable time lag between 
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the Italian and the English editions, per- 
haps since all six volumes have been 
translated by one man. For example, the 
volume on Piero della Francesca pub- 
lished in Italian in 1957 has now been 
published as volume 5 in the Hawthorn 
series with a 1962 copyright date. Thus 
the series is not new but is an English 
edition of an older series, and the time 
lag of even a few years is misleading to 
possible purchasers. No bibliographical 
references are dated later than 1957. In 
this rapidly advancing field even five years 
can make considerable difference. But 
more important is the fact that nothing 
prevents the assumption that these vol- 
umes represent current thought and the 
latest results of research. Although the 


sixth volume concerned with Masaccio 
includes a bibliographical reference of 
1956, it fails to show in plates 26 through 
33 reproducing the “Holy Trinity” in San- 
ta Maria Novella in Florence the base 
with the skeleton newly restored. Yet 
references to this important part of the 
painting are made on pages 15 and 30. 

The program of each monograph is ad- 
mirable. The text on the life and work 
of the artist is followed by a bibliographi- 
cal chronology which is marred occasion- 
ally by inaccuracies, careless proofread- 
ing, or translation. A brief catalog of the 
known paintings arranged conveniently 
by plate numbers follows. Lists of lost 
and attributed paintings are briefly anno- 
tated. The list of locations arranged by 
city and museum includes references to 
plate numbers. A most provocative sec- 
tion containing excerpts from criticism 
arranged chronologically from that closest 
to the artist’s own time to that of the 
recent past is only occasionally disap- 
pointing in the very general character of 
the statements. A selective bibliography 
is also arranged in chronological order. 
This program precludes the necessity of 
an index. 

The major part of each book consists 
of reproductions, four of which are in col- 
or. The quality of the color varies consid- 
erably. Some plates suffer from the obvi- 
ous mass production for sale at a low 
price. Others are remarkably good. De- 
tails following the monochrome reproduc- 
tions of the whole paintings are abundant. 
In spite of the fineness of detail the matte 
quality of reproductions unfortunately 
tends to dilute the brilliancy of the paint- 
ing. In some cases the matte finish is ap- 
propriate for the original painting, but in 
most instances it tends to blur the detail. 
For librarians some illustrations pose the 
greatest problem in that they are printed 
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to the very edge of the page thereby giv- 
ing the reader the impression of its being 
squeezed. Even worse the paintings are 
sometimes truncated, and the format pre- 
cludes rebinding. For monographs of such 
ambitious content it would have been bet- 
ter to consider a slightly larger size. To 
compensate for this bleeding of the illus- 
trations each volume is hardbound in 
plastic-coated paper and is securely 
sewed. The typography is clear, and the 
format of the page agreeable. 

Although these monographs are issued 
as a part of a series and reviewed here 
as such on the basis of the first six exam- 
ples, there is no reason, except that of 
expediency, to purchase the whole group. 
The authors of the separate monographs 
vary in stature. Ugo Procacci, author of 
the work on Masaccio, is highly respected 
by scholars in the Renaissance field. Piero 
Bianconi, writing on Piero della Frances- 
ca, Constantino Baroni on Leonardo, and 
Luigi Colleti on Giorgione are also well 
known. Valentin Denis, author of the 
volumes on Jan Van Eyck and Bruegel, 
is not among the most recognized author- 
ities on Dutch and Flemish painting. Cer- 
tain texts belong in every library; others 
have lesser quality. Ideally, each mono- 
graph should be selected on the basis of 
other available monographs on the same 
artist. Biographies which may be consid- 
ered definitive and surely more compre- 
hensive may already exist in the library. 
What has yet superseded Kenneth Clark’s 
monograph of 1951 on Piero della Fran- 
cesca? Other monographs may constitute 
the best so far available in the field. Each 
should be considered in the light of exist- 
ing literature on the artist and with suf- 
ficient attention to the authority of the 
particular author and text. It is especially 
important to consider any other mono- 
graphs published since the original date 
of the Italian edition. 

The title of the series The Complete 
Library of World Art is pretentious. Use 
of “World” is inaccurate without specific 
plans for reference to the art of the Near 
or Far East or of Africa. The inclusion of 
“Complete” in the title may be mislead- 


ing since living artists will not be included. 
The secondary series title, a literal trans- 
lation of the Italian edition’s title, is used 
to indicate totality of scope of the mono- 
graph. As new scholarship is brought to 
bear on the work of these most important 
masters in the next decades the title is 
sure to become obsolete. 

It is difficult to judge a series of 50 
projected volumes from the 6 examples 
available for this review. Yet, from this 
small sample, a preliminary estimate can 
be made provisionally. Primarily because 
of the convenient arrangement of compre- 
hensive information and the low price, ` 
individual monographs in this series can 
be recommended for home purchase and 
for all except small libraries. Each vol- 
ume should be assessed for accuracy, ex- 
pected wear, and probable replacement 
and weighed against the existing literature 
in the field, particularly the holdings of 
the. purchasing library.

Blueprint for discovery. Victor J. Jurgens. 
Distributor: International Film Bureau, 
332 S. Michigan Ave., Chic. 4. 1962. 27min. 
color, $155. 

Produced for the National Science Foundation 
as the official film report on the world’s first 
deep-sea drilling operation, this film describes 
Project Mohole and its contribution to scien- 
tific knowledge of the nature of the earth be- 
neath the sea. A ship containing a drill cap- 
able of boring into the earth’s crust was dis- 
patched to the Pacific Ocean. Through the 
efforts of Dr. Harry Hess, professor of geology 
at Princeton, and Dr. Walter Munk, professor 
of oceanography at the University of Califor- 
nia, the “impossible” mid-ocean drilling task 
‘was accomplished. Samples of life 20 million 
years ago were drilled out of the ocean beds 
and brought up to the ship’s laboratory for 
analysis. The results of this project will have 
far-reaching effects for the general public as 
well as for scientists. : Splendid color photog- 
raphy and clear narration make this film well 
worth having; it clarifies the project as de- 
scribed in Bascom’s A hole in the bottom of 
the sea (Booxuist 57:628, Je 15 61). The Na- 
tional Science Foundation has made it possi- 
ble for public libraries to purchase color 
prints at about half the usual cost for almost 
30 minutes of color film. 


The golden fish. J. Y. Cousteau. Distribu- 
tor: Non-Theatrical Film Division, Colum- 
bia Pictures Corp., 711 Fifth Ave., N.Y. 17. 
1959; released in 16mm 1962. 20min. color, 
$275, five-year lease. 

This poignant fantasy has beef shown com- 
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mercially in many areas and is now available 
to libraries in 16mm on lease. Made by the 
producer responsible for The silent world and 
the director and cameraman who contributed 
to White mane, The red balloon, and Niok, 
this winner of the Academy Award and the 
Cannes Festival Prize has appeal for children 
and adults. It is a simple story of a boy and 
a goldfish who discover an immediate affinity 
for each other. The boy tries to win the fish in 
a carnival game of chance, but almost loses it 
to a sinister bearded man. After winning the 
fish and taking it home, the boy nearly loses 
it again, this time to a predatory alley cat. 
Clear, rich colors and elipses of working- 
class Paris make the film pictorially memor- 
able; the background score for guitar is wry- 
ly charming. For library programs, story 
hours, and creative-writing classes, this film 
will be an engrossing aesthetic experience. 


Hemingway. Narrated by Chet Huntley, 
produced by Irving Gitlin. N.B.C. News. 
Distributor: McGraw-Hill Book Co., Text 
Film Division, 330 W. 42d St, N.Y. 36. 
1962. 54min. $250. 


A film biography showing how closely related 
were Hemingway’s life and experiences to 
those of his heroes. Using stills and live pho- 
tography, this film traces his career from 
childhood to the writing in Cuba of The old 
man and the sea (Booxtist 49:2, S 152). In- 
cludes scenes of both world wars, pictures of 
James Joyce, F. Scott Fitzgerald, and Ger- 
trude Stein in Paris in the 1920's, a detailed 
description of a bullfight, and sequences show- 
ing the destruction and misery of the Spanish 
Civil War. Quotations from Hemingway’s 
own writings as well as from those of critics 
and biographers demonstrate the complexities 
of the man and his work. Among the film’s 
outstanding features are its well-chosen and 
often rare photographs and newsreel shots, its 
excellent literary chronology, and pertinent 
local color. The Stein-Hemingway feud is 
treated in a mellow manner. On the whole, 
only those aspects of Hemingway’s life and 
work are mentioned which are praiseworthy, 
and these receive profuse praise. The excep- 
tion is the adverse criticism of Aarons the 
river and into the trees (Booxnist 46:345, Jl 
15 50). The film is of spectal value to high 
school, college, or adult groups studying 
American literature, but it is also interesting 
for general audiences. 


Poisons, pests and people. National Film 
Board of Canada, 680 Fifth Ave., N.Y. 19. 
1960; released in U.S. 1962. 60min. $250. 

A two-part film which examines the effects 
of widespread use of chemical insecticides. 
The first part describes the extensive damage 
to crops, forests, and human health caused 
by insect pests and explains the need for new 
sprays. Scientists.and conservationists then 
point out that immunities developed by in- 
sects require the use of ever-more-potent 
compounds, and the cruel and devastating 
effects of thes’ poisons on all forms of wild-

life are vividly illustrated. The possibility of 
control through natural predators is briefly 
mentioned. The second half of the film is 
concerned with dangers to human health from 
the new insecticides and describes the exten- 
sive controls and safeguards which both in- 
dustry and government have established. Dis- 
cusses the hazards of careless use by individ- 
uals and the psychological effects of action 
such as that of the US. government against 
cranberry growers a few years ago. Although 
most of the controls described are Canadian, 
they parallel government and industry regu- 
lations in the U.S. Each part of the film can 
be used separately. A forceful but balanced 
and objective presentation for high school or 
adult audiences, which can serve as a very 
effective supplement to Rachel Carson’s Si- 
lent spring (Booxuist 59:97, O 1 62). 


A promise to Masada. Acinex, Paris. Dis- 
tributor: Film Images, 1860 Broadway, 
N.Y. 23. 1961. 17min. color, $190. 


A documentary presentation of the phenome- 
nal reclamation project with which dedicated 
oung Israelis are bringing new life to the 
barren desert around Masada, an ancient 
mountain fortress where, 2000 years ago, a 
community of Jews chose to die rather than 
submit to Roman legions. Shows extraction 
of salts and minerals from the Dead S 
cultivation of vineyards and cornfields, an 
an evening of simple relaxation in the kib- 
butz. At the end, the chant recounting the 
siege of Masada is sung by the Aravah Trio 
and Arle Lavi. This inspiring and impressive 
film for young people and adults will obvious- 
ly be of particular interest to Jewish groups 
but it will also appeal to general audiences 
as an example of good film production and as 
a subject of broad human interest sensitively 
and effectively presented. A French produc- 
tion filmed in Israel, directed by Nicole Ste- 
phane, with commentary by Meyer Levin. 


A publisher is known by the company he 
keeps. Louis de Rochemont Associates, 
267 W. 25th St., N.Y. 1. 1961. 25min. $150. 
Alfred A. Knopf began publishing books in 
1915 with the intention of presenting works 
of the outstanding writers of his time. He 
was an avid photographer and during his 
travels in search of new authors took candid 
movies of many famous writers, among them 
Thomas Mann, Oswald Spengler, H. L. 
Mencken, Max Beerbohm, Willa Cather, 
Maurice Baring, Sigrid Undset, and Rebecca 
West. This film includes some of Knopf’s 
footage taken between 1927 and 1932 and 
adds recent sequences of Knopf at his home 
in Purchase, New York, as photographed by 
William Dougherty. A genial narration by 
Knopf provides continuity to both new and 
old footage, and the viewer easily forgives 
the often painfully amateurish photography 
because of the excellent editing and vivid 
commentary. The film will be of value for 
general adult audiences with some interest 
in literature. It will appeal especially to 
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those who know the authors through their 
works. The producer provides an attractive 
24-page booklet containing biographical data 
on the authors shown in the the direc- 
tor’s notes, and similar information to help 
in introducing the film.

An imaginative treatment of the construction 
of the 89-story Tishman building at 666 Fifth 
Avenue, New York City. The producers use 
varied camera effects to show the creation of 
a skyscraper from the demolition of the old 
building on the site, through preparation of 
the architect’s drawings and blueprints, to 
erection of the steel framework, and, finally, 
to the formal opening of the building 18 
months later. e words of the workmen 
themselves and an original musical score com- 
posed by Teo Macero and sung by Gene 
Mumford express the energetic spirit of the 
men whose agile minds and strong backs 
made the building a reality. In the last few 
minutes color is introduced, perhaps unnec- 
essarily, to show the interior furnishings of 
the opea building. This technically 
superb succeeds in giving a surprisingly 
large amount of information about new build- 
ing techniques. It will appeal to general adult 
audiences as well as to those viewers inter- 
ested in the art of fine film making.

He tells how the idea occurred to 
them at the seashore and describes the nec- 
essary o tion of underwater life, the 
library research, the writing and rewriting 
of the text, making the illustrations, and the 
authors’ relations with the publisher. His 
simple but uncondescending narration is 
geared to the understanding and sympathy of 
children, Librarians will find real usefulness 
in this film, which introduces the making of 
books, reading, and some of the processes of 
library research to children. 


University. National Film Board of Canada.

Combining interviews, faculty and adminis- 
trative meetings, and student discussions, 
University explores the problems of higher 
education in the modern world. Many ques- 
tions are merely presented, not answered, 
among them: Should educational institutions 
lower standards and acquire more students 


to help pay rising costs, or should they con- 
centrate on the superior student and seek aid 
from private benefactors and the government? 
Should universities plan building programs to 
meet the technical and scientific trend toward. 
producing specialists, or should they put 
available funds into added facilities for pro- 
viding broad backgrounds of knowledge? Can 
universities make these decisions withaut de- 
veloping a coherent philosophy of higher 
education suitable to our times? So many 
varying opinions on a complex problem are 
presented that generalization based on them 
is cult, The film does conclude that the 
really serious problems today do not involve 
dollars for space and staff, but how the uni- 
versity can prepare students to live usefully 
and with wisdom in the modern world. The 
universities of Toronto, York, and McGill 
were used as locale and points of discussion, 
but the import of the is general; it is 
pertinent to U.S. as well as Canadian higher 
education. Of greatest use to universities 
themselves, the film will also be of value in 
most public libraries serving a community 
concerned with higher education.

American Furniture: Seventeenth, Eight- 
eenth and Nineteenth Century Styles. 
By Helen Comstock. New York, Viking 
Press (A Studio Book), 1962: 336p. - 
illus. 29cm. pyroxylin cloth $17.50. 
This new work which attempts to show 

the history and development of American 

furniture from Jacobean-William and 

Mary, 1640-1720, to Early Victorian, 

1830-1870, meets a long-felt need for a 

tool which coordinates the widely scat- 

tered dependable sources on furniture 
which are now either out of date or out of 
print. The author, Helen Comstock, an 
eminently qualified authority, is a former 
editorial staff member of Antiques and 

American editor of Connoisseur. Her 

other books include 100 Most Beautiful 

Rooms in America, American Lithographs, 

and the two-volume Concise Encyclopedia 

of American Antiques. 

Presented in pictorial form using nearly 
seven hundred black-and-white photo- 
graphs and eight color plates, this history 
of furniture style is divided into five ma- 
jor sections: Jacobean—William and 
Mary, 1640-1720; Queen Anne, 1720-1755; 
Chippendale, 1755-1790; Classical Period, 
1790-1830; and Early Victorian, 1830- 
1870. Each section is prefaced with a 
summary description of the period which 
characterizes such factors as cultural at~ 
mosphere, historical background, foreign 
influences, and styles of the era and which 
concludes with brief biographical notes on 
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some of the important furniture makers. 
A brief chart lists distinctive forms, woods, 
decorative techniques, design, English ‘or 
European background, and important 
added references. The extensive number 
of illustrative photographs which follow 
include single items (chairs, tables), de- 
tails of some pieces, and partial interiors 
to illustrate the furnishing of a room in 
the period, each being numbered and ac- 
companied by a brief description of 50 to 
100 words which notes its location. The 
numbers of the photographs are cited in 
the introductory texts. The obvious, but 
minor, difficulty in turning back and forth 
from text to illustration should be noted. 

Author’s notes and a selected bibliog- 
raphy of English-language materials fol- 
low the five period sections. 

The work is intended for the more 
serious student of American antique fur- 
niture. Its photographic sections treat 
types of furniture and styles in depth, e.g., 
41 pictures of various types of chests in 
the Jacobean section, 15 photographs of 
desks in the Classical Period section. 

The book is written in a popular style; 
descriptions are clear and comprehensive 
with probable dates being given for each 
piece illustrated. Technical terms, except 
for those in the text accompanying the 
photographs, are kept at a minimum. 

The Index lists names and dates of fur- 
niture makers, types of furniture, and 
types of construction, as well as those 
collections from which examples shown 
are taken. Illustrations are indexed by 
plate number. A glossary of terms would 
have been a helpful addition. ise 

The format is satisfactory. However, 
all of the color plates as well as many of 
the black-and-white photographs extend 
to the center of the book, presenting a 
difficulty should rebinding be necessary. 
Similarly, many pictures at the page tops 
have been cropped. 


American Furniture shows the develop- 
ment of American furniture making from 
early colonial times to the period just 
preceding the influx of machine-made 
items. Its scope, American furniture in a 
two-hundred-year span, is large enough 
to admit the basic changes in taste and 
style over that period. The photography 
is good. With its easy-to-use Index, its 
bibliography for further study, and its 
abundance of photographs on one subject, 
this work is.an excellent tool for Ameri- 
can furniture researchers, antique col- 
lectors, and for those interested in changes 
in American taste. It is recommended for 
purchase by individuals and public li- 
braries.

and Anecdotes, 1957; Braude’s Handbook 
of Humor for All Occasions, 1958; New 
Treasury of Stories for Every Speaking 
and Writing Occasion, 1959; and Speaker’s 
Encyclopedia of Humor, 1961. 

The first part of the book, 24 Steps to 
a Better Speech, gives ten pages of con- 
cise and sensible suggestions for amateur 
speakers. This precedes the principal fea- 
ture—6,851 selected quotations, epigrams, 
and anecdotes grouped by alphabetically 
arranged subjects and numbered consecu- 
tively for ease in location through the 
indexes which cite selection number. The 
sources of the quotations vary from clas- 
sical to contemporary. This is, as the 
editor states, “. . . material to enliven and 
illustrate a speech.” Evaluated from that 
standpoint rather than as a standard ref- 
erence work or as one with quotations 
chosen for literary merit, the work under 
review succeeds in doing what the editor 
intended. Frequently, sources are not 
given, as would be expected from the 
editor’s explanation of his method of com- 
pilation. 

The selections are followed by a subject 
listing 651 toasts. Next there are 161 pages 
of alphabetically arranged definitions— 
humorous ones on the whole such as 
“Autobiography—fiction written by some- 
one who knows the facts.” Neither of 
these sections is covered in the subject 
index. 

The first of three indexes is a compre- 
hensive Subject Index where a quotation 
is cited by number under each pertinent 
subject. Numbers for the main subject 
entries are italicized. It has a few cross- 
references, This is followed by an Author 
and Source Index which lists by number 
quotations attributed to an author. There 
is also an Index to Names and Personali- 
ties Referred to in the Main Text, which 
would be helpful in locating anecdotes 
about specific people. The indexes appear 
to be accurate. 


Lifetime Speaker’s Encyclopedia is not 
just a compendium of Braude’s earlier 
works though the section of definitions is 
essentially the same as Braude’s Hand- 
book of Humor for All Occasions entries 
and some cross-references not found in 
the earlier book. 

The set is attractively and durably 
bound; the paper is good with an antique 
finish, and the print is very good. This 
useful collection of selections and quota- 
tions for anyone preparing a speech can 
be recommended for home use and for 
high school and public libraries.

Information U.S.S.R.: An Authoritative 
Encyclopaedia about the Union of Soviet 
Socialist Republics. Ed. and comp. by 
Robert Maxwell. Oxford and New York, 
Pergamon Press, 1962. xil, 982p. illus.

Information U.S.S.R. is a systematic 

handbook on the Soviet Union; its pur- 

pose is to make available to the English- 
speaking public the facts about the Soviet 

Union as seen through Russian eyes, Ac- 

cording to the editor, it is the first of a 

series of volumes that will eventually 

cover all the countries of the world. An- 
nual supplements are planned to keep the 
volume up to date. 

The main part of the work has been 
translated from volume 50 of the second 
edition of the Great Soviet Encyclopaedia. 
This volume, which contains in condensed 
form material found in articles scattered 
throughout the set, was published as a 
supplement to the encyclopedia in 1957. 
A German translation was published in 
1959, with the addition of a subject index, 
which is lacking in the Russian original. 

The editor, who is managing director of 
Pergamon Press, Ltd., has not given a 
satisfactory explanation of the method 
used in presenting the material from the 
Russian version, The title page states that 
Information U.S.S.R. was “edited and 
compiled by Robert Maxwell”; on the back 
of the title page there is a statement which 
says “Pages 1-763 . . . were translated 
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from Volume 50 of the Great Soviet Ency- 
clopaedia by J. T. McDermott”; and in 
the Preface the editor states that “the ar- 
ticles and statistics provided in this vol- 
ume have been gathered with the assist- 
ance and checked ... by the editorial 
staff of the Great Soviet Encyclopaedia. 
...” A comparison of the text with the 
original shows that some material has 
been added to the translated articles to 
bring them more up to date. These addi- 
tions do not generally go beyond the early 
part of 1959. Some of the many illustra- 
tions and maps provided in the Russian 
original have been omitted from this Eng- 
lish version. 

The handbook contains long articles, 
systematically arranged, on the geography, 
history, government, economy, science, 
and culture of Russia. As the title indi- 
cates, the emphasis is on the post-Revolu- 
tionary period, although many sections 
include some account of the earlier history 
as seen from the Communist point of view. 
Authors of the various sections are listed 
in the table of contents. The substantial 
bibliographies in the original handbook 
have been retained (with the titles trans- 
literated into the Roman alphabet) and in 
many cases later references have been 
added. It would have been helpful if the 
titles of the references had been trans- 
lated from the Russian as they were in the 
German edition of the handbook. 

This portion of Information U.S.S.R. 
cannot be described as an authoritative 
reference work, in the sense that it con- 
tains an accurate, well-balanced, and un- 
biased view of its subject. The second 
edition of the Great Soviet Encyclopaedia 
is avowedly a tendentious work, whose 
information, it is generally acknowledged, 
cannot be accepted without checking 
against other sources. Even if the hand- 
book is to be used for the purpose in- 


tended by the editor, it must obviously be 
used with other materials which provide 
the perspective which will enable the 
reader to appreciate the official Russian 
point of view. 

Five appendixes supplement the main 
part of the work: a statistical handbook, a 
directory of institutions of higher educa- 
tion, a trade directory, a bibliography of 
English-language books on Russia, and a 
résumé of the program adopted at the 22d 
congress of the Communist Party, accom- 
panied by information on members of the 
Soviet government. The value of these 
appendixes is limited. The statistical 
handbook (p.765-855) was translated from 
U.S.S.R. in Figures, 1960, issued by the 
Statistical Publishing House in 1961. This 
popular handbook is considered to, be less 
reliable than the standard statistical year- 
book issued by the Soviet government. 
Since figures from official Russian sources 
are known to vary considerably in quality 
and since these figures are presented with- 
out any. editorial comment, the value of 
this section to the layman is questionable. 
The student would want to use the fuller 
information available in the yearbook. 

The information in Establishments for 
Higher Education can be found in more 
useful form in the International Handbook 
of Universities (1962). The Selective Bibli- 
ography of Books ... Recently Published 
in English, classified to follow the order of 
the main text, is apparently intended to 
suggest related readings; it contains some 
excellent titles but in general is not care- 
fully enough prepared to serve this func- 
tion. The information in the last appendix 
can be readily found in other sources. 

Access to the information in the whole 
volume is provided by a table of contents 
at the front and by a detailed Index of 
Names and a Subject Index. A useful fea- 
ture of the Index of Names (carried over

The format of the book is satisfactory 
and is, in fact, superior to the Russian 
original in quality of paper and binding 
and in the clarity of its illustrations. 

Because the bulk of Information U.S.S.R. 
is translated from two Russian reference 
works and because the value of the addi- 
tional material is of doubtful quality, the 
volume is recommended only for those 
libraries which need an English transla- 
tion of volume 50 of the Great Soviet En- 
cyclopaedia and which have in their col- 
lections the source materials and the 
studies by Russian specialists which must 
be used in conjunction with its text to

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Larousse Encyclopedia of Prehistoric and 
Ancient Art: Art and Mankind. Ed. by 
René Huyghe. New York, Prometheus 
Press, [c1957, 1962]. 414p. illus, maps. 
plates (part col.) 30cm. bueckram $17.95. 
The editor, Professor, Collége de France, 

Paris and honorary Curator in Chief of 
the Louvre, claims in the introduction 
that “the double aim of this work is to 
help the reader to understand man 
better and to feel and share in man’s 
ceaseless pursuit of quality.” This purpose 
is better revealed by the title of the orig- 
inal French edition of 1957 L’Art et 
L’Homme or Art and Mankind which was 
published in a three-volume set. The 
reader understands he is about to read a 
philosophical analysis rather than a factu- 
al account. The English title is misleading 
in using the word “Larousse” without any 
precise identification and in using the 
word “encyclopedia” very loosely. 

The publisher states that the Larousse 
Encyclopedia of Prehistoric and Ancient 
Art represents the first volume of a four- 
volume art encyclopedia the second vol- 
ume of which will cover Medieval Art; 
the third, Baroque Art; and the fourth, 
Modern Art; all volumes to be based on 
L’Art et L’Homme and to be published 
within the next three years. 

The scope of the book is clear as is the 
program. Seven sections concern large 
time periods from Prehistoric through the 
Roman Empire with the addition of a sec- 
tion on the Far East, i.e., India and China. 
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Japan is mentioned and appears in the In- 
dex but does not occur in the table of 
contents. For each section there is an 
introductory essay entitled Art Forms and 
Society, all but the last by the editor, 
René Huyghe, which aims to “bring out a 
philosophy of art.” There follow two to 
six longer articles on specific areas of art 
history by scholars, who are chiefly 
French. These articles are interrupted or 
followed by historical summaries by other 
scholars. The articles are intended to en- 
able the reader to understand the various 
aspects of art, and the summaries to pre- 
sent the facts. The effect of this triple 
program, which organizes the material in 
a needlessly complex form, is utterly con- 
fusing, particularly in a book one might 
reasonably expect to use as an encyclo- 
pedia. 

This is hardly a useful reference book, 
and it would be difficult to use it as an 
encyclopedia. Furthermore, it is not clear 
for whom it is intended. Except for the 
historical summaries, which are stralght- 
forward accounts full of facts, the text is 
vague and generalized. One has only to 
compare a section with Bernard Ash- 
mole’s article Archaic Art in the Encyclo- 
pedia of World Art to realize how much 
this book misses of the real knowledge 
and excitement of Ancient art. Errors of 
omission are legion. The Index contains no 
reference to the drachma, to the Tyche of 
Antioch, or to Piazza Armerina (illus- 
trated, however, on page 335). There is no 
illustration of the important Mexican site 
Monte Alban. The illustration of Mitla 
(138) offers only a meager detail hard to 
read for the nonspecialist. That of Bonam- 
pak (135) is too minute to convey any im- 
pression of these important frescoes. The 
book has not been revised since 1957 and 
is therefore not up to date. Bibliographies 
are deplorably lacking. 


The odd plan of the book would be more 
intelligible were the illustrations clearly 
related to the text. Numbers referring to 
the illustrations appear in the margins of 
the articles and in heavy type within 
brackets in the text of the historical sum- 
maries. Pictures are often removed several 
pages from the appropriate text. Captions 
are frequently inaccurate or incomplete. 
Some references to illustrations are frus- 
trating. The statement about the Temple 


of Athena Niké on the Acropolis at Athens —- 


in the summary is followed by a picture 
reference to a view of the Acropolis. But 
on looking at the illustration, the reader 
finds that this view of the Acropolis fails 
to include this temple. One turns in vain 
to the Index for help. Under Epidaurus 
the theater is listed as being treated on 
page 261 in illustration 498. The theater is 
duly mentioned on the proper page to- 
gether with correct citations to its century 
and architect. However, illustration 498 is 
located on page 268. A more precise state- 
ment about the theater including date and 
exact information on the architect and 
the building occurs on page 288 in the 
historical summary, but there is no refer- 
ence to this information in the Index and 
no reference with this statement to the 
illustration. Similar searches for known 
works of art or sites in the Index lead to 
confusion. It is difficult, therefore, to know 
how this book can be used for quick ref- 
erence or for complete and comprehensive 
information about a small subject or a 
major monument, 

It is unfortunate that the illustrations 
and plates do not redeem the book. The 
numerous monochrome illustrations scat- 
tered throughout the text appear gray and 
washed out, although one may guess that 
the original photograph may have had 
some quality. A few of the color plates are 
good, but most are not. The maps are

A 
chronology of Buddhism and a short bibliog- 
raphy of introductory books make this a good 
book to offer the beginning student or casual 
reader.

An American Glossary, Being an Attempt 
* to INustrate Certain Americanisms upon 
Historical Principles. By Richard H. 
Thornton; with an introd. by Margaret 
M. Bryant. 3v. New York, Frederic 
Ungar Publishing Co., c1962. buckram

An American Glossary was originally 
published in 1912 in a two-volume: edi- 
tion. The first two volumes of the current 
edition are reproductions of the original 
except for the addition of the Introduction 
by Margaret M. Bryant. Volume 3 was 
compiled from material published post- 
humously in the 1930’s in volume vi of 
Dialect Notes and is edited by Louise 
Hanley. Miss Bryant is a professor of 
English at Brooklyn College and is the 
author of several books in this field. Miss 
Hanley is an educator and editor of sev- 
eral works. 

According to the Introduction, the 
“Glossary is significant for its scholarly 
use of the historical method; for its nu- 
merous quotations from newspapers, peri- 
odicals, pamphlets and books each with 
date and page number; for its richness in 
colloquial expressions and vernacular us- 
age.” Americanisms as seen by Thornton 
include forms of speech now obsolete or 
provincial in England which survive in the 
United States; words and phrases of dis- 
tinctly American origin; nouns which in- 
dicate quadrupeds, birds, trees, and arti- 
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cles of food; names and classes of persons 
and of places; words which have assumed 
a new meaning; and words and phrases 
for which he found earlier examples in 
American writers than those known in 
English writers. His introduction gives 
examples for each of these groups as well 
as a list of words and expressions that 
have survived but have not really become 
a part of the language. A number of the 
latter group are included in volume 3 of 
this edition. 

Material collected by Thornton after 
publication of the first two volumes, first 
published in Dialect Notes, has been re- 
printed for the first time in book form for 
volume 3 of the current edition. Some of 
the expressions in this volume are also in 
the first two volumes, but in the latter 
volume information of an earlier or later 
date than that originally published is giv- 
en. New definitions and interpretations 
are given, and there are some expressions 
and words entirely new in this volume. 

Several works on Americanisms pub- 
lished since 1912 have acknowledged An 
American Glossary as a source, among 
them, Craigie’s Dictionary of American 
English and Mathews’ Dictionary of 
Americanisms, both of which contain

many more entries. This is understand- 
able in view of the extensive research 
staff and facilities which were available 
to the compilers of the Dictionary of 
American English and Dictionary of- 
Americanisms but not to Thornton. On 
the other hand, Thornton gives a number 
of words and phrases and some defini- 
tions not found in the later dictionaries. 

Sources of illustrative quotations are 
identified throughout.An American Glos- 
sary, those from the Congressional Globe 
and Congressional Record giving not only 
date and page reference but also the name 
and state of the speaker. 

In a number of instances the citations 
for quotations were more complete in An 
American Glossary than in the other 
titles, e.g., for the expression “sail-in” a 
fairly complete quotation gives the name 
of the person who would “sail into them” 
as well as the name of the speaker, not 
found in the other two dictionaries. Only 
one citation in the group checked showed 
a variance in date, with An American 
Glossary containing a later date than that 
in the other titles. 

Volumes 2 and 3 contain appendixes— 
collections of anecdotes in prose and verse 
describing certain Americanisms such as

Coins of the World. By R. A. G. Carson. 
New York, Harper, c1962. xiii, 642p., 64 
plates. 24cm. Holliston Roxite $15. 
The coinage of the world, from its Ly- 

dian beginnings in the seventh century 

B.C. to the present, is described in its 

proper historical settings by the librarian 

of the Royal Numismatic Society who is 
also assistant keeper in the Department 
of Coins and Medals at the British Mu- 
seum, from whose collections come the 

1,061 coins illustrated in the accompany- 

ing plates. 

Carson, one of the editors of Roman 
Imperial Coinage and frequent contribu- 
tor to numismatic journals, treats his sub- 
ject chronologically under ten main head- 
ings: Greece, Rome, Europe, the New 
World, Australasia, Africa, the Near East, 
the Indian Subcontinent, the Far East, 
with a brief section on tokens, counters, 
and coin-weights. For the main types of 
coins defined as objects of metal of a 
standard consistency and given weight 
and stamped with a representation guar- 
anteeing this weight and value and conse- 
quent exchangeability are given their de- 
signs and inscriptions, their metal, and 
their place of minting. 

One third of the text and two thirds of 
the illustrations are devoted to Greece and 
Rome, representing the Western world 
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from: the seventh century B.C. to a.D. 476. 
This is not undue emphasis since unde- 
veloped and newer nations have had a 
much- shorter history of coinage. Added 
references for each section include many 
foreign commentaries and catalogs, a few 
published since 1960. 

The book is written in a clear and sim- 
ple ‘style, but the scholarly author de- 
mands considerable knowledge from the 
reader. He refers to coin metals, to myths 
and legends, to the ancient gods of many 
regions, for these appear on many coins, 
to ancient and modern geography, to the 
history of many places, to rulers, and to 
statesmen. 

Collotype photographs of 1,061 coins, 
both faces shown in most cases, are 
crowded into 64 pages but retain their 
clarity. Referred to by number in the 
text, they are also listed numerically with 
citation to text. A detailed index to the 
text contains terms and geographical and 
personal names. 

A substantial dark gray binding, excel- 
lent paper, and clear print are further 
enhanced by adequate leading and wide 
margins which give the page a spacious 
effect.

The college brought together some of the 
‘best minds in the scientific world, in sci- 
ence teaching and in elementary educa- 
tion to conceive, plan and edit the ency-~ 
clopedia. 

“Most of the writing of the encyclo- 
pedia was done by classroom teachers of 
science. Consulting editors contributed 
articles, however, from their own tech- 
nical fields. The consulting editors rep- 
resent such professional positions as col- 
lege teachers of science, or supervisors of 
science teaching in public schools, indus- 
trial experts, consultants to United States 
Government programs in space and nu- 
clear science, a professional meteorologist, 

- and a high official of the Civil Air Patrol. 
Other consulting editors represent the 
fields of reading and vocabulary control, 
English composition, and phonetics.” 

Most of the 56 editors and contributors 
are on the staff of the National College 
of Education, which has specialized in the 
field of elementary education since 1886, 
is accredited by the North Central Asso- 
ciation, and has a cooperative predoctoral 
program with Teachers College, Columbia 
University. Only a few of the contribu- 
tors appear in biographical dictionaries in 
the fields of science and education. 

Authorship of 57 of the first 75 entries 
(volume 1) is identified by initials. Of the 
18 not so identified, most are simple defi- 
nitions, all but four leading the reader 
either through cross-references or an en- 
try word in capital letters in the body of 
the paragraph to a longer entry which is 
signed. 

The Foreword states that this set con- 
tains nearly four thousand topics cov- 
ering the basic biological and physical 


sciences as well as topics from special | 


branches of science such as aeronautics, 
radiology, electronics, nuclear science, 
medicine, and meteorology, covered in to- 
day’s elementary and junior high school 
curricula, It is further claimed that the 
set has the most up-to-date and compre- 
hensive coverage of space travel and nu- 
clear science ever written for young peo- 
ple. 

A check of all of the subject headings 
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in volumes 1, 2, and 3 validates the claim 
of broad coverage in the physical and 
biological’ sciences. Articles tend to be 
brief, rarely exceeding a column in length. 
Written in what the editors term “split- 
level vocabulary,” basic facts and con- 
cepts are presented first in a simple vocab- 
ulary with advanced concepts using more 
technical terminology concluding the ar- 
ticles. . - 

A comparison of the scientific entries 
in The World Book Encyclopedia, Comp- 
ton’s Pictured Encyclopedia, and Young 
People’s Science Encyclopedia disclosed 
that Young People’s Science Encyclopedia 
in its area of specialization provides sim- 
ilar but fewer subject entries than these 
two major young people’s general ency- 
clopedias. ‘ 

A comparison of content of 35 random- 
ly selected articles reveals that the basic 
content is the same in both the Young 
People’s Science Encyclopedia and World 
Book even though in almost every case, 
each article has a fact pr.two not given 
in the other set. In general, however, 
those in the World Book are more com- 
prehensive, more precise, and more clear- 
ly stated. Only a few discrepancies in 
factual content were noted. 

Although opinions may differ as to how 
simple and basic the information should 
be in a set designed for ages eight through 
fourteen, there is no question of the need 
for clarity and logical presentation of the 
facts chosen. Some Young People’s Sci- 
ence Encyclopedia articles are well writ- 
ten with the facts clearly and logically 
presented. On the other hand, the attempt 
to present the basic facts for the small 
child in the first paragraph has led to un- 
necessary repetition in a number of arti- 
cles. In others, unrelated facts follow one 
another in short choppy sentences with no 
transition. Some sentences are so awk- 
ward that the youngest child would note - 
them, e.g., “The absolute is the most com- 
plete a thing can be”; “a coelum is the- 
body cavity of animals above the flat- 
worms, except the non-segmented round 
worms”; “A related group of seals þe- 
longs to the same order but is without

external ears, and some members of this 
group have valuable fur.” 

Despite the obvious attempt to simplify 
the style and wording, the Young People’s 
Science Encyclopedia is not easy reading. 
Application of the Lorge readability for- 
mula to one hundred words of ten arti- 
cles, discloses that they range in difficulty 
from upper fifth grade to upper seventh 
grade. Only two of the articles were a 
grade easier than the comparable article 
in World Book and one was a grade hard- 
er even though the samples included the 
“easy” first paragraphs. An analysis of 20 
other articles in the Young People’s Sci- 
ence Encyclopedia by the Dale-Chall 
readability, formula verified these results. 
The poor organizational patterns within 
articles and the high readability index do 
not substantiate the editors’ claim that 
this is “A basic science reference for all 
ages, even gifted first and second graders.” 

A physics teacher, a former biology 
teacher, and a botany professor, after ex- 
amination of selected articles in their 


respective fields, provided the following 
evaluations: “In many cases the sub- 
jects of the articles were not thorough- 
ly researched to insure the accuracy of 
the information presented, e.g., Endocrine 
Glands, Fat, Ferns, and Fish. Too much 
basic information was omitted in an ef- 
fort to simplify and shorten articles, e.g., 
Guinea Pig, Hemophilia, and Medulla Ob- 
longata. Many of the examples, both in 
pictorial text and in textual illustrations, 
were poorly chosen. Not enough atten- 
tion and effort were given to the me- 
chanics of presenting the information 
clearly and understandably. In many 
cases, poor grammar and faulty sentence 
structure create misunderstanding of the 
ideas presented, even when the facts used 
are correct, e.g., Homeostasis, Mammalia, 
Mitosis, and Meiosis, 

Modern spellings are used with pro- 
nunciation of entry title shown if neces- 
sary by phonetic use of the English al- 
phabet and by use of capital letters for 
accented syllables, very similar to the 
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system employed by World Book. Cross- 
references are adequate. 

To encourage further “the scientific 
process of discovery and verification,” the 
last volume, Parents’ and Teachers’ Guide, 
is designed to help teachers, parents, li~ 
brarians, and young scientists in the effec- 
tive use of the preceding 19 volumes.... 
Part 1 develops the values and features of 
the scientific method. Part u suggests 
methods of working with young people as 
individuals. Part rm outlines ways to work 
with students in class groups, presents de- 
tailed science units for grade levels, and 
organizes activities (experiments) and 
subjects to be found in the set. Eighteen 
units, ranging in subject from Health to 
Space Travel and from third to eighth in 
grade placement, outline (1) Problem, (2) 
Principal Concepts To Be Developed, (3) 
Suggested Activities, (4) Encyclopedia 
References for the Unit, and (5) Ency- 
clopedia “Things To Do.” Part Iv provides 
“Supplementary Resources for Learning 
in Science” for both children and parents 
and a list of films and filmstrips arranged 
by grade level. An unusual and useful 
aid is the alphabetized index of activities 
and experiments found in Part v. 

Also included is a 70-page, three-col- 
umned, general Index, giving volume and 
page references. Main article entries are 
in boldface; specific information within 
the main articles is listed in smaller type. 
The latter could be more easily located 
in the text if column were given. Where 
useful, related subjects are cited. To as- 
sist the child learning to use an encyclo- 
pedia, a subject is listed under all possi- 
ble headings, e.g., Arctic Current may be 
located under Arctic Current; Current, 
Ocean; Ocean Current; and Arctic Ocean. 
However, this addition of illogical subject 
headings seems of doubtful value even for 
young children. Dlustrations are desig- 
nated under appropriate subject heading. 

One major problem was noted in using 
the Index. Since many pages in the set 
lack page numbers, some children will be 
confused when they cannot locate the 
page number designated in the Index. 
Despite this fault and the fact that a few

charts, diagrams, and artist’s ori 
drawings from a variety of sources—gov- 
ernment, industry, educational societies, 
and publishers—ranging in size from 1% 
inches by 2% inches to a full page. Near- 
ly every page has at least one illustration 
and sometimes as many as six. The color, 
although sometimes garish and mislead- 
ing, adds a bright touch and helps to make 
the set inviting. Though the illustrations 
are mediocre and considerably uneven in 
quality, the general clarity of the charts, 
the good photographs, and the explana- 
tory content of most of the illustrations 
contribute to the reader’s understanding. 

The Young People’s Science Encyclo- 
pedia consists of 20 continuously paged 
volumes of approximately 100 pages each. 
To maintain this uniform and convenient 
size, the alphabet is broken wherever 
necessary resulting in many split-letter 
volumes, e.g, Ba-Br, Ci-Di. The set is 
sturdily bound in blue cloth, the title, vol- 
ume number, and portion of the alphabet 
being clearly stamped on the spine and 
front cover. 

The format of Young People’s Science 
Encyclopedia is satisfactory. The two sizes 
of type used for the two vocabulary levels 
in the articles result in a clear, black, 
easy~to-read print. The use of boldface 
for entry words, italics for new concepts 
introduced for the first time, and capitals 
for other subject entries add to the set’s 
usability. Margins are adequate for legi- 
bility, although not for rebinding. 

The Young People’s Science Encyclo- 
pedia attempts to provide an easy ency- 
clopedia of the sciences for the specific 
use of children from eight to fourteen. Its’ 
scope is reasonably broad, its illustrations 
are profuse, and its Parents’ and Teach- 
ers’ Guide provides excellent ideas for 
creative uses of the set. However, faulty 
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grammatical construction and generally 
poor literary quality, the high readability 
index, the omission of certain basic data, 
and the mediocre quality of the illustra- 
tions prevent this set’s achieving the high 
objectives set forth by the editors in the 
Foreword. 
Since the two general encyclopedias 
recommended for young people contain 
_more information, are more logical in their 
presentation, have better illustrations, and 
are generally more comprehensive and 
more exact—two important factors in sci- 
ence—the Young People’s Science Ency~- 
clopedia is an expensive and unwarranted 
purchase and is not recommended.

American Political Terms: An Historical 
Dictionary. [By] Hans Sperber and 
Travis Trittschuh. Detroit, Wayne State 
University Press, 1962. x, 516p. 24cm. 
cloth $14.50; to schools and libraries, 25 
per cent discount. 

American Political Terms: An Historical 
Dictionary is a new, lively, and scholar- 
ly work which defines approximately one 
thousand words and phrases of American 
political life and documents their use in 
historical sequence after the manner of 
The Oxford English Dictionary and with- 
out apparent political or other bias. 

The authors state that their purpose is 
“to establish the historical facts behind 
each word” and to trace the “origin and 
history of American political words.” In 
this effort they are successful. They trace 
the history of such familiar words as de- 
mocracy, republican, and coattails and also 
less well-known terms like hopo poco, goo 
goos, and Dead Rabbits. Where necessary 
the words are traced from classical times 
or from European sources. More than 
seven hundred serious and popular works 
have been consulted making it possible to 
include snatches from popular songs, an- 
ecdotes, and other material not usually 
found in formal histories, Also cited are 
magazines and newspapers which range 
from Niles Weekly Register to The New 
Yorker. As a result one gains a much 
richer understanding of a political term 
from consulting this work than one would 
from a conventional dictionary. 
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The authors describe themselves as 
philologists. Hans Sperber published schol- 
arly books in Germany before coming to 
this country, and articles by him and by 
Travis Trittschuh appear in such periodi- 
cals as Modern Language Notes, Journal 
of Folklore, and American Speech. Dr. 
Sperber is Professor Emeritus of German 
at Ohio State University, and Dr. Tritt- 
schuh is an assistant professor of English 
at Wayne State University.-: 

Sperber and Trittschuh admit that they 
have probably missed “a very large num- 
ber of political terms” and it should be 
mentioned that they have omitted some 
terms quite as important as those they in- 
clude. Absent are Ohio Gang, Liberty 
League, and Rum Romanism and Rebel- 
lion. Red hunt is included but not Me- 
Carthyism. 

See references appear to other words in 
this volume and to other books, such as 
The Oxford English Dictionary. All en- 
tries are in alphabetical sequence making 
it easy to determine whether a word or 
phrase is included. The binding, page lay- 
out, paper, and other physical characteris- 
tics of the volume are satisfactory. 

American Political Terms is informative 
for reference and fascinating for browsing. 
It is recommended for high school, college, 
and public libraries. 


The American Political Dictionary. [By] 
Jack C. Plano and Milton Greenberg. 
New York, Holt, Rinehart and Winston, 
1962. xi, 383p. 24cm. cloth $5.95; to 
schools and libraries, 25 per cent dis- 
count. ; 

The American Political Dictionary not 
only defines terms but summarizes the 
activities of government agencies, states 
the rulings of important court decisions, 
and outlines the provisions of important 
legislation. The 1,100 entries are those 
considered most relevant for a basic com- 


prehension of American government, in- 
stitutions, practices, and problems and are 
intended for use in courses in political 
science. Thus it and American Political 
Terms supplement each other but do not 
seriously overlap, even though they some- 
times define the same words. For example, 
American Political Terms gives 17 ex- 
amples of the use of the word “conven- 
tion” from 1719 to 1940 and traces changes 
in meaning and connotation, The Ameri- 
can Political Dictionary devotes a para- 
graph of four sentences to the present-day 
convention and another about the same 
length to the development and significance 
of conventions. 

The authors are both political science 
researchers and associate professors at 
Western Michigan University, Dr. Plano 
has written two manuals of instruction for 
teachers of government and political 
science and a study of the AF of L and 
international relations. Dr. Greenberg’s 
writing appeared in Collier’s Yearbook, 
Wisconsin Law Review, and Journal of 
Politics, 

Organized in 18 chapters ranging from 
“Political Ideas” and “The U.S. Consti- 
tution” to “National Defense” and “State 
and Local Government,” each is divided 
into four parts. In the first section terms 
are defined, usually in three or four sen- 
tences. Then pertinent government agen- 
cies are described.

Edited by Carol Wagner assisted by 
Russell Freeman and David Hayden, the 
supplement repeats little of the material 
contained in the main body of the work.

such changes. Events that occurred late in 
1961 are included. 

Slightly more than half of the 134 en- 
tries in the first part relate to Africa, 
slightly less than one fourth to Asia, and 
slightly less than one sixth to Europe. 
These range in length from one or two 
lines reporting the name of the capital 
city of a new country or the political 
change of a Russian city or region name 
to 84 lines for Rhodesia and 101 lines for 
Germany. About half are nine lines or less 
and over 85 per cent are 29 lines or less. 
Much, but not all, of this material is readi- 
ly available in almanacs and yearbooks.

There are several slight variations in- 


style between the supplement and the 
main body. In a few entries a fuller name 
is used than was the case in the main 


. body, e.g; Republic of Sudan, rather than. 


Sudan. In some entries an arbitrary dis- 
tinction has been made to lessen confusion, 
e.g, Congo Republic rather than French 
Congo. Abbreviations are less frequently 
used in the supplement. 

The text is remarkably accurate both 
factually and typographically. The editors 
have consulted official sources for area 
and population figures wherever possible. 
Few errors of omission or commission 
were found—and these only after inten- 
sive research, 

The volume is well bound and the paper 
is of good quality. The print is legible. 

Despite the passage of time The Colum- 
bia Lippincott Gazetteer is still the most 
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comprehensive and accurate publication of 
its kind. The supplement available as a 
separate for $1.50 is recommended to own- 
ers of the 1952 text. The combined main 
text and supplement .will be useful for 
replacing worn-out copies of the 1952 text. 
Libraries that still have usable copies of 
the 1952 text will have no reason for pur- 
chasing the combined main text and sup- 
plement. 


Concise Chemical and Technical Diction- 
ary. H. Bennett, ed. 2d enl ed. New 
York, Chemical Publishing Co., 1962. 
(Distributed by Tudor Publishing Co.) 
xxxix, 119, 1039p. 24cm. cloth $15. 
This new edition is very largely a re- 

printing of the first edition, reviewed in 
Subscription Books Bulletin, April 1947. 
Some 60,000 terms are claimed in chemis- 
try, metallurgy, pharmaceutics, plastics, 
and nine other scientific fields. Definitions 
are very abbreviated but include (for 
chemical compounds and alloys) prop- 
erties and compositions. Trade names are 
interspersed with other terms. The editor 
is a consulting chemical engineer and com- 
piler of many chemical reference works. 

A 119-page Addenda differentiates the 
present edition from the 1947 work of 1,039 
reprinted pages. Something under 5,000 
terms are included, of which roughly one 
third are trade names (about five times 
the proportion in the original, reprinted 
portion). These are given all in capital 
letters, listing manufacturer for United 
States products and country only for for- 
eign. As in the basic portion, chemistry 
accounts. -for a large percentage. of the 
terms, but there is a greater proportion 
from other fields. Between 10 and 15 per 
cent are carry-overs from a 15-page ad- 
dendum to the first edition and are thus 
hardly new terms. 

While all of the entries in the new sec- 
tion appear to be valid and most are new 
in the past 15 years, it is difficult to accept 
2,900 terms and 1,700 trade names as a 
satisfactory updating of the terminology of 
the period. DNA (deoxyribonucleic acid) 
is cited but RNA (ribonucleic acid) is not. 
Neither are any of the following included: 
laser, masem transistor, reactor, pyro- 


ceram, cermet, coenzyme Q, coesite, scat~ 
ter propagation, carbon dating, tunnel 
diode, and parity. Addition of meringue, 
axis, and axle grease does not enhance the 
compilation. 

As stated in the review of the earlier 
edition, this dictionary does not take the 
place of more highly specialized diction- 
aries providing more information on com- 
pounds and materials, Only a bare identity 
is afforded, sufficient to point to the next 
reference source or manufacturer, steps 
which will in most cases be necessary for 
satisfactory answers. Terms appearing in 
the reprinted 1947 portion are largely still 
valid, though not representative of new 
developments. The amalgamation with the 
Addenda does constitute a work of some 
usefulness; however, it cannot be consi- 
dered to provide up-to-date, complete 
coverage of the 13 scientific fields listed on 
its jacket. For small and medium-size 
libraries having need for a dictionary of 
some basic terms, particularly in chemis- 
try, purchase can still be recommended. 
Owners of the first edition or of more 
recent specialized sources of information 
and trade names will find insufficient rea- 
son to acquire this revision, which is an 
economized attempt to keep the old work 
alive. 


A Dictionary of Art Terms: Painting, 
Sculpture, Architecture, Engraving and 
Etching, Lithography and other Art 
Processes, Heraldry. By Reginald G. 
Haggar. New York, Hawthorn Books, 
Inc., [c1962].

The author, a painter, graphic artist, and 
writer on art subjects, aims “to bring to- 
gether a comprehensive range of terms 
and techniques from the practice and the 
literature, ancient and modern, of paint- 
ing, sculpture and architecture... graphic 
arts, stained glass, heraldry and many 
subsidiary forms of creative activity.” 
Terms relating to town planning and’ 
landscape gardening are included as being 
relevant to architecture, but archaeologi- 
cal terms “except those which have archi- 
tectural or artistic significance” are ex- 


cluded. Entries are in several languages 
o 
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including Latin, Italian, German, French, 
and Japanese. Proper names and initials 
denoting organizations or groups are in- 
cluded but no individual artists. 

Each entry is given in boldface, some- 
times followed by the abbreviation for the 
language of the term and brief translation. 
Pronunciation is not given. The definition, 
given in concise, simple, nontechnical lan- 
guage, is frequently followed by a further 
elucidating statement and often also by a 
brief history of the term and one or more 
examples of its use. Cross-references to 
allied terms lead to further information. 
Derivations are omitted except as they 
occur in translations, where given after 
the foreign-language terms, or in the text. 
Frequent line drawings and diagrams in- 
serted within or directly following the 
entry are clear ond easily read. 

Three short glossaries of French, Ger- 
man, and Italian terms with their English 
equivalents and a selective, classified bib- 
liography are appended. The volume is 
small and handy, and its format and typog- 
raphy make the volume very easy to use. 

This book is definitely for the nonspe~ 
cialist, though useful for quick reference 
by the specialist. The latter would, how- 
ever, usually want more elaborate defini-~ 
tions, derivations, and indication of pro- 
nunciation, Even for the nonspecialist pro- 
nunciation is desirable, especially for the 
foreign-language terms. 

Such a dictionary invites comparison 
with other reference books of the kind. 
The format and typography make it easier 
to use than the inexpensive Penguin A 
Dictionary of Art and Artists by Peter and 
Linda Murray (London: Penguin, 1959). 
The latter includes biographical material 
but omits architecture. Its scope covers a 
more limited period, from 1300 to 1957. 
The new Everyman’s Dictionary of Pic- 
torial Art (London: Dent, c1962), pub- 
lished in two volumes at about the same 
price per volume as Haggar, also includes 
biographies but excludes architecture, and 
its definitions are more precise. Until the 
+ appearance of Haggar these two diction- 
aries had to be supplemented for architec- 
tural terminology, most conveniently by 
Everyman's Concise Encyclopaedia of 


Architecture by Martin S. Briggs (New 
York: Dutton, 1959), also about the same 
price. Haggar thus covers the same mate- 
rial offered by the two titles in the Every- 
man series in a more convenient and 
smaller form with less elaborate and less 
precise definitions. All of these dictionaries 
are useful and much-needed guides which 
supplant or supplement the older stand- 
ard Adeline’s Art Dictionary, first pub- 
lished in 1891 and reprinted many times. 
Adeline’s does include archaeological 
terms but is not so up to date in the in- 
clusion of modern terms. 

A Dictionary of Art Terms is sound if 
not scholarly, extensive in scope, and 
therefore useful for the nonspecialist. It 
can be recommended for the home, school, 
or small public library which may not be 
able to afford extensive art reference ma- 
terials and for larger school, public, and 
academic libraries for the convenience of 
quick reference and the clarity of the 
diagrams, 


Index to Scientists of the World, from 
Ancient to Modern Times: Biographies 
and Portraits. By Norma Olin Ireland. 
Boston, The F. W. Faxon Co., Ine., 1962. 
(Useful Reference Series No.90). xlii, 
662p.

The present intensification of interest in 
science and scientists has been reflected 
in increased demands upon librarians for 
biographical data and portraits. This ref- 
erence tool indexes such material in col- 
lective sources and anthologies. The com- 
piler is known for her similar indexes and 
guides to specialized information files and 
has produced six of Faxon’s series of ref- 
erence aids, 

All fields of science except the social 
sciences are covered in the 338 collections 


‘of biographies analyzed. Encyclopedias 


and general periodical articles are omitted, 
but a few biographical dictionaries are in- 
cluded, together with some series of mem- 
oirs and proceedings. Notable coverage is 
given Current Biography, from its begin- 
ning in 1940 through 1961. (Biography In- 
dex covers only from 1946 on). Selection 
of sources was based on the likelihood of 
their presence in libraries, as tested in

three California public libraries. Some 
items were also obtained from college and 
university libraries. A few sources, while 
of secondary value, are said to be in many 
school libraries and were thus added. 
Principal use of the Index is in meeting 
student needs in connection with study or 
_papers on notable scientists. Items espe- 
cially suitable for younger readers are 
starred. 

Nearly 7,500 scientists are listed alpha- 
betically in the index portion, with dates 
and specialities. For each person, from one 
to nearly sixty sources of biographies and 
portraits therein are provided. The popu- 
lar names such as Edison generally have 
the most sources; with many students 
often choosing such biographees, multiple 
referrals will be helpful. Inclusion of 
names is obviously dependent on pres- 
ence in one of the sources analyzed; a 
sampling showed that coverage is quite 
broad, drawn from all centuries and na- 
tions. Analyzed sources are cited alpha- 
betically by the key words used for iden- 
tification in the main section of the work; 
complete bibliographical identification 
(except place of publication) is provided. 

The basic sources were distributed in 
publication date throughout the twentieth 
century, with roughly one quarter in each 
decade from 1920 to 1960. A scattering 
were published prior to 1920, with a few 
before 1900. From 1959 through 1961, the 
principal source is Current Biography, 
and persons of subsequent fame will not 
be found; thus, Gagarin and Shepard are 
represented but not Titov or Glenn. The 
sources (as characterized by Biography 
Index when covered there) include ju- 
venile as well as adult materials. Compari- 
son with sources used in Biography Index 
reveals that relevant sources therein, from 
1946 through 1959, were largely analyzed 
also in the present work, perhaps a dozen 
being omitted in all. In 1960 and 1961, 
sources uniquely used in Biography Index 





increased to three or four per year, and its 
1962 material 1s not covered in the Ireland 
index. Of collective biographies listed 
under “Science” in 1962 Subject Guide to 
Books in Print, the present work includes 
about 70 per cent, omitting those of most 
recent date. 

Principal elements giving reference 
value are restriction to the particular sub- 
ject field and inclusion of many earlier 
collective biographical works, in addition 
to most of those analyzed by Biography 
Index relevant to science. Format of the 
volume is the familiar dark green cloth 
used for the Faxon series. Layout and 
variation in type faces make for ease in 
consultation. 

While its coverage of sources and thus 
of persons stops essentially with 1961, In- 
dex to Scientists provides a concise guide 
to sources of biographical material in this 
subject area. Despite partial duplication of 
Biography Index, it includes a variety of 
other materials commonly found in many 
types of libraries and is therefore recom- 
mended for purchase by them.

The Collector’s Dictionary of Glass. By 
E. M. Elville. London, Country Life 
Ltd., distributed in ‘the United States 
by Taplinger, [c1961]. 194p. illus. 32cm. 
buckram $38.50. 

This new work designed as “the first 
fully comprehensive modern dictionary of 
glass,” gives at the same time some indi- 


‘cation to the collector of salesroom prices. 


Though admittedly British in emphasis, 
it includes introductions to the antique 
glass of America, France, Germany (in- 
cluding Bohemia), Holland, Sweden, and 
Venice by an internationally recognized 
expert who has published books and 
articles on English and Irish glass and 
paperweights. 

The 239 alphabetically arranged entries 
including 118 see references are prefaced 
with an Introduction giving the early his- 
tory of glass up to the Venetian period, 
where the dictionary proper begins. The 
text, written for the collector, presupposes 
some knowledge of glass terminology and 
omits concise definitions of often-used 
technical terms such as knop, prunt, metal, 
flashed, and kick. Most of the articles deal 
at some length with broad topics such as 
American glass, Materials used in glass- 
making, or Paperweights, giving this “dic- 
tionary” an encyclopedia quality. Articles 
include brief biographies, descriptions of 
technical processes, discussions of types 
of glassware (baluster stemmed glasses, 
mirrors), and outlines of national stylistic 
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developments. The quotation of recent 
salesroom prices for most of the types of 
glass discussed and the article Frauds and 
reproductions are particularly useful 
guides to the collector. Of interest to the 
general reader are the descriptions of 
social customs involving the use of such 
pieces as wineglass coolers, cordial glasses, 
firing glasses, and toddy lifters. As an aid 
in dating various types of glassware, the 
author makes extensive use of quotations 
from newspaper advertisements, diaries, 
account books, inventories, state papers, 
patents, and other primary sources. Con- 
sideration is also given to such historical 
factors as the Glass Excise Acts, which 
had a decided effect on the form and size 
of glass vessels. The Collector’s Diction- 
ary brings together much background in- 
formation on glass not otherwise available 
from a single source. 

Despite the alphabetical arrangement 
and the numerous cross-references, the 
length of the articles and the amount of 
detailed information they contain are 
such that the reference usefulness of the 
volume would be greatly enhanced by an 
index. The use of running heads and the 
printing of entries in boldface capitals 
facilitate the location of information. Sub- 
divisions of longer articles are in bold- 
face. 

A Selected Bibliography cites English 
and foreign-language monographs and 
periodical articles, supplemented by fre- 
quent bibliographical references within 
the text. 

The 275 illustrations, carefully chosen 
to exemplify the various types of glass 
discussed, are of excellent quality, al- 
though glass is notoriously difficult to 
photograph. They are well placed in re- 
lation to the text which contains ref- 
erences to them. Included also are a few 
useful line drawings illustrating shapes 
or processes. 

The format is satisfactory, with sturdy 
and attractive binding, legible text, and 
adequate margins. 

As a reference „work, The Collectors 
Dictionary of Glass may be compared with 
the glossary in the section on glass of The 


Complete Encyclopedia of Antiques (see 
The Booklist and Subscription Books Bul- 
letin, February 1, 1963). Both works em- 
phasize British glass. The latter contains 
the type of concise definitions one might 
have expected to find in The Collectors 
Dictionary. The glossary contains 321 
entries, including 40 cross-references, as 
compared to the dictionary’s 239 entries, 
of which 118 are cross-references. Fifty- 
nine of the entries in the two works are 
identical, or so nearly so as to be the same 
for all practical purposes. Much of. 
descriptive material in the dictionary can 
be found in the text section of The Com- 
plete Encyclopedia preceding the glossary, 
to which its Index provides a key. The 
illustrations in The Complete Encyclo- 
pedia are also of excellent quality, 
although smaller and consequently less 
clear in details than those in The Col- 
lector’s Dictionary. The glossary of The 
Complete Encyclopedia of Antiques is 
therefore a more effective quick reference 
source for information on glass than is 
The Collector’s Dictionary of Glass, al- 
though the latter treats the subject in 
greater depth. 

The Collector’s Dictionary of Glass, 
with its excellent illustrations and ac- 
curate, authoritative text, is a source of 
much information about glass, although it 
cannot actually be described as “fully 
comprehensive” because of its emphasis 
on British glass. It will be particularly 
useful to the knowledgeable collector or 
prospective collector and is recommended 
for purchase also by large or special 
libraries having collections in decorative 
arts. 


Drawings of the Masters. Selected and ed. 
by Ira Moskowitz. 12v. New York, 
Shorewood Publishers, Inc., [1962- }.

This series is planned as a 12-volume - 


set, to include reproductions of “the 
world’s great drawings of all schools and 
periods, from the cave drawings of 30,000 
B.C. to the present.” To date, two volumes 
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have been published: volume 1—French 
Impressionists; A Selection of Drawings 


' of the French 19th Century, with text by 


Maurice Sérullaz, Curator of the Edmond 
de Rothschild Collection at the Louvre, 
Paris; and volume 2—Italian Drawings, 
15th to 19th Century, with text by Giulia 
Sinibaldi, Director of the Cabinet of 
Prints and Drawings of the Uffizi, Flor- 
ence. Two more volumes are planned for 
1963 publication. Each volume of the 
series will contain approximately one 


"tmdred color reproductions and a brief 


text by an authority in the field covered. 
Only volume 1 was examined for this 
review. 

In the Foreword the editor states: 
“These books are created for those already 
cognizant, and for lovers of art whose 
interest is increasing. ... Paintings are 
easily accessible to anyone within reach 


` of the galleries and museums where they 


hang. Drawings, because they are fragile 
and subject to fading, are normally pro- 
tected in portfolios and solander cases in 
special study or storage rooms, available 
mostly to scholars, advanced students, and 
collectors. For those who cannot take the 
extra time to obtain entry to drawing- 
cabinets, the next best thing is excellent 
reproductions. These drawings were 
selected from hundreds of thousands of 


_examples in drawing-cabinets of print 


rooms and major private collections all 
over the world. To serve historical as 
well as educational ends, our choice was 
guided by the intrinsic value and content 
of each individual drawing reproduced 


Since 1957 Ira Moskowitz has held the 
position of editor with Shorewood Pub- 
lishers. He is an etcher, lithographer, and 
painter who has exhibited widely and 
whose work is represented in the collec- 
tions of many American museums. 


The brief introductory text (pages 13- 
30 in volume 1) presents a concise review 
of the social and artistic background of 
the period and a brief but perceptive 
analysis of the contribution of each of the 
34 artists represented. 

Although volume 1 is entitled French 
Impressionists, perhaps only 4 of the 34 
artists represented are, strictly speaking, 
Impressionists. The pure Impressionists 
actually did very little drawing, and the 
volume offers rather a survey of the en- 
tire French nineteenth century, from the 
romantic Delacroix, whose work in some 
respects presaged Impressionism, to the 
Post-Impressionist Gauguin. Included also 
are works by Jongkind, Van Gogh, 
and Mary Cassatt, who, although they 
worked in France, were considered Dutch 
and American in the same publisher’s 
Great Drawings of All Time, below. 
Forty-one of the one hundred drawings 
reproduced in French Impressionists ap- 
peared previously in Great Drawings of 
All Time. 

„The chief importance of the series lies 

of course in the drawings themselves, 
which are well reproduced in full color 
by offset lithography on matte-finish 
paper. They give a very good impression 
of the distinctive characteristics of the 
various media (some of the watercolors 
being particularly successful in this re- 
gard) and of the styles of the several 
artists. The reproductions are of unusual- 
ly high quality for such an inexpensive 
volume. 

It is interesting to note that despite the 
publisher’s claim of accurate reproduction, 
the plates in French Impressionists differ 
considerably from the reproductions of 
the same drawings in Great Drawings of 
All Time, although they were presumably 
made from the same transparencies and 
are on similar paper. The difference in 
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most cases is that the reproductions in 
French Impressionists are very much 
darker; this may be accounted for in part 
by the reduction in size and the conse- 
quent crowding of values. As in Great 
Drawings of All Time, a number of the 
drawings have been cropped. 

The reproductions are arranged in ap- 
proximately chronological order, and each 
is accompanied by a caption identifying 
artist, title, medium, and collection. Brief 
biographies of the artists represented ap- 
pear at the end of the volume, followed by 
- a selective Bibliography including works 
on the period in general and material on 
18 of the artists. There is no index, but 
the illustrations and their page numbers 
are listed in the Contents. 

In accordance with the publisher’s in- 
tention to produce “a fine-arts book that 
will be a contribution to art itself,” the 
format is most attractive. However, mar- 
gins are -inadequate for rebinding, illus- 
trations being bled to the edge of the page 
in many cases. 


Drawings of the Masters represents the’ 


first attempt to present a series of well- 
reproduced drawings in an inexpensive, 
attractive format, as has been done for 
paintings by a number of publishers in 
recent years. If subseauent volumes main- 
tain the quality evident in French Impres- 
sionists, the series should be a welcome 
addition to academic, public, and home 
libraries. : 


Great Drawings of All Time. Selected and 
ed. by Ira Moskowitz. 4v. (A Shore- 
wood Fine Arts Edition). New York, 
Shorewood Publishers, Ine., [c1962].

This monumental set has its genesis 
in 1955, when the intention was to pro- 
duce a very selective volume of a hundred 
drawings “reproduced with the beauty and 
accuracy made possible only by the most 
advanced technology yet developed by the 
human skill of the best technicians.” In 
the intervening seven years the project 
grew to the propertions of the present 
corpus of 1,107 drawings of all periods 
and countries. Its compilation entailed 
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the study of more than a half million 
drawings, of which four thousand were 
eventually photographed in color and 
then the final selection made. These four 
volumes represent Shorewood Publishers’ 
first major venture into art publishing. 

For the purposes of this work “draw- 
ings” has been rather broadly defined; it 
is, admittedly, often difficult to differen- 
tiate between painting and drawing in the 
case of watercolors, but the inclusion of 
two Egyptian frescoes executed in tem- 
pera on plaster seems to extend: 
definition a bit far. 

According to the editor’s Foreword, 
“the selections have been made first from 
an aesthetic set of criteria, not first from 
the standards of the history of art.” This 
policy, as well as limitations of space, re~ 
sults in some regrettable omissions which 
are occasionally mentioned by the authors 
of the introductory texts. The use of such 
an aesthetic basis for selection also tends 
to give preference to the personal pre- 
dilections of the editor, although he states 
he has “tried to be as objective as pos- 
sible.” The great variety of drawings re- 
produced provides a good indication of 
the characteristics of the various media 
and the differing styles of the artists rep- 
resented. Emphasis is upon individual 
drawings rather than the presentation 
of a historical continuum, and some styles 
are not represented. For instance, there 
is no example of a cubist drawing, al- 
though the movement is mentioned sev- 
eral times. The plates include drawings 
by 442 artists and represent 174 private 
and public collections of Europe and 
America. Some of the drawings have not 
previously been reproduced. 

The editor, Ira Moskowitz, is an Amer- 
ican etcher, lithographer, and painter 
“with a special passion for drawing.” He 
has exhibited widely and his works are 
represented in the collections of many 
American museums, He is the author of 
Berthe Morisot: Paintings, Drawings, Pas- - 
tels, Watercolors (New ‘York: ‘Tudor, 
1960) and since 1957 he has held the 
position of editor with Shorewood Pub- 
lishers. In selecting the drawings to be

reproduced he consulted leading scholars 
in the field. 

Among the 17 authorities who contrib- 
uted introductory texts and commentar-~ 
ies are such well-known names as Agnes 
Mongan of Harvard’s Fogg Art Museum, 
Otto Benesch of the Albertina, Vienna, 
and Frits Lugt of the Institut Néerlandais, 
Paris, The drawings were photographed 
under the supervision of Samuel Shore, 
“a long-established expert in the field of 
color photography.”

various sections with the scholars re- 
sponsible for the texts and notes that a 
glossary of media and a bibliography are 
at the end of volume tv. The plates are 
distributed among the four volumes as 
follows: v.1—Italian, thirteenth through 
nineteenth century (actually fourteenth 
century through the death of Guardi in 
1793); v.a—German, Flemish, and Dutch, 
thirteenth through nineteenth century; 
v.mt—French, thirteenth century to 1919; 
v.iv-—Oriental, Spanish, English, Amer- 
ican, and Contemporary. Oriental draw- 
ings are divided into Egyptian, Islamic, 
Chinese,, and Japanese. Contemporary 
drawings include Italian, German expres- 
sionist, French, English, American, and a 
section on the drawings of Orozco. 

Within each national school the plates 
are arranged chronologically. An alpha- 
betical list of Artists and Plates in the 
front of each volume serves as an index. 
The work of Matisse and Picasso through 
1919 appears in the volume on French 
drawings; two additional works of Picasso 
and one of Matisse, dated 1921, 1951, and 
1935, respectively, appear in the Contem- 
porary French section of volume rv. Since 
there is no index to all four volumes, this 
division might result in some of these 
artists’ works being overlooked. Some of 
the drawings in the American section are 
of more recent date than some examples 
included in the Contemporary American 


, section. Janos Scholz, author of the intro- 


ductory essay to the Contemporary Italian 
section, observes that “whatever consti- 
tutes the real and lasting merit of con- 
temporary draughtsmanship is much more 
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important in the over-all picture of world 
production and achievement than is na~ 
tional character.” In the light of this 
opinion, it would have been simpler and 
more logical to have arranged all the con- 
temporary drawings in a single section 
disregarding national origin. The issue is 
further complicated by the fact that so 
many contemporary artists have spent 
most of their lives in France, although 
born elsewhere. . 
Although written by scholars, the text 
is of secondary importance; it serves only 
to provide historical perspective and to 
point out the salient features of the plates, 
Each national school is preceded by a 
brief historical survey. Information ap- 
pearing on the page opposite each repro- 
duction usually includes the following: 
artist (with brief biography the first time 
he appears), title, medium, size in milli- 
meters (sizes in centimeters or inches 
would be more comprehensible), location 
(often with ‘inventory number), prove- 
nance, literature, and a brief paragraph of 
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commentary. 

These commentaries vary considerably 
in fullness and tone. Those on the Italian 
drawings are largely concerned with mat- 
ters of technique, while those on the Ger- 
man drawings seem more scholarly, with 
a greater emphasis on a historical ap- 
proach. Comments on the American draw- 
ings are almost entirely descriptive, while 
those on the French drawings present 
very perceptive analyses. Such variation 
is to be expected when so many different 
contributors were responsible for the 
commentaries. Some awkwardness in 
translation was noted in a few of the 
commentaries on Flemish and Spanish 
drawings. The form of the information 
given is not always consistent. 

The titles cited under Literature include 
monographs, periodical articles, and mu- 
seum and exhibition catalogs of older and 
more recent date, in English and foreign 
languages, The titles are apparently in- 
tended as a selective bibliography, since 
in a few cases literature is cited in the 


commentaries which is not included under 
Literature. No important omissions were 
noted. 

There are numerous see references from 
the plates to others with which they may 
be compared, as well as references to 
other drawings and paintings to which 
they may be related. 

Volume iv includes a very brief glos- 
sary of media, which omits some of the 
technical terms occurring frequently in 
the text; for example, body-color, pastel, 
counterproof, stumping. a 


The reproductions are not in every case « 


of the greatest accuracy; they seem to 
vary considerably in their fidelity to the 
originals, They do not in any way ap- 
proach the truthfulness of the collotype 
plates issued in such series as the Alber- 
tina Facsimiles or the publications of the 
Marées-Gesellschaft. These were, how- 
ever, much more expensive than the work 
under review and are now available only 
from secondhand dealers at prohibitive 
prices, 

Nearly two thirds of the reproductions 
are of full-page size; about one fifth of 
them are considerably smaller, and in 81 
cases they appear more than one to the 
page. It is difficult to fathom the de- 
termining factor in the decision to repro- 
duce several drawings on a page, since 
the originals of many so reproduced are 
actually larger than the originals of those 
reproduced in full-page size. In some 
cases in which both recto and verso of a 
drawing are reproduced the plates are of 
the same size, in others they are not. No 
purpose is served by the enlargement of 
the originals in reproduction, as occurs in 
some cases. Many plates appear in the 
actual size of the originals, and there 
seems to be no reason, as far as page size 
is concerned, why some of the smaller 
drawings could not have been reproduced 
in their original sizes. Since the publish- 
er’s aim is to achieve the greatest possible 
accuracy of reproduction, closer attention, 
to actual facsimile size would have lent 
greater verisimilitude: When most of the 
reproductions are of so nearly the same 
size, one gets no real sense of the scale 
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of the original work of art. A few of the 
reproductions appear to be slightly 
cropped. 

Although some errors are inevitable in 
a‘work of this magnitude, there are a few 
evidences of editorial carelessness. For 
example, the text for no. 88 actually de- 
scribes no. 89, and vice versa. Some typo~ 
graphical errors were noted. 

The four volumes of Great Drawings of 
All Time are sturdily bound in buckram 

wand each is individually boxed. Plates 
arfd text are printed on a specially manu- 
factured opaque paper. Some of the mar- 
gins, especially in volumes m and Iv, are 
so narrow as to make rebinding impossible 
without trimming the plates. 

Although the format and price of Great 
Drawings of All Time make it a luxury 
item and although the publisher’s claim 
of the greatest possible accuracy in re- 
production is ‘not substantiated, the set 
represents the only large corpus of high- 
quality reproductions of drawings, inter- 
national in scope, which is readily avail- 
able at the present time. Since the text, 
although authoritative, constitutes such a 
minor part of the set, art libraries might 
be better served by the purchase of 
scholarly monographs having less em- 
phasis on illustrations. The plates should 
be of interest and value to students of art 
history and appreciation, artists, collec- 
tors, and others who appreciate the sub- 
tleties of draftsmanship. Great Drawings 
of All Time is recommended for purchase 
by public, academic, and special libraries 
and by individuals interested in drawing. 


The Oxford Dlustrated Dictionary. Text 
‘ed. by J. Coulson, C. T. Carr, Lucy 
Hutchinson, Dorothy Eagle; illustra- 
tions ed. by Helen Mary Petter.

. This first illustrated Oxford dictionary, 

. intended for the general reader, was 
begun more than 25 years ago, with the 
stated purpose of combining the essential 
features of a dictionary and an encyclo- 


pedia in one volume. About 1,700 text- 
figures of plant and animal forms, parts 
of the human body, geometrical figures, 
machines, architectural details, costumes, 
and other works of man and nature have 
been used to augment the definitions 
where things are more easily explained 
by pictures than by words, 

The vocabulary, based on that of The 
Concise Oxford Dictionary, contains about 
39,000 entries. The definitions, given in 
historical order, are accompanied by in- 
formation on spelling, pronunciation, and’ 
meaning expected in a popular diction- 
ary, with etymology given when it is 
likely to interest the non-specialist. 
Familiar words are less fully treated, and 
the phrases illustrating such words have 
been more sparingly used so as to “obtain 
a wider scope for the treatment of things.” 
_. Editors who worked on the dictionary 
successively include Mrs. Coulson, an 
author and translator; Professor C. T. 
Carr, professor of German language and 
literature at St. Andrews University; 
‘Lucy Hutchinson, until her death in 1959 
a member of the staff at Oxford Univer- 
sity. Press in. England; and Mrs. Dorothy 
Eagle, also a member of the staff. 

All entries, including foreign expres- 
sions, abbreviations, and proper names, are 
in one alphabetical arrangement. Preced- 
ing the body of the dictionary is a list of 
abbreviations used in the book and a 
four-page Preface which includes a pro- 
nunciation key. At the end are 12 pages 
of ten appendixes giving information on 
a wide range of subjects from Roman em- 
perors to weights and measures. 

‘The usual form of entry is the entry 
word or phrase in boldface (with accented 
syllables noted and pronunciation indi- 
cated by phonetic scheme symbols and, 
when required, by phonetic respelling im- 
mediately after the word); demonstration 
of plural form when not routine; gram- 
matical description; and definitions in 
historical order (with occasional illustra- 
tive phrases). Etymology is included when 
the derivation is other than Anglo-Saxon 
or when the word derives from the name 
of a person or geographical place. Slang, 
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colloquial, and vulgar usage is not ex- 
cluded although random searching through 
the dictionary revealed little emphasis ‘on 
definitions of this nature. No synonyms 
are given. 

The definitions are clear, accurate, and 
succinct, with designation of subject field 
when necessary. Space is conserved by 
use of the swung dash (~) to represent 
part or all of the entry word in succeeding 
phrases, as well as by cross-references 
from variant spellings to the entry word. 

The symbols used in The Concise Ox- 
ford Dictionary to show terms originating 
or used chiefly in the United States or 
senses peculiar to British usage do not 
appear in The Oxford Illustrated Diction- 
ary. Variations between English and 
American pronunciation and spelling are 
sometimes noted. Many words are not 
marked throughout the dictionary to give 
an indication that more formal speech 
might give a different pronunciation to 
the “é” in many cases. 

The illustrations, which serve an im- 
portant function in a dictionary also 
aiming to be an encyclopedia, are excel- 
lent well-produced line drawings varying 
in size from an inch to a full page, which 
have been carefully executed in consulta- 
tion with responsible authorities who are 
acknowledged. Some are grouped when 
they help to explain one another, e.g., the 
picture of a machine not only illustrating 
a machine but also exhibiting the nature 
of its parts. If entry word or compound 
is illustrated as part of a composite pic- 
ture on another page, reference is noted 
in parentheses. A weakness in the illus- 
trations is the absence of indication of the 
size of the object being represented. 

Biographical data is brief, often three 
or four lines, including birth and death 
dates, nationality, and only the most 
salient facts of the biographee’s fame. 
More emphasis is given to names of the 
past than to the contemporary. Among 
the missing are Schweitzer, Pasternak, 
Fermi, Faulkner, Hammarskjold, Nasser, 
and Mondrian, although Picasso, Britten, 
and Vaughan Williams appear. All of the 
presidents of the United States are en- 


i 


tered in their alphabetical positions, but 
many of the prime ministers of Great 
Britain are excluded, except in the table 
in the appendix. 

Political and geographic entries receive 
brief encyclopedic treatment of a geo- 
graphic, historic, and political nature. The 
continents have, excluding compound. 


terms, from 2-line (Europe) to 24-line ' 


(Africa) entries. Nations receive similar 
treatment both as to description and 
length of entry, Sweden meriting 2 lines 
and France, 26. Bodies of water. and” 
mountains usually have from 2 to 5 lines. 
Major geographic names are included, the 
boundary apparently at the level of im- 
portance of the Columbia River. Colum- 
bia is defined as “poetic name for Amer- 
ica” and as the province of British 
Columbia but not identified as a river. 
No population figures or economic data 
are given. The independence of the Congo 
and Tanganyika are noted. NATO and 
SEATO are entered under these abbre- 
viations. 

Entries for the states of the United 
States give identification as a state, gen- 
eral geographic position, date of admission 
to the Union, and state capital. Similar 
information, except for admission date, 
is given for each Canadian province. Not 
all the provincial capitals are given sep- 
arate entry. Most state capitals and large 
cities in the United States are included in 
their alphabetical position in the body of 
the book but with some noteworthy omis- 
sions here as well as in the selections from 
South America. 

The editors make no definitive state- 
ment explaining their limits of Inclusion. 
Examination of the dictionary does not 
reveal a clear-cut pattern. It has a British 
flavor and yet cannot be said to have ob- 
viously a British emphasis except in the 
choice of and explanation of abbreviations. 
To some extent the choice of names of 
persons and places reflects British needs, 
eg, Tilbury Docks, Robert Raikes but 
not Horace Mann, Macon as a French city 
and a wine but not as a Georgian city. 
The thorough definition accorded “ma’am” 
is distinctly British. Some inconsistency 
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of pattern is also evidenced by some of 
the examples in the preceding paragraphs 
and in those that follow. 

Despite its claim to include “words 
which would be excluded from an ordi- 
nary dictionary because of their scientific 
or technical character” there are certain 
noticeable omissions, even with due allow- 
ance for the 1959 galley proof date, from 
the book: ACTH, parking meter, simul- 
cast, wiener, afterburning, transistor, Van 
Allen belt, IGY, podiatry, European Com- 
mon:Market or its abbreviation or alter- 
nate name. The April 1952 Subscription 
Books Bulletin review of the Concise Ox- 
ford Dictionary listed 22 words which 
were omitted from that dictionary and 
which deserved inclusion. The following 
words from that list are still not in the 
book presently under review: audio- 
visual, boondoggle, chemurgy, culottes, 
phonemics, polaroid, video, chloromycetin, 
microcard, and myanesin. Among the 
definitions of “abandon” is not that de- 
noting “abandon ship.” “Ablation” is given 
two definitions but not the one applying 
to re-entry of spacecraft into the earth’s 
atmosphere. Perhaps the editors con- 
cluded that these last two definitions can 
be inferred from those that are included. 
Judgments in this area would inevitably 
differ, 

There are at least four desk dictionartes, 
which sell in the $5-7 price range, which 
claim from 125,000 to 145,000 entries, are 
illustrated, include proper names, and 
claim emphasis on current technical and 
scientific terminology. These are the 
American College Dictionary, Webster’s 
New Collegiate Dictionary, Webster’s New 
World Dictionary of the American Lan- 
guage, and Funk & Wagnalls New College 
Standard Dictionary. Each of these has at 
least one feature lacking from the Oxford 
book, e.g., synonyms, population, maps, 
explanation of English usage, thumb 
index. The clarity and reproduction of the 

_ illustrations in the Oxford dictionary are 
superior to those in any of the above dic- 
tionaries, but the general selection of 
illustrations seems similar in all. With 
due allowance for the automatic reduction 


in the number of entries by Oxford’s 
method of including compounds and forms 
under the entry word, sampling of pages 
in all of these dictionaries indicates this 
volume includes fewer abbreviations, 
fewer words, and fewer proper names 
than do any of the others. 

The volume is bound in dark blue buck- 
ram and is well sewn with reinforced 
hinges. Printed three columns to a page 
on heavy, opaque paper, the text is clear 
in small, legible type. The margins are 
average for a desk dictionary. The first 
and last entry word on each page appears 
at the upper left and right respectively. 

In spite of its defects, The Oxford Illus- 
trated Dictionary measures up to tradition- 
al Oxford standards within the limitations 
of its scope, being attractive, convenient to 
handle and to use, and conscientiously 
edited as to definitions, information, for- 
mat, and illustrations. The dictionary is 
recommended for home, school, and li- 
brary use where a dictionary with its rec- 
ognized emphasis and limitation of scope 
may be needed. 


Webster’s Third New International Dic- 
tionary of the English Language, Un- 
abridged.

This is the first completely new edition 
of the standard American dictionary of 
the English language to appear in a gen- 
eration. The second edition, published in 
1934, was reviewed in Subscription Books 
Bulletin, October 1934. Since that date 
several new printings incorporating some 
new words and meanings and some cor- 
rections have appeared; of these, only the 
1948 printing was reviewed (see Subscrip- 
tion Books Bulletin, July 1948). For the 
purposes of this review, the third edition 
has been compared with the 1959 print- 
ing. 
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As in the case of the second edition, this 
dictionary was prepared over a long peri- 
od of years by a permanent editorial staff 
of language and subject specialists, with 
the aid of outside consultants. The editor 
in chief, Philip Gove, was a university 
teacher and a scholar in the field of eight- 
eenth-century English literature before 
joining the staff of Merriam-Webster in 
1946. 

The primary purpose of the dictionary 
remains the same as that of the second 
edition; in the words of the Preface, it is 
to serve as an aid in the interpretation of 
the “culture and civilization of today, as 
the first edition served the America of 
1828.” An important qualification has been 
added to the statement in the third edi- 
tion, however; it is to serve as a “lin- 
guistic” aid. This stricter interpretation of 
the function of the dictionary has resulted 
in an important change in-the scope of the 
work; “the encyclopedic information which 
was so marked a feature of the second 
edition has been almost entirely elimi- 
nated. The biographical and geographical 
appendixes, the proper names and literary 
and art allusions in the main vocabulary, 
and the information about “things” as op- 
posed to words contained in many entries 
have all been dropped. Although this 
change in scope may be a matter of regret 
for the small library which has a limited 
stock of reference works, it was inevita- 
ble. The 1934 Subscription Books Bulletin 
review of the second edition pointed out 
that it was in effect a general reference 
book and questioned the wisdom of at- 
tempting so much in one volume. 

A further limitation in scope has been 
made in order.to cover the current vocab- 
ulary of standard written and spoken 
English and at the same time accommo- 
date the expanded scientific and technical 
vocabulary. In general, words which be- 
came obsolete before 1755 (the date of 
Johnson’s dictionary) are excluded, where- 
as in the second edition the aim was 
to cover the vocabulary from 1500 on. In 
addition, foreign words and phrases (ex- 
cept those which have become a part of 
the English language) have been dropped, 
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as have simplified spellings, in tacit ac- 
knowledgment of the failure of the move- 
ment for spelling reform. 

In the process of selection, the editors 
have also discarded material which in 
their judgment was of “insubstantial or 
evanescent quality.” For these reasons, in 
spite of the fact that the publishers claim 
the addition of 100,000 new words and 
meanings, the number of entries is con- 
siderably less than that of the second edi- 
tion (450,000 as opposed to 600,000 en- 
tries). 

The rapid changes which have taken 
place in science and technology during 
the interval naturally account for many of 
the new words and meanings which have 
been added and the dictionary appears to 
represent these fields particularly well. 

Examples of new words and phrases in 
this area are anti-proton, bubble chamber, 
citrovorum factor, dacron, DNA, earth sci- 
ence, hydrocortisone, proton-synchrotron, 
set theory, and thermal barrier. New 
terms in political and social life include 
big lie, brinkmanship, enosis, escalation, 
explosion (as in population explosion), in- 
dustrial park, multilateralism, other-di- 
rected, and sit-in. The popular vocabu- 
lary is represented in such terms as beat- 
nik, head shrinker, jail bait, payola, 
whomp, and wolf whistle. 

Important changes have been made not 
only in the selection of the vocabulary 
but also in the treatment of the words 
included. The basic elements in this 
word treatment—pronunciation, syllabica- 
tion, etymology, definitions, illustrative 
quotations, usage notes, and status labels— 
have been retained and are treated in 
much the same order as in the second edi- 
tion, but new information is given, and in 
some cases new methods of presenting the 
information have been adopted. 

A significant change in policy concern- 
ing pronunciation has been made. The 
style adopted for representation in the 
second edition was that of formal platform | 
speech; the editors of that editicn pointed 
out that the exclusion of colloquial forms 
was decided on for practical reasons, not 
because they were considered incorrect. 
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The third edition attempts to show pro- 
nunciations prevailing in general cultivat- 
ed conversational use, informal as well as 
formal. There are, for example, nine pro- 
nunciations given for auld lang syne in- 
stead of three; five for aunt instead of 
two; seven for idea instead of three; four 
for usurp instead of two. (Some of these 
variant pronunciations were given in the 
Pronunciation Guide in the second edi- 
tion.) In order to represent these addi- 
tional pronunciations an elaborate system 
of typographical spacesaving devices has 
been adopted, with the result that it is 
sometimes difficult to decipher the sym- 
bols. 

For the purpose of showing these pro- 
nunciations more accurately, the pronun- 
ciation key has been revised, although it 
is still fundamentally a diacritical key. 
There are 19 more symbols. Some of these 
are explained in rather roundabout ways 
and are difficult to interpret. In order to 
save space, the key is printed only on the 
endpapers and in the introductory pages; 
purchasers of the volume will want to 
obtain the pamphlet, How To Use Web- 
ster’s Third New International Dictionary, 
to slip into the dictionary in order to have 
the key handy for consultation. 

The policy followed in presenting the 
history of a word remains the same—to 
trace it “as far back as possible in Eng- 
lish . . . to tell from what language and 
from what form it came into English; and 
to trace the pre-English source as far 
back as possible.” This does not mean that 
the etymologies have been taken over 
from the earlier edition without change; 
an examination of a small sample of words 
shows that in most cases some alterations 
have been made, presumably to take ac- 
count of new information accumulated in 
the interval. One innovation has been 
made in the treatment of the modern 
technical vocabulary of the sciences; the 
label ISV (for International Scientific Vo- 
, cabulary) is used when the language of 
origin is not positively known and when 
the word is current in at least one lan- 
guage other than English. 

The most significant’ changes in the 


treatment of words involve the definitions 
and the illustrations of usage. The basic 
principle, that a definition “must be writ- 
ten only after an analysis of usage” is still 
followed, but the editors state that the 
definitions in this edition are based chiefly 
“on examples of usage collected since 
publication of the preceding edition.” 
They claim to have used about four and 
one half million such examples; citations 
collected from other dictionaries (includ- 
‘ing the 1,665,000 used for the second edi- 
tion), from concordances, quotation books, 
and other sources bring the total stock of 
examples to about ten million. The re- 
sults of this enormous labor of collection 
and analysis are clearly shown in the 
careful discrimination of senses and shades 
of meaning. 

A new defining technique—the use of a 
“dictionary style based upon completely 
analytical one-phrase definitions” is on 
the whole successful, although in some 
cases where complex meanings are in- 
volved, the substitution of a series of 
‘modifying phrases for the sentences used 
in the second edition has resulted in clum- 
sy wording which is difficult to follow. 

The Websterian tradition of giving the 
definitions in historical order has been 
followed in this edition and indeed ap- 
plied more rigorously; technical and sci- 
entific meanings as well as standard and 
“literary” meanings have been included 
in this order. In the interests of saving 
space each meaning is not given a sep- 
arate paragraph as in the earlier edition; 
although the meanings are still numbered 
in boldface (with subsenses labeled in 
finer type) they are not as readily dis- 
tinguished as in the second edition. 

The definitions have been exemplified 
by many more verbal illustrations. In ad- 
dition quotations from 14,000 authors are 
used to illustrate the use of words or the 
structural pattern of words. Although the 
standard authors who were mostly relied 
on for this purpose in the second edition 
have not been neglected, the majority of 
the quotations are frorn contemporary 
sources, as they should be in a dictionary 
of the current language. A random sam- 
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ple of sources quoted includes Robert 
Graves, Sumner Slichter, Time, the Amer- 
ican Guide Series, Whitehead, DeVoto, 
Edmund Wilson, Chafee, Mumford, the 
New Republic, Purchasing News, Heming- 
way, Churchill, the Sydney (Australia) 
Bulletin, Biological Abstracts, Ellsworth 
Huntington, Current Biography, the Bul- 
letin of New York University, Isherwood, 
and Faulkner, as well as the Bible, Dry- 
den, Keats, Milton, and Shakespeare. 

In addition to the verbal illustrations, 
further information about the use of 
words in the form of editorial comment 
on idiom, syntax, status, and other mat- 
ters sometimes accompanies the defini- 
tions. Temporal labels identify obsolete 
and archaic words. Subject labels, iden- 
tifying the field in which a word is used 
in a special sense, are much less common- 
ly used than in the second edition; more 
often the information is conveyed in the 
definition or through the use of subject 
guide phrases, Stylistic labels, indicating 
the level of discourse in which the words 
are appropriately used are also employed 
much less freely; the editors’ intention is 
apparently to convey this information 
through the illustrative quotations. This 
would have been more effective if the 
sources had been more fully identified, as, 
for example, in a bibliography of sources 
such as was used in the Oxford English 
Dictionary. Labels are also used to iden- 
tify the regional varieties of American 
and British English. 

A valuable adjunct to the definitions are 
the synonymies which are much more 
earefully done. (Throughout the diction- 
ary synonyms which are used in the place 
of definitions are printed in capitals as a 
sign that the definition is to be sought 
elsewhere.) There are one thousand syn- 
onym groups (covering about five thou- 
sand words) accompanying such words as 
bad, decrease, easy, liberal, race, satisfy, 
truth, and wit in which senses are care- 
fully discriminated and illustrated with 
quotations to demonstrate the fine shades 
of difference in meaning and usage. An- 
tonyms, which were added for the first 


time to the second edition, have been 
dropped from this edition. 

Black-and-white pictorial illustrations 
are also employed to clarify the defini- 
tions, although to a far less extent than 
in the second edition. Most of these are 
new, 

The arrangement of the material in the 
dictionary is in many ways more satisfac- 
tory. It has already been indicated that 
the appendixes have been dropped. (Ab- 
breviations, formerly in a separate appen- 
dix, have been included with acronyms in 
the main alphabet.) Far more important, 
the second alphabet at the bottom of the 
page has also been eliminated. The cross- 
references to variant spellings, the inflec- 
tional forms, adverbs, and so on which 
were given in this second alphabet have 
been incorporated into the one alphabet- 
ical sequence. The entries in the word 
lists exemplifying formations made with 
prefixes and combining forms have also 
been distributed in their proper alphabet- 
ical places. (One exception to this strict 
alphabetical order is the verb phrase 
which follows the simple verb in para- 
graph form, as in the second edition.) 
Alphabetical guide words at the top of the 
page make finding the proper page easier. 

Guidance in the use of the dictionary 
is provided through detailed explanatory 
notes, a Guide to Pronunciation, a list of 
abbreviations used and other prefatory 
material. 

The format of the dictionary is far su- 
perior to that of the second edition. It is 
a more compact and less weighty volume. 
The use of a new type, a larger page, and 
whiter paper gives a far more pleasing 
appearance to the page. 

Although Webster’s Third New Inter- 
national Dictionary of the English Lan- 
guage represents a significant departure 
in scope and arrangement from the tradi- 
tion of the earlier editions, it has retained 
the basic principles of dictionary making 
for which that tradition is noted. It is the ` 
only up-to-date, unabridged dictionary of 
the English language and, as such, it is an 
essential purchase for all libraries.

Africans all. Narrator: Julien Bryan. An- 
imation: Philip Stapp. International Film 
Foundation, 1 E. 42d St., N.Y. 17. 1962. 
23min. color, $250. 


Julien Bryan’s newest production is a ka- 
leidoscopiec overview of the whole African 
continent, from Algiers to Johannesburg, from. 
Accra to the Kenya highlands. The many con- 
trasts and multifarious aspects of this vast 
area are suggested by juxtaposed scenes such 
as those of a desert and a rain forest, primitive 
dances and a sports car race, and veiled 
Moslem women and Christian churches. Phil- 
ip Stapp’s lively maps and animated historical 
sequences contrast the legendary and the con- 
temporary Africa and tie together the sketchy 
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live-photograph material. The camera moves 
rather haphazardly from one area to another 
to show the industry, the people, and the re- 
ligions of the continent in all their diversity. 
Only meagerly informative, the film supplies 
a series of impressions of Africa which could 
serve as an introduction to the area in the 
classroom; it would presume some prior 
knowledge on the part of adult audiences. 


Courtship. National Film Board of Cana- 
da. Distributor: McGraw-Hill Book Co., 
Text-Film Division, 330 W. 42d St, N.Y. 
36. 1961. 60min. $250. 


The latest addition to the National Film 
Board's “Comparisons” series, which includes 
Four families, Four teachers, Four religions, 
and Suburban living; six solutions, is con- 
cerned with courtship in four different cul- 
tures around the world. In Sicily the court- 
ship of Teresa and Carlo conforms to age-old 
custom which requires the services of a 
matchmaker and a constant chaperone. In 
India and Iran, the families make all arrange- 
ments for the yo people according to 
long-established rituals. In Canada, Jane and 
Doug regulate much of their own behavior, 
although they are expected to observe certain 
standards of conduct. Professor Frank E. 
Jones, chairman of the Department of Sociolo- 
gy at McMaster University, London, Ontario, 
actress Danica d'Hondt, and moderator Gor- 
don Burwash discuss the customs represented 
in the four sequences, posing the question of 
arranged marriages versus marriage based on 
romantic love. The four-country sequences, 
however, are more impressive and thought- 
provo than is the panel’s discussion. 
Neither the filmed portions nor the live dis- 
cussions make the film as interesting or as 
comprehensive as Four families and Suburban 
living. For such information as this film does 
contain, it will prove fruitful for young adult 
church groups and parent organizations, as 
well as for beginning sociology students. 


Ed and Frank. Denis Mitchell. Distrib- 
utor: Indiana Univ. Audio-Visual Bu- 
reau, Bloomington, Ind. 1962. 84min. 
$125, 

This and Grassroots, below, have, through 
showings on U.S. educational television, es- 
tablished in America the reputation of Denis 
Mitchell, Great Britain’s outstanding creative 
maker of documentary films. Ed and Frank 
is an exploration into the heart and mind of 
American life. Mitchell has chosen what to 
him seem to be two typical Americans. One 
is a salesman, hard-driving and ambitious. 
His interests are narrow, his viewpoint lim- 
ited, although to his credit he Is a considerate 
husband and father. This prototype of a 
small-town businesman is contrasted with an 


artistic and creative rebel; a man who ' 


fought in the Spanish Civil War for ideals he 
believed in and emerged shattered in body 
and soul. On his return to America, he has 
attempted to make a living as an artist. Both 
men are fascinating as individuals. But in 


` 


choosing a rather unattractive figure to rep- 
resent the mundane business world, Mitchell 
has in effect stacked the cards against mid- 
dle-class America. What emerges is a personal 
essay in documentary style on American life. 


Family of N’Gumba. Berman-Dopper Film 
Polski. Distributor: Sterling Educational 
Films, 6 E. 39th St., N.Y. 16. 1962. 11min. 
color, $110. 

N’Gumba, his pet goat Gulu, his chieftain 
father, and the whole African village share 
in casting Spali to drive away the evil spirits 
before the birth of a new baby in N’Gumba’s 
family. The little boy and his Ae goat take 
up the task of looking after the new baby 
brother. When the dread panther comes, the 
hunters leave N’Gumba behind but he sli 
out to the jungle to join the men on the 
animal’s trail. Just as the warriors corner the 
great cat at the door of her cave, a playful 
cub tumbles out. The hunters slip back to 
their village, for a mother and baby must 
never be harmed. Charming puppets and 
colorful masks, shields, and j e settings in 
this modern African folk tale are appealing 
for young and old alike. Much is told indi- 
rectly of tribal customs and values, but 
primarily the film is delightful entertainment. 


Grassroots. Denis Mitchell. Distributor: 
Indiana Univ., Audio-Visual Bureau, 
Bloomington, Ind. 1962. 34min. $125. 
Using a fragmentary, mosaic approach, this 
film shows life in a small American town as 
it has rarely been revealed in a motion pic- 
ture. Princeton, Kentucky was chosen as 
typical of hundreds of similar communities 
across the nation. Scenes of the town, con- 
versations with the townspeople from its 
leaders to its most humble residents, and 
candid camera views of individuals build a 
unified picture of small-town life. Mitchell 
has a discerning eye for significant detail and, 
with his tape recorder, discloses an equally 
keen ear for self-revealing comment by the 
townspeople. Overall the treatment is sym- 
pathetic, but the evasiveness of a small town 
in its handling of race relations is clearly evi- 
dent. A memorable and impressive piece of 
Americana from the viewpoint of a Britisher, 
Grassroots reveals Americans to themselves, 
showing admirable qualities and some uncom- 
fortable truths in the portrait. 


The hole. John and Faith Hubley (Story- 
board Films). Distributor: Brandon Films, 
200 W. 57th St, N.Y. 19. 1962, 15min. 
color, $195. 

This rather special, offbeat approach to our 
“age of anxiety” is made through two workers 
discussing the causes of accidents and the pos- 


+ sibility of accidental triggering of nuclear 


missiles. Indirectly, it is a plea for nuclear 
disarmament and the cessation of the arms 
race—a message which may incur the an- 
tagonism of some users of tax-supported 
institutions. The story is told by means of 


semiabstract ‘animation utilizing three-dimen- 
sional qualities and the rich color and tex- 
ture which are the special hallmarks of the 
Hubleys’ art, a technique which is confusing 
to some viewers. A seemingly improvised dia- 
log, with occasional injections of humor, is 
spoken by George Mathews and jazz musician 
Dizzy Gillespie. As they talk, the scene shifts 
to underground views of missiles, submarines, 
and a short pantomine of a rat short-circuit- 
ing a military warning device so that an officer 
almost decides to send up retaliatory rockets. 
When an accident occurs on the job above- 
ground, the two men iy to the conclusion 
that an atomic explosion has occurred. Win- 
ner of the 1962 Academy Award Oscar for 
short subjects and of the American Film 
Festival Blue Ribbon in the “Ethical prob- 
lems” category, The hole will confuse some 
who see it, excite others, entertain almost all. 
Its chief value is as a discussion starter in 
churches, schools, and clubs concerned in 
current social problems. 


Liquid jazz. Joseph Kramer, 402 Candle- 
wood Rd., Broomall, Pa. 1962. 5min. col- 
or, $70. 

A clever experiment combines jazz music 
with colorful visuals and will appeal to the 
same audiences that appreciate Norman Mc- 
Laren’s visual interpretations of sound. The 
title derives from the production process, 
which employs such techniques as stop-motion 
applied to painting and dropping colored 
paints and dyes into clear liquids which 
results in a brilliant rainbow mist and is 
only one of many interestingly contrasted 
images. The jazz sound begins with the slow 
tempo of “Basement blues,” then quickens its 
pace with “Dixiebelle,” both tunes taken from 
stock record library material, composed by 
Trevor Duncan and played by the Square 
Mason Orchestra. Astute editing makes the 
visuals conform to the musical beat. This re- 
freshing, commendably brief film will delight 
film-society audiences and can be used effec- 
tively to stimulate creativity in painting and 
design. Joseph Kramer is a Philadelphia ad- 
vertising agency man whose hobby is film 
experimentation. Liquid jazz won the Cannes 
Amateur Festival award in 1962 and was also 
shown at the American Film Festival and the 
San Francisco Festival. 


Museum man. Yale University, Peabody 
Museum. Distributor: Sleeping Giant 
Films, 3019 Dixwell Ave., Hamden, Conn. 
1962. 19min. color, $175. 


The museum man must be both hunter and 
artist, and he is seen in both capacities in 
this informative story of a natural-history 
museum curator. This document shows how 
the curator hunts for animals and later pre~ 
pares them for display. The development and 
preparation of a diorama is shown in fasci- 
nating detail, as the beauty of the natural 
world is juxtaposed with its interpretation in 
the museum setting. An excellent general-in- 
terest item for public libraries this film would 
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have special values for career guidance and 
as a pretour orientation for a museum visit. 


Music of Williamsburg. Directed and ed. 
by Sidney Meyers, Music arranged by 
Gene Forrell. Folk music arranged by 
Alan Lomax. Colonial Williamsburg, Au- 
dio-Visual Dept., Williamsburg, Va.

With great charm if somewhat pretentiously, 
this Peta piano rape ieee anea os 
a typi ay in Willlamsburg, Virginia during 
the eighteenth century. Centered on its theme 
of the importance of music in colonial days, 
the film includes everything from a harpsi- 
chord lesson, chamber music in the home, 
folk music of the slaves at work and at play, 
and a sailor’s tune to scenes from John Gay’s 
The beggar’s opera—not omitting Ben Frank- 
lin’s glass armonium. Colonial Williamsburg is 
the locale for the slender thread of a love 
story featuring two Hollywood players, Pam- 
ela Tiffin and Carstopher pent Authenticity 
of setting includes the a early instru- 
ments in use at the time. The longer version 
allows more time to accent the musical por- 
tions, but the short version presents the 
subject adeqautely, if more succinctly.

Mysteries of the deep. Walt Disney Pro- 
ductions, 350 S. Buena Vista, Burbank, 
T 1961.

An intimate glimpse of underwater life in 
wide varlety—from plankton to whales—is 
provided in this colorful document. Original- 
y a theatrical release for which footage was 
culled from many sources, the film has wide 
appeal for all audiences of all ages. Rhyth- 
mically edited for contrasting emotional re- 
sponses, individual sequences provide excite- 
ment, fascination, appreciation of natural 
beauty, and some interesting information. The 
characteristically Disneyish programmatic 
music and flippant serlpt are not so obtrusive 
in this production as in some of the other 
Disney efforts and do not detract from a 
thoroughly delightful film. 


Portrait of Mexico. Univ. of Arizona, 
Radio-TV Bureau, Tucson, Ariz. n.d. 
33min. color, $200. 


A skillful admixture of historical statistics, 
dancing girls, and a grand tour of Mexico’s 
varied climes and cultures is set within the 
framework of a university study-tour. Aztec 
tribal dancers, Toltee pyramids, Zapotec gold 
work, and Mixtec temples are visited, along 
with other monuments and historical sites, to 
gain an understanding of the Mexican cultural 

eritage and of the country’s history from 
the sixteenth century invasion the con- 
quistadores through the protracted periods of 
rebellion and war, to the establishment of the 
Republic. Economic difficulties are visibly 
demonstrated by the stark, primitive plowing

of the area today. The examination covers 
all aspects of Sumerian culture: natural re- 
sources and material means, technical 
achievements such as development of the 
plough and the wheel and metal work, po- 
litical organization, religious structure, and 
military strength. Later conquest by other 
nations, among them the Greek and Roman, 
and the continued changes and developments 
resulting in an Arab civilization are also 
traced. A richly rewarding film experience, 
especially for the lyrical presentation of Su- 
merian civilization, although the film holds 
the interest during the early Arab ences. 
Modern Iraq is given only brief and somewhat 
roseate notice. All audiences from high school 
through adult will be fascinated by the dra- 
matic account of the world’s earliest begin- 
nings. It will be particularly useful for 
students of art history, world history, and 
comparative religion. 


Snow. National Film Board of Canada.

25. 1962. 13min. $75. 


This clear and literate explanation of how 
snow is formed when supercooled water 
crystallizes, how it changes shape as it 
“ripens,” how it serves as an insulating 
blanket on the ground, and how it replenishes 
the earth’s water supply when it melts will 
provide basic information for students of 
the physical sciences from junior high school 
thro adults. Imaginative camera work and 
lucid, artful animation clarify the exposition 
and provide an enriching as well as an in- 
structive experience. The National Film 
Board’s Baconian outlook, which relates every 
subject to man himself, is engagingly present 
in this film as the camera moves from purely 
scientific illustration to views of how snow 
affects human activities in pleasurable sports, 
dangerous snowslides and avalanches, barren . 
glaciers, and in the routine problems of 

mobility over slippery ground.

Mr. Q sails from New York harbor, past the 


Statue of Liberty, for France, along with a 
seasick woman and a sailor dancin e horn- 
pipe. In France, he rides the t train 


through the countryside to Paris, where he 
visits the old familiar landmarks (minus the 
Eiffel Tower, which would be built two years 
after this 1887 visit). Congested Parisian traf- 
fic consists of horse-drawn carriages; An- 
toine’s is not a hairdressing establishment 
but a blacksmith shop; Montmartre is a work- 
Eca district inhabited by everyday citi- 
A carnival has a colorful carousel, 
puppet homi and a variety of trick per- 
ormers. On the return journey, Mr. Q in 
beret and monocle, lets a tear glide down his 
cheek--whether from regret at leaving France 
or'from emotion at once more seeing Miss 
Liberty is not made clear. This little junket 
is portrayed by lantern slides made between 
1840 and 1890 and lithographs of the same 
period, all animated with humor and insight 
to re-create the flavor and atmosphere of 
Paris before the turn of the century. The 
film’s wit and charm are enhanced by music 
and sound effects provided by such instru- 
ments of the day as the Giant Wurlitzer, the 
Mills Automatic Violin, and Swiss overture 
boxes. A prolog by Jean Renior explains the 
use of la lanterne magique in the 1920’s as a 
forerunner of the cinema. This thoroughly 
delientiol entertainment for all ages can also 
be useful as introduction to the background 
of nineteenth-century France for students 
of French literature and history. It could as 
well be part of a study of the history of mo- 
tion pictures,

After helping the German Ar- 
minius defeat Varus’ Roman legions, he is 
sold into slavery by a treacherous merchant 
and eventually becomes a charioteer in the 
Circus Maximus. Odbj¢grn’s experiences dur- 
ing the two years before he returns to his 
northern home make a sometimes melodra- 
matic but forceful narrative in which adven- 
ture and romance are blended with historical 
fact against a vivid background of Roman 
life and customs in the days of the Emperor 
Augustus.

The canon’s self-sacrifice eventually 
relieves the town of the unappreciated beast 
whose only offense is vanity. Sendak’s de- 
lightful illustrations complement perfectly 
this humorous nineteenth-century tale for- 
merly available only in short-story colec- 
tions.

The Concise Dictionary of American 

History is based on the six-volume ‘Dic- 
tionary of American History edited by 
James Truslow Adams and published in 
1940 and its supplement of 1961. The six- 
volume dictionary was reviewed in Sub- 
scription Books Bulletin, July 1940. Ac- 
cording to the publishers the new, concise 
dictionary has been six years in the 
making. 

The Concise Dictionary covers Ameri- 
can history in its broadest sense in def- 
inite, concise articles which tell the 
“what,” “why, and “how” of major 
events, social, cultural, economic, and 
industrial forces, laws, battles, treaties, 
movements, places, and people. General 
articles survey such subjects as advertis~- 
ing, agriculture, abolitionist literature, 
Congress, Confederate states, and popula- 
tion. There are many brief, compact, well- 
selected, and well-written articles on such 
varied topics as Admiralty Law and 
Courts, Acoma (Indian Tribe), Decoration 
Day, Frigates, Marshall Plan, Panic of 
1791, Sacco-Vanzetti Case, and Women in 
the Military Service. Texts of documents 
and speeches are not included, but the 
Constitution of the United States and the 
Declaration of Independence are given in 
their entirety.

The stated aim is “to make a notable 
work of reference generally available in 
a format and at a price which would put 
it within the reach of the greatest number 
of readers, ...” The editors did not intend 
to reduce the original set to a mere hand- 
book of dates but say that they have tried 
to keep the breadth and depth of treat- 
ment and the interpretive character of the 
original. In this they have been successful. 
The original set intended to fill the need 
for a source which gives specific facts, 
events, trends, and policies of history. 
The present volume achieves this aim but 
in a more concise form. 

The Concise Dictionary contains two 
thousand of seven thousand articles in the 
original set, some of them reprinted word 
for word. Original articles which were 
considered basic or essential from the point 
of view of the potential user—the general 
reader, the parent, the newspaperman, or 
the student—were carried over in toto to 
the new volume. Keeping the needs of the 
ultimate users in mind the editors have 
done a creditable job of retaining basic 
articles. 

Other articles considered useful, but 
which did not require the extended treat- 
ment previously given, were either re- 
grouped or revised under the same topics 
to include only necessary facts. A number 
of separate short articles on labor such 
as Labor, Department of, Labor in the 
Colonies, and Labor Unions were brought 
together in one 13-page article under the 
heading Labor in America. Articles on 
different Indian tribes, which appeared 
separately in their alphabetical place 
under the name of the tribe in the original 
set, are now found in one place under 
the heading Indian Tribes. The article 
Confederate States includes a number of 
shorter articles which formerly appeared 
under various headings. 


Regrouping of these articles not only 
makes them more concise but also presents 
a better overall view of the subjects 
discussed. Subtopics are easily found 
through the analytical Index. 

The Concise lacks the bibliographies 
associated with the original set, and its 
articles are not signed. However, the 
Foreword names 103 authorities, many of 
whom contributed to the original, who 
reviewed and advised on the new work. 
Since all articles in the original set «re 


_signed and since the Concise is based 


directly on it, by referring back to the 
original set it is possible to determine who 
is responsible for an article. Many of the 
writers are authorities in their fields; for 
example, C. S. Brigham wrote the article 
Colonial Newspapers; J. Frank Dobie, 
Rodeos; Douglas McMurtrie, Printing; and 
Clinton Rossiter, The President. 

The Index seems complete and accurate. 

Any library that does not have the 
original set will find this a valuable ready- 
reference tool for facts of American his- 
tory. It is printed on good-quality paper 
and is easy to read and easy to use. 
Libraries that have the original set will 
not find anything new in the Concise Dic- 
tionary of American History, but because 
of its conciseness and the fact that it is in 
one volume, they may find it useful as 
quick reference volume. i 


A Dictionary of American Social Reform. 
[By] Louis Filler. New York, Philo- 
sophical Library, 1963. 854p. 22cm. crown 
linen $15. 

A Dictionary of American Social Reform 
is a new work consisting of short dis- 
quisitions on persons, terms, events, legal 
decisions, books, periodicals, legislation, 
and many other matters having to do with 
American history and social reform. In 
the Preface the author declares his pur- 
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pose is “to create a vocabulary of social 
reform, to bring out the significance, the 
*, connotation, of relevant entries.” He goes 
on to state, however, that he has attempted 
“to present representative materials, rather 
- than to exhaust possibilities in the 
field... .” 
With respect to coverage the compiler, 
~ 8 professor of American Civilization at 
Antioch College, states: “There can be few 
` more difficult fields than that of social 
aija One person’s reform may be 
another person’s revolution, and still an- 
other person’s reaction. Hence it has 
seemed wise to exercise a certain flexibil- 
ity in choosing material for inclusion, .. .” 
Filler’s flexibility has resulted in his 
lumping together terms having obvious 
significance in social reform such as 
abolitionism, Jane Addams, and agrarian 
revolt with others that have social but 
not social-reform significance. Examples 
of the latter are abstract art, Dean Ache- 
son, Union of South Africa, Ethan Allen, 
Mezxico-United States relations, and mil- 
itary slang. In order to treat social as 
well as social-reform terms adequately, 
the author would have had to write a new 
Encyclopaedia of the Social Sciences, and 
this book is certainly not that. Though 
comprehensiveness is not claimed, certain 
names are omitted which might well be 
included according to the compiler’s cri- 
teria, e.g, James Baldwin is not found 
though Ralph Ellison’s Invisible Man is. 
As might be expected, definitions are 
usually at variance with those found in 
unabridged dictionaries, e.g., aristocracy, 
assassination, and missionaries. The most 
serious weakness of this work is that many 
of the definitions are confusing rather than 
enlightening, as well as reflecting a def- 
inite bias on the part of the compiler. For 
example: “assembly-line, associated with 
mass production (q.v.), and presenting 
industrial dangers of shoddy production, 
unchallenging labor and dehumanization, 
as satirized in Charles Chaplin’s Modern 
Times, and other problems, social and 
‘ economic. See also Taylorization, Ford, 
Henry, Speed Up.” 
One other definition is presented in its 
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entirety: “middle classes and reform, the 
key to American reform, since middle- 
class aspirations on. the part of the work- 
ing classes, and the need for sounding 
democratic on the part of the upper classes 
has enabled the middle classes to produce 
or attract spokesmen or active leaders who 
have found words or programs which 
could excite elements from all groups in 
behalf of reform, which might otherwise 
have been stifled for lack of popular sup- 
port. Thus, the issues of the American 
Revolution (q.v.) most directly affected 
the interests of American businessmen and 
other elements of property or enterprise: 
on the face of it, it offered nothing to 
slaves and indentured servants, who con- 
stituted a great percentage of the popula- 
tion. However, the nationalistic and ab- 
stract appeals to Freedom and Justice (see 
Abstract Terms) helped curb tendencies 
to gain from what was, in effect, a civil 
war and in other ways helped forge a 
basic unity favoring the anti-British effort. 
Much the same equation operated during 
the two Reform Eras, the Civil War, and 
the Fair and New Deals (qq.v.). The 
middle classes, as liaison agencies between 
the classes, and symbolizing the fluidity of 
American life, continued to be the basic 
ingredient in reform, for better or worse.” 

The first sentence of one more definition 
will illustrate the lack of clarity found in 
this work. “African nationalism, long sup- 
pressed by force of arms, by paternalistic 
programs, by tribal rivalries, was un- 
leashed by agitations in the United Na- 
tions encouraging to nationalist groups 
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in North Africa, by world interest and 
sympathy for the Negroes of the Union of 
South Africa to improve their status, by 
the resultant excitement and ambition 
stirred among Negro populations in Cen- 
tral Africa, and by their ability to profit 
from the international duel for support of 
the underdeveloped nations by the com- 
munists on the one hand, the democracies, 
on the other.” 

The definitions are arranged alphabeti- 
cally and vary in length from a few lines 
to a page and a half. See references are 
inadequate and inconsistent, e.g., educa- 
tion and progressive education are not 
cross-referenced. Sources of further in- 
formation are not cited. 

A Dictionary of American Social Reform 
is not recommended, because it is a heter- 
ogeneous collection of terms many of 
which are unclear, inadequately defined, 
and unaccompanied by references to other 
sources of information. 


A Guide to Current Latin American Pe- 
riodicals; Humanities and Social Sci- 
ences. By Irene Zimmerman. Gaines- 
ville, Florida, Kallman Publishing. Co., 
1961. x, 357p. 23cm. cloth library ed.

This guide to 785 periodicals published 
in South America, Mexico, Central Amer- 
ica, and the West Indies provides a geo- 
graphical, chronological, and subject ap- 
proach, with annotations and introductory 
descriptive text by a compiler with a 
thorough knowledge of her field. 

Dr. Zimmerman, Latin American Spe- 
cialist in the Department of Reference and 
Bibliography at the University of Florida 
Libraries since 1951 and formerly an in- 
structor in Spanish and history of the 
Americas, completed her doctorate at the 
University of Michigan in 1956, her dis- 
sertation being concerned with Latin 
American periodicals. 

To those periodicals published in Latin 
America she has added those published in 
the United States by Latin Americans er 
inter-American agencies, or those whose 


content deals primarily with Latin Amer- 
ica, or which are concerned extensively 
with Hispanic languages or literatures as ,° 
they pertain to American countries or 
areas, or which are edited or published 
in the United States but are designed pri- — 
marily for circulation in Latin America. 
Selected by clearly stated criteria from 
reliable sources, such as the Library of _ 
Congress list of 1944, the Handbook of 
Latin American Studies, and the Colum- ` 
bus Memorial Library’s monthly listy they, « 
are presented first by country of origin’ 

Alphabetically arranged under 23 coun- ~ 
tries and the West Indies, each title is an- 
notated in terms of subject field, his- 
tory and purpose, publisher or sponsoring 
agency, editor, types of articles, indexes, 
physical makeup, and other features, as 
well as birth date and frequency. Entries 
are not in all cases standard Library of 
Congress entries, main entry being under 
the title with place of publication and 
dates following. A general evaluation of 
periodical publishing in each country pre- 
faces each list of individual titles. 

Frequently included are comments on 
political situations that have affected pe- 
riodical publishing. For Argentina, for 
example, the repressive measures of the 
Perén regime are mentioned, as well as 
the effort of the editors, often at the ex- 
pense of their imprisonment, to continue 
publishing. In the section on Cuba Dr. 
Zimmerman cites “drastic changes which 
have taken place in publishing, as well as 
all other Cuban activities since January 1, 
1959, when the Fidel Castro revolutionary 
government came to power.” 

The annotations in this section are very 
carefully done and should be extremely 
useful. 

The second main section lists the titles 
under 14 broad subjects and a general 
section noting 135 general periodicals, 44 
in bibliography, 13 library periodicals, and 
37 in statistics. After these, economics 
leads with 102 titles, followed by history 
with 100 and education with 96. Each sub- 
ject is prefaced with an informed analysis 
of the characteristics of its periodical pub- 
lications, especially valuable-to research 
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workers in the humanities and social sci- 
ences. 

Dr. Zimmerman then supplies a chrono- 

+ logical approach, listing titles which began

1949, 1950-1959, and 1960. An interesting 
introduction provides the political back- 
ground and intellectual environment af- 
fecting the publishing activities of each 
, period. 
Following this is a Casualty List of pe- 


y viodi€als presumed to be no longer pub- 


-lished, although the author says the date 
of the last publication and other facts are 
frequently hard to establish, and indicates 
the “degrees of certainty or lack thereof” 
by symbols. 

Appended are an Annotated Bibliog- 
raphy of Reference Sources and Some 
Criteria for the Evaluation of Latin Amer- 
ican Periodicals. 

The Title List and Index refers only to 
the national and casualty lists, not to page. 
The author points out “all other lists are 
alphabetical and therefore self-indexing.” 

The format of the book is satisfactory. 
The print is small but clear, and the qual- 
ity of the paper is good. 

‘This guide reflects so much care in se- 
lection and annotation and has so much 
information not readily available else- 
where that is should be useful to any per- 
son or library interested in Latin Ameri- 
can periodicals in the fields covered. 


News Year 1961. Ed. in chief, Lester A. 
Sobel. New York, Facts on File, Inc., 
1962. xvL, 664p. illus. ports. maps. 24cm, 
cloth $14.75. 

According to the Introduction, News 
Year, a classified digest of news arranged 
under the headings of world, national, and 
foreign affairs, “is a device for rapidly 
finding facts that are hidden away in the 
files of yesterday’s news.” The present 
volume is the second, News Year 1960 
having been published in 1961. Editor, 
managing and foreign editor, and five 
assistant editors are identified.on the title 
page of the book. Promotional material 
from the publisher identifies a ten-man 
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advisory board, most of them leading au- 
thorities in the special fields with which 
they are associated. 

News Year presents a fair cross section 
of the nationally and internationally sig- 
nificant happenings of the year 1961. More 
than 200 pages are devoted to world af- 
fairs, 227 to national affairs, 71 to foreign 
affairs, and 81 to such subjects as spaee, 
science, medicine, education, religion, eco- 
nomics, arts, and sports. 

Each major subject division is further 
divided into short articles, eg., under 
World Affairs a subdivision East-West 
Arms Race contains articles on atomic war 
strategy, U.S. military budget, and U.S.S.R. 
Berlin buildup. Under Foreign Affairs 
articles on the nations are arranged al- 
phabetically. All articles are unsigned 
and present the news in chronological 
sequence. Each article is a self-contained 
unit written in a readable journalistic style 
for the general reader. 

Though lacking in evaluation and judg- 
ment, News Year has value in its terse, 
unbiased, factual presentation of day-to- 
day happenings. The topics, style of writ- 
ing, and factual approach are carried over 
from Facts on File, a regularly indexed 
weekly digest of news events, reviewed in 
Subscription Books Bulletin, July 1942 and 
recommended to large university and 
public libraries where current factual in- 
formation given in its briefest form is 
needed. 

Appended is a good 110-page index to 
names and subjects which serves both as 
a fact-index giving brief information not 
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contained elsewhere in the book and as a 
guide to its contents. Citation is to page 
and column. Cross-references are ade- 
quate. 

The publisher’s statement that “, . . here 
is a source of detailed information on 
happenings of the recent past that have 
disappeared from the newspapers, have 
not appeared in the encyclopedias, and 
find no place in the year-to-year almanac” 
merits examination. The first claim of 
detailed information on the recent past is 
justified. 

The claim that the book contains infor- 
mation on happenings that have not ap- 
peared in the encyclopedias is warranted 
only if their yearbooks are not considered, 
since these are designed primarily to sup- 
ply current, up-to-date facts. Two en- 
cyclopedia annuals were used to check 
facts in News Year and although informa- 
tion in the annuals may be organized dif- 
ferently and given in more or less detail, 
information covered in News Year 1961 
was found in both Americana and Britan- 
mica annuals, i 

Finally, the claim that the facts find 
no place in the year-to-year almanac is 
untrue. The World Almanac 1982 con- 
tains the basic facts in News Year though 
these are often more briefly treated. 

One factor affecting News Years use- 
fulness as a guide to recent events is its 
late publication date. According to Pub- 
lisher’s Weekly, News Year 1961 was 
published during the week of August 20, 
1962, The World Almanac during the week 
of February 5, 1962. While cempleteness 
of facts is commendable, the long delay 
from January 1 to August 20 is unfortu- 
nate. 

The format of News Year is good. 
Printed on a glossy white paper in two 
columns, the page is easy to read. Photo- 
graphs, many of which first appeared in 
the 1961 Facts on File, and an occasional 
chart dealing with labor, econdmic, and 
production statistics are included. 

News Year contains a great deal of 
material on the, news events of 1961, and 
its index is an excellent tool. Though it 
contains information also found in existing 
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tools such as almanacs, encyclopedia an- 
nuals, weekly news magazines, and Facts 


on File, upon which it is based, it is , 


recommended as an additional source for» 
libraries which need the convenient or- 


ganization of recent information which J 


it supplies.

Mountains. Ed. by Anthony Huxley.

This encyclopedia which “aims at being. 

a standard reference book with a high 

degree of accuracy in its factual informa- 

tion,” was designed and produced for 

Putnam’s by George Rainbird, Ltd. and 

was published simultaneously in Canada 

by Longman’s. Printed in the Netherlands, 
like its companion volume, Standard En- 
eyclopedia of the World’s Oceans and 

Islands, it is edited by Anthony Huxley, 

son of Sir Julian Huxley. A Trinity Col- 

lege graduate in English literature, the

editor has done considerable mountain - 


climbing. His special interest is botany, 
on which he has written several books and 
a number of articles. Thirty contributors 
are listed by name; twenty of these con- 
tributed to the Standard Encyclopedia of 
the World’s Oceans and Islands. Many of 
these have competent experience or well- 
developed interests in the fields of moun- 
tain climbing, natural history, and allied 
pursuits, 

A brief introductory essay gives an ac- 
count of the formation of mountains, an 
account of man’s changing attitudes 
through the years toward mountains, and 
a short history of mountaineering. This 
is followed by “Mountaineering Pioneers,” 
brief biographies of 94 notable mountain- 
eers, and a five-page glossary of “un- 
familiar geographical and mountaineering’ 
terms. : 

Twelve two-color reference maps in 
varying scales show the location of the 
mountains and ranges and some of the 
peaks described in the text. 

The main section, “The World’s Moun- 
tains,” consists of over three hundred 


alphabetically arranged unsigned articles 
on the principal mountain ranges, glaciers, 
passes, and peaks, some of which have 
appeared in other published sources. The 
subject of each entry is briefly defined 
and geographically located. Height and 
location in the map section are given; the 
first climbers or explorers are identified 
‘with, in most instances, the date of original 
climb or exploration. In more detail the 
following are discussed: geological forma- 
tion, historical importance, inhabitants, 
exploration, famous climbs, the flora and 
fauna, and any other distinctive character- 
istics of the subject. 

In length the articles range from around 
150 words to approximately 1,600 words, 
the average being about 450 words. 

Over one hundred illustrations includ- 
ing 16 excellent color plates and very 
clear chrome photographs are well placed 
throughout the set. 

The gazetteer which follows gives brief 
description and general location but not 
latitude and longitude or pronunciation 
for 1,500 ranges and peaks of lesser 
interest. These entries might well have 
been arranged alphabetically within the 
main section for ease of use. At times it 
is confusing for quick reference to identify 
peaks of the same name but different 
location when one appears in the main 
section, the other in the gazetteer. 

The arrangement of the book’s informa- 
tion in two alphabetical sections makes it 
necessary to use the Index to insure locat- 
ing material. It seems accurate and ade- 
quate, including subjects, titles of books 
and magazines, and illustrations. Cross- 
references are provided as necessary. 
Plates are unnumbered on face, making it 
necessary to look in the list of plates for 
page reference since the index cites plate 
number only. At times it is confusing for 
quick reference to identify peaks of the 
same name listed in both the gazetteer and 
the main book. 
i Good paper, legible type, and a stout 

binding characterize the format. The pa- 
per is good, the print well leaded and 
legible. In the main section, “The World’s 
Mountains,” there are two columns to 


the page with adequate margins. Blue ' 
headings for each article in this section 
instantly command the reader’s attention. 
While most mountain ranges seem to 
be included in the encyclopedia, omissions 
were noted particularly among the United 
States entries. Many mountains included 
in both Webster's Geographical Dictionary 
‘and Columbia Lippincott Gazetteer of the 
World are not listed, e.g, Great Smoky 
Mountains, Clingman’s Dome, El Yunque, 
and Sugar Loaf Mountain (Maryland). 
The Standard Encyclopedia of the 
World’s Mountains aims at being a stand- 
ard reference book and also an encyclo- 
pedia to be read. It is more distinguished 
for its interesting narratives of mountain 
climbing and descriptions of mountains 
than for its comprehensive coverage of the 
world’s mountains. Nor does its arrange- 
ment add to ease of reference use. But 
since it contains up-to-date information 


_ not available in any other single volume, 


it is recommended to home, school, public, 
and college libraries as a source of supple- 
mentary information on mountains and 
mountain climbing. 


Webster’s Seventh New Collegiate Dic- 
tionary. Based on Webster’s Third New 
International Dictionary. Springfield, 
Mass., G. & C. Merriam Co., [c1963].

This seventh edition of Webster’s Col- 
legiate Dictionary represents, as did its 
predecessors, an abridgment of the New 

International Dictionary intended as a 

. desk dictionary for the use of the student 

and the general reader. The sixth edition 

(1949), the second one based on the 1934 

unabridged dictionary, was reviewed in 

Subscription Books Bulletin, April 1950. 

The present edition is based on the com- 

pletely revised edition of the unabridged 

dictionary which appeared in 1961. 
According to advertising this edition 

contains approximately 130,000 entries, 

about 5,000 more than its predecessor. 
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Twenty thousand new words and mean- 
ings are claimed. The dictionary is longer 
by 46 pages. 

Comparison with the 1961 printing of 
the sixth edition shows no major changes 
in scope and arrangement. The editors 
state in the Preface that “The general 
content and overall plan of the previous 
edition have proved so well adapted to the 
needs of its users that an attempt to 
change its essential character and form 
seems inadvisable.” Emphasis continues 
to be on the standard language, with only 
a small selection of slang, dialect, and 
obsolete terms and meanings. 

There are, however, appreciable dif- 
ferences in the selection of the vocabulary 
and in the content of each entry. Terms 
‘and meanings noted as new to this edition 
include abstract expressionism, autosome, 
compact (for automobile), cosmonaut, 
lawrencium, lunatic fringe, McCarthyism, 
maser, neoorthodox, numinous, pressure 
(as a verb), revisionism, smoothy, sonde, 
stack up, stylistics, and third force. Most 
of the tables of words have been elimi- 
nated, and there are many more separate 
entries for words formed with standard 
prefixes and combining forms and for 
homographs representing different parts 
of speech. The latter are distinguished by 
superior numbers prefixed to the entry. 
There appear to be fewer foreign words 
and those that have been retained are not 
distinguished from the English vocabulary. 

Type of vocabulary information included 
is similar to that in the earlier edition, 
with the exception of antonyms, which 
have been excluded. The information in- 
cludes capitalization, pronunciation, hy- 
phenation, syllabic division, part of speech, 
irregular inflectional forms, etymology, 
definition (accompanied by illustrations of 
use and usage labels), and synonyms. 

Pronunciation is indicated by a revised 
key which is still fundamentally dia- 
critical in nature. The key is printed in 
full on the inside of the front and back 
covers and in abbreviated form at the 
bottom of every other page. The more 
common alternative pronunciations are 
noted. The Guide to Pronunciation has

been completely rewritten in simpler form. 
Etymologies are in general much fuller 
than in the preceding edition, where inter- 
mediate steps in the development of words 
were sometimes omitted. Changes in the 
information given in some of the etymolo- 
gies reflect recent scholarship. 
Definitions have been rewritten to show 
finer discriminations in meaning. Where 
synonyms are given in the place of defini- 
tions, they are printed in capitals to indi- 
cate that the definition should be sought 
elsewhere. The order of definitions re- 
mains historical, and as in the new 
unabridged, technical and scientific senses 
have where possible been subsumed in 
this order. In a desk dictionary intended 
as a ready reference tool such an arrange- 
ment seems questionable; it would be 
more useful to give the most frequent 
meanings first. Those who are interested 
in the development of meanings would be 
better served by an unabridged dictionary. 
The collegiate dictionary, like the parent 
work, uses stylistic labels much less fre- 
quently than did the sixth edition. Sub- 
ject labels are also used much less 
frequently than in earlier editions. The 
stylistic label “colloqg.,” which is often 
misunderstood by users of dictionaries, 
has been dropped. It would have been 
helpful, in a dictionary intended for 
students, if some substitute could have 
been devised to indicate words appro- 
priately used in informal as distinguished 
from formal contexts, since there is not 
space enough for the wealth of illustra- 
tions possible in an unabridged dictionary. 
The seventh edition contains the same 
type of supplementary information follow- 
ing the main vocabulary section as that 
found in the sixth: abbreviations, arbi- 
trary symbols, lists of biographical and 
geographical names, common English 
given names, information on spelling, 
capitalization, and punctuation, a vocabu- 
lary of rhymes, and lists of colleges in the 
United States and Canada. All of these 
sections have been thoroughly revised. 
Names of persons and places are identified 
briefly and pronunciation is given for them 
as well as for the colleges, given names, 


and the vocabulary of rhymes. The only 
new feature is a section on forms of ad- 
dress, reprinted from the unabridged dic- 
tionary. 

It is unfortunate that the opportunity 
offered by this revision to include bio- 
graphical and geographical names and 
abbreviations in the main vocabulary was 
not taken. It would have contributed to 
convenience of use, especially since there 
are many proper names, but fewer than 
those in the, previous edition, (literary, 
mythological, and Biblical allusions) in 
the main alphabet. 

Aids to the use of the dictionary include, 
in addition to the pronunciation guide, a 
table of contents, completely rewritten 
explanatory notes, a list of abbreviations 
used, and an index which analyzes the 
contents of the notes and lists the various 
tables included in the dictionary proper. 

The format of the dictionary is much 
the same, except for the use of a new type 
which is somewhat clearer than that used 
formerly, although it is still small. The 
smallness of the type has the one ad- 
vantage of making for a compact volume 
which can be easily carried by the student. 

Although Webster’s Seventh New Col- 
legiate Dictionary does not differ signifi- 
cantly in' scope and in arrangement -from 
its predecessors, the content has been 
thoroughly revised and rewritten. Unlike 
the sixth edition, it can be called a new 
work, since it is based on the completely 
rewritten unabridged dictionary published 
in 1961. Because of this it has, inevitably, 
at least a temporary advantage as far as 
up-to-dateness is concerned over other 
dictionaries of comparable scope. It is 
recommended for home use and for all 
libraries.
